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PEACE AND ITS AFTERMATH. 


Lord Kitchener is said to have declared recently that 
the present war will be over before the next winter and 
that there are various indications that the contending 
nations, and especially the Germans, are developing a 
state of mind which makes possible negotiations leading 
to peace. There appears to be but little question that 
Germany is prepared to accept a return to the status quo 
ante bellum, or something substantially equivalent to that. 
But to agree to this the Allies would have to yield some- 
thing of their determination to “crush” Germany and to 
destroy what they are pleased to call “militarism.” We 
recall the fact that a difficulty between China and Japan 
was settled by General Grant when he was traveling in 
the Far East, after his retirement from the Presidency. 
The soldierly confidence between the great Chinese vice- 
roy, Li Hung Chang, and General Grant was so complete 
that the Chinese government submited their whole case 
to the General with a view to his securing a similar 
understanding with Japan. This he succeeded in doing 
when he visited Japan and his thorough comprehension of 
the position of the two parties to the controversy enabled 
him to suggest a solution of the difficulty without embar- 
rassing either by conveying to the other any hint as to 
his state of mind. 

It is possible that another ex-President of the United 
States, Theodore Roosevelt, might act as a mediator in 
the present instance if his pronounced opinions did not 
make him objectionable to Germany. Elihu Root would 
be equally competent and perhaps more acceptable be- 
cause of his cooler judgment. Everybody must be heartily 
tired of this war and all the parties to it must be long- 
ing in their hearts for the peace which there seems to be 
no possibility of their securing until all are brought to a 
state of mind which will permit them to consider the 
feelings and the wishes of the other parties in interest 
without a too stubborn insistence upon their own point 
of view. We believe that if the question were submitted 
to the soldiers in the field they would reach some con- 
clusion. Common experience and common dangers enable 
the fighting men to understand, and even to sympathize 
with each other. Brave men learn to respect their an- 
tagonists and respect is the foundation of esteem. The 
belligerents of all nationalities must realize that those 
with whom they have fought have been their enemies 
under the compulsion of circumstances and not neces- 
sarily because they are moved by a spirit of personal hos- 
tility. Witness the readiness with which our soldiers of 
the contending armies in the Civil War affiliated when 
the war was over. That human nature is the same on 
both sides of the Atlantic is shown by the fact that Rus- 
sia and Japan have become good friends within a brief 
period following their contests on the battlefield. 

The war once over we shall see a like rapprochement 
between the antagonists of to-day, and there will be new 
affiliations and new alignments which may now seem im- 
possible. In 1854 England, France and Italy, or at 
least Sardinia, were united in the defense of the Turk 
against the Russian. Now they are united with Russia 
in the attempt to destroy the Turk and to surrender to 
Russia the control of the Bosphorus in the defense of 
which they have in former years expended so much blood 
and treasure. Politics, that is, in this instance, the neces- 
sities of statecraft, certainly make strange bedfellows. 

Meanwhile let us of the United States consider the 
fact that whatever the results of the war it is not adding 
to our prestige or increasing the number of our friends 
and possible allies, Europe seems to be united in visit; 


ing upon us the Scriptural condemnation of the church 
of the Laodiceans: “I know thy works, that thou art’ 
neither cold nor hot.. I would thou were cold or hot. So 
then because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor 
hot, I will spew thee out of my mouth. Because thou 
sayest, I am rich, and increased with goods, and have 
need of nothing and knowest not that thou art * * * 
poor and blind and naked.” 





MISREPRESENTING THE ARMY. 


In the course of an editorial on the fact that “the re- 
sponse to the call for plain, everyday privates will be the 
real test of the war spirit” the Kansas Emporia Gazette 
points out, in what is meant to be a satirical vein, that 
there will be plenty of men who will be ready to serve 
in a Volunteer Army if they can go as officers while “the 
great task will be to find a few bright young men to take 
the privates’ jobs.” Then it continues: “To be a private 
requires that a man must take orders, including plenty 
of fool ones; must do night guard duty while the officers 
sleep; must fight with the flies for a tin plate full of 
‘slum’ and a can of black coffee, while tle officers eat 
regular food in a screened field dining room, and must 
flunky more or less for officers, many of whom were ‘his 
social and business inferiors at home.” 

With the exception of the statement that “a private 
must take orders” there is not one phrase in the above 
quotation from the Emporia Gazette that is not false in 
fact and spirit. The implication of the editorial is that 
officers in the United States Army do not share duty 
with their men, that the food supplied our troops is of 
inferior quality, badly cooked and served, and that there 
is a marked difference in the protection of the officers’ 
mess from that of the men. The concluding phrase about 
the enlisted men having to “flunky more or less for offi- 
cers” is one of those half-truths that is one of the most 
contemptible forms of argument. 

This article is a far too,common illustration of the 
spirit there is abroad in this country of misrepresenting 
the United States Army, even when it assumes the tem- 
porary form of volunteers. The article is wrong in fact, 
vicious in spirit, recreant to patriotism. It represents 
an element in American journalism—we are ashamed to 
say it—that, more than any other single force, works 
against true patriotism and true military prepared- 
ness. Ignorance on the part of this particular writer may 
be his excuse for so grossly misstating the truth about 
the food supplied our Army, and about the distinctions 
that must be drawn between officers and men to preserve 
discipline. But no one but a man who is a snob at heart 
would raise the point, and misrepresent it, of the “social 
and business” standing of the officers and privates in any 
army raised in the United States of America. This 
article is particularly ill-timed in view of present condi- 
tions in the Mexican campaign where the Army officers 
are giving an admirable demonstration of how they share 
the hardships of the trail with their men.

That the “big” states of the Union are heart and soul 
and taxpaying ability for a large Army is demonstrated 
in a statement issued by the National Security League 
on May 15. The statement reads: “The eight largest 
states supporting by a majority of their delegations in 
Congress the provision for the Army of 250,000 men 
pay over $190,000,000 of the internal revenue taxes of 
the country, and in their ports of entry custom duties 
are collected on more than $655,000,000 worth of imports. 
The nine largest states whose delegations, solidly or by 
a majority, opposed this provision of the Army bill pay 
less than $116,000,000 in internal revenue, and through 
their ports collect on less than $40,000,000 of imports. 
New York, whose entire delegation, with the exception 
of one Socialist, voted for the larger Army, pays over 
$62,000,000 of internal revenue taxes, and collects duties 
on more than $500,000,000 worth of imports. Alabama 
and Georgia, whose delegations voted solidly against an 
adequate Army, pay in taxes $430,000 and $729,000, 
respectively; and handle in their ports $453,000 and 
$500,000 in imports. The great state of Texas pays 
$2,500,000 in taxes and collects on something over 
$4,000,000 of imports. Indiana and Ohio, whose delega- 
tions also voted strongly against the Army, pay respec- 
tively $29,000,000 and $25,000,000 in revenue and collect 
on $442,000 and $7,348,000 of imports. Massachusetts, 
whose delegation voted solidly for the bill, pays $9,116,000 
in revenue and collects on $41,000,000 of imports. 
Illinois, a majority of whose delegation voted for the 
250,000 Army, pays $60,760,000 in taxes and collects on 
$28,630,000 of imports. Pennsylvania pays $3,422,000 
in taxes and collects on $42,000,000 of imports.”

The Dutch are rapidly coming to the front as ship- 
builders and as the most skilled managers of shipbuilding 
establishments. In a paper read by Mr. M. G. de Gelder, 
of the Rotterdam Dockyard Company, at the meeting of 
the Institution of Naval Architects in London, England, 
in April, 1916, some interesting facts were brought out. 
Discussing the paper, Mr. W. J. Luke, a British repre- 
sentative, said it was a very gratifying thing to have a 
frank statement as to the best way to lay out a ship- 
building yard to get the best practical results in ship- 
building, and it would be a surprise to many British 
firms to learn that a Dutch builder had reduced the time 
of completing a ship from five to four months. It 
appeared that although the yard was only started in 
1902 it was now turning out more tonnage than any 
other in Holland. It behooved English shipbuilders, he 
said, to look to their laurels and find out why it was 
that Dutch yards had made such progress, Mr, William 
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' Miller said he had been afforded an opportunity of 


examining the details of work and particularly the cranes 
in the Dutch shipbuilding yard. The impression made 
upon him was that British shipbuilders were falling 
behind. The system adopted in Rotterdam was of the 
simplest description ; there was no moulding loft nor plate 
furnace in the whole of the establishment. Every shell 
plate was lined, punched and set, ready to go into its 
place, even before the keel of the ship was laid. The 
rapidity with which the work was carried out, Mr. 
Miller said, was a fine lesson to trade unionists- in 
England of what could be achieved where free labor was 
at the disposal of the shipyards. 


The Regular Army is to be increased not only in total 
personnel, but also in the number of regiments. This in- 
crease can be made a few regiments at a time, or all the 
new regiments can be organized at the same time. To 
organize all the new regiments at the same time pos- 
sesses the following advantages, according to one of our 
correspondents, who says: “The expansive idea can 
receive an extensive trial. By assigning either one or 
two battalions of the old regiments to the new regiments 
as a nucleus the expansive system can be put into 
effect throughout the Service. If the new companies with 
their nucleus of officers and old soldiers are successively 
filled with recruits, and a report of their training sub- 
mitted every three months showing the course followed, 
the working hours devoted to each subject of the course, 
the teaching methods used, and the training results ob- 
tained as determined by competent authority, then from 
this data a uniform tactical training .process can be 
worked out for American troops.” Our correspondent holds 
that this method of getting the data will be practical, as 
it will not be turned in by special officers or relate to _ 
special troops. From it our General Staff or military schools 
ean work out a practical process of uniform training that 
should be far superior to any theoretical system. Other 
things that could be determined relate in the same way to 
the tactical training of officers and non-commissioned 
officers. Much relating to uniform tactical training as 
regards courses, length of time, teaching and examining 
methods could be made definite for American conditions.

Five preparedness measures became laws of New York 
state on May 15, when Governor Whitman signed them. 
The new measures include: The Welsh-Slater bill 
authorizing the Board of Regents to inaugurate a course 
of compulsory physical training for all public and private 
school pupils more than eight years old. The Welsh- 
Slater bill, a companion measure, providing for the com- 
pulsory military training of all boys of the state between 
sixteen and nineteen years of age, except those regularly 
employed as a means of livelihood. The course is to be 
given after school hours, and provision is made for 
summer volunteer camps. The Stivers bill authorizing 
the Governor to order an enrollment of all male citizens 
between eighteen and forty-five years of age. From this 
list he may order a draft at any time, whether the 
country be at peace or war, in order to bring the National 
Guard or any detachment of it up to full strength. And 
two other Stivers bill authorizing a reorganization of 
the Naval Militia and amending the military law 
generally with a view to increasing the number and 
efficiency of the active defense forces.

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That the Cavalry of the United States Army is the 
best in the world was asserted by Capt. T. A. Roberts, 
U.S.A., inspector-instructor for New England, in the 
course of a speech reported in the Boston Transcript. 
He said that United States troopers can shoot and fight 
as well on foot as on horseback. They have been drilled 
faithfully in both branches. Other countries deplore 
the fact that their fighting horsemen have not been trained 
to fight dismounted. The Kaiser was quoted as blaming 
himself for neglecting this feature in German cavalry 
training. Captain Roberts pointed out that the cavalry 
is an auxiliary force and must be prepared to make 
sacrifices for the infantry and artillery. He expressed 
the opinion that had the German cavalry been in good 
shape in Russia last year, the Russians would not have 
been able to make the many changes which they did in 2 
good order.

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A curious illustration of the operation of the alleged 
minds of some of our respected fellow citizens is found 
in the fact that they continue to howl themselves hoarse 
over the danger of militarism while the War Depart- 
ment is raking and scraping to get men enough to guard 
our frontier against raiders from across the Rio Grande. 
And here are noble representatives in Congress of 
this great country of one hundred millions of people, 
having wealth far in excess of that of any other country, 
shivering with apprehension of tyrannical government 
and an impoverished treasury because it is proposed to 
provide for the protection of the country a trained mili- 
tary force amounting to one-quarter of one per cent. of 
the total population, or one in four hundred. 
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Our advices from abroad are to the effect that the 
Gérman submarines destroyed or captured by the British 
now number between 150 and 175. Among them are 
included seven of the latest type of submarine. These, 
because of their size and the disturbance they make 
in the water, are more easily located than the smaller 
vessels of the earlier type, The Allies are also learning 
how to deal more effectively with hostile aircraft, making 
use of new guns developed since the war began, 
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The Boston Transcript says: “No wonder, indeed, if 
Henry Ford thought that sense and system would stop 
the European war, when you consider the spectacular 
stoppage of human wastage that has been effected in the 
shop where the tin lizzies are made—one of the examples 
that quite likely will be quoted at the Boston conference. 
Between October, 1912, and October, 1913, according to 
Boyd Fisher, vice-president of the executives’ club of the 
Detroit Chamber of Commerce, the Ford Motor Company 
hired 54,000 men to keep an average working force of 
13,000 men. This was a labor turnover of more than 400 
per cent., not unexampled, for in some plants it goes as 
high as 1,000 per cent. From October, 1913, to October. 
1914, the Ford Company hired only 7,000 men to keep an 
average of 13,000. ‘“Profit-sharing presumably had some- 
thing to do with this marked improvement, but it was only 
one factor. The kind of detailed analyses by which the 
losses from injudicious hiring and unnecessary firing were 
reduced $1,800,000 are given by Mr. Fisher in detail.

The Aero Club of America announced in New York 
on May 15 the institution of a National Aerial Derby 
which shall be the annual classic of aviation on this side 
of the Atlantic. This year’s event will take the form of 
a transcontinental aeroplane race from New York to the 
Pacific coast. Late August or early September will be 
the time. As first prize the executive committee of the 
Aero Club has set aside $20,000 from the National 
Aeroplane Fund. This will supplement a silver trophy 
offered by Ralph Pulitzer, publisher of the New York 
World, who devised the plan for a national competition. 
Additional cash prizes contemplated by the Aero Club 
are expected to make this year’s race worth probably 
more than $100,000. The trophy offered by Mr. Pulitzer 
is “to quicken America’s reawakening interest in the 
science which Americans first developed and gave to 
mankind; to induce equipment and training of military 
and civilian aviators for national defense ; to demonstrate 
the practical uses of aeroplanes for transportation of 
passengers and mail; and to open the first transconti- 
nental aerial highway.”

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The courtesy shown by the Turkish commander to 
whom Major Gen. Charles Townshend surrendered at 
Kut-el-Amara on April 29 was due to the fact, as we are 
informed, that the Turk was an old friend and a special 
admirer of the British commander. We are also informed 
that the Germans demanded that the Turks should turn 
over their British prisoners to their custody, but this 
demand was refused. The question has been raised why 
General Townshend did not endeavor to cut his way out 
from Kut-el-Amara and join the relieving forces. The 
explanation is that there were very many cases of scurvy 
among the beleaguered British, and the sick and wounded 
exceeded in number the men fit for a fight. As General 
Townshend was not willing to leave behind his disabled 
soldiers he was compelled to surrender. We wonder 
whether when General Townshend accepted the courtesies 
of the officer to whom he surrendered he recalled the 
remarks made some years ago by the Prime Minister 
of England, Gladstone, about the “unspeakable Turk.” 
It is further understood that the ill-fated expedition was 
undertaken against the judgment and the advice of 
General Townshend.

The custom of holding an official celebration in the 
Canal Zone on the Fourth of July is to be revived this 
year, according to the Canal Record. Last year in the 
absence of the Governor from the Isthmus no official 
celebration was arranged for, but on April 22, 1916, 
the Governor appointed a committee to arrange suit- 
able exercises, and at the first meeting of the com- 
mittee, held on April 25, the sentiment was in favor 
of having this year a “wide open” celebration.

The annual report of the Massachusetts Nautical 
School for 1916, just issued, shows that the schoolship 
Ranger sailed and steamed 6,800 miles on its West 
India cruise of 1915 between May 24 and Sept. 30, being 
thirty-six days at sea and ninety-three days in port 
during that time. Forty-five boys graduated in the two 
classes of 1915, and forty-four are in the classes to be 
graduated this year. In the register of graduates pub- 
lished in the report it shows that twenty-one of the 
graduates of the school in the years between 1894 and 
1908 are now captains in the merchant marine service. 
Rear Admiral John F. Merry, U.S.N., retired, is one of 
the commissioners of the school, and Capt. P. W. 
Hourigan, U.S.N., retired, is superintendent of the school 
and captain of the schoolship Ranger.

SECRETARY BAKER ON PATRIOTISM. 


Newton D. Baker, Secretary of War, made three 
speeches in Atlantic City and Newark, N.J., on May 12 
and 13 in the course of which he repeated his ideas as 
to his threefold view of what our national preparedness 
should be, and spoke of the spirit of patriotism abroad 
in the land, growing up as a part of this preparedness 
movement. 

Secretary Baker sounded a call for ideal preparedness 
at the dinner of the Newark Board of Trade on May 13. 
He declared that more individualism and neighborhood 
spirit were needed in the cities to develop the highest 
types of manhood. “Now, how is that related to the 
United States of America, for that is the toast I am 
responding to?’ he said. “It relates to the Department 
over which I have the honor to preside. What is a War 
Department without warriors? I pray God that the call 
will never come to the young men of this United States 
to be exposed to all the slaughter and to all the perils 
which we see abroad. But if that hour does ever come 
and if the recruiting offices are open, and all of us are 
invited to come in, I hope the raw material of that 
army, the manhood out of which it is to be made, will 
be the boys from the bank and the factory alike. With 
straight backs, strong arms, strong heads and high ideals, 
and a spirit in the country which will make them realize 
their duty to this country, in order that liberty may 
continue to live.” 

At the opening of the Newark Industrial Exposition 
on the afternoon of the same day Secretary Baker said: 
“Our ancestors were a race of agriculturists and farmers. 
We, their descendants, are a race of mechanics and 
industrial workers, and what was once the wilderness 
there is now the whirr of the wheel of industry and the 
smoke of the factory. We have made it possible for 
men to live in better houses; we have made it possible 
for us to have cleaner and better streets; we have made 
it possible for us to build great schoolhouses and give 
our children a better and higher kind of education. We 
have made it possible to shorten the hours of labor and 
to increase the reward to the laboring man. All of that 
is good because it gives him leisure to cultivate the social 
virtues which in a city like this and in a country like 
this are vital to the preservation of both our freedom 
and the usefulness of our country.” 

On the previous day, at the annual convention of the 
New Jersey Bankers’ Association in Atlantic City, Mr. 
Baker said: “There is abroad in the land an emotion 
that is sending young men to training retreats, stirring 
educators to the conviction that it may be wise that 
young men should include some knowledge of military 
work in their preparation for life, and sending corps of 
women to camps to equip themselves to perform those 
gentle ministrations which it is woman’s part to render. 
I think there is cause for profound satisfaction that 
with all the difference of opinion among those who stood 
for peace at any price, for peace under various condi- 
tions and in some instances for a more aggressive course 
than conditions have seemed to make necessary, never 
has a voice been raised for war for war’s sake. Never 
has there appeared evidence that this country accepts the 
philosophy that war is a good or necessary thing. 

“Congress is busy now with the reorganization of the 
military feature of national defense. I hope before long 
it will be busy arranging for the co-ordination of the 
industrial and other resources of the land so that when 
war comes, if it does come, we shall have not only the 
enlistment of men and the mobilization of arms, but by 
preconceived arrangement, by plans already deeply laid, 
the mobilization of our industries and finances, so that 
there will be a threefold consolidation with the nation 
fully prepared and equipped. I want to say to you that 
there have come to me from sources, which must remain 
undisclosed, assurances of patriotic support and tenders 
of services from men whose lips still are wet from 
kissing the Bible in the oath of allegiance. They do not 
want war, but if America is facing a problem they want 
to be counted in on the solution of it.”

PLEA FOR A FISKE INVESTIGATION. 


The American Defense Society has asked President 
Wilson, through a letter written by C. S. Thompson, 
secretary of its executive committee, to order an investi- 
gation to settle the question of veracity between Secre- 
tary Daniels and Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N. 
After stating the facts in the case of the dispute between 
the Secretary of the Navy and Admiral Fiske, the letter 
says: , 

“An issue of veracity has thus arisen between Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske and the Secretary of the Navy. 
Mr. President, we respectfully petition you in fairness 
to your Secretary of the Navy, and in fairness to a 
gallant naval officer, not to allow this matter to remain 
uninvestigated. Admiral Fiske * * * to-day stands 
accused by your Secretary of the Navy of negligence 
and untruthfulness, for if he filed his letter on the un- 
preparedness of the Navy with the chief clerk without 
showing it to the Secretary he was culpably negligent 
of his duty. This, he says, he did not do. We earnestly 
request that, without delay, you will order an investi- 
gation.” A 

The appeal of the society has awakened the newspapers 
to its justice, and the New York Times says of the 
situation as it stands: “The Admiral asks the Senate 
to investigate the facts touching the writing of the letter 
and its receipt at the Navy Department. It is not at 
all unlikely that Mr. Daniels had forgotten the letter. 
It dealt solely with the need of naval development and 
improvement for the sake of defense, a matter with 
which the Naval Secretary has not commonly charged 
his mind, which has been occupied with so many 
benevolent activities. But it was not right for him to 
place Admiral Fiske in the light of a fabricator. Admiral 
Fiske did not ‘butt into’ the recent naval controversy. 
He had been called upon to give testimony and his 
testimony was valuable. It is only fair that he should 
have an opportunity to prove the absolute truth of his 
assertions in regard to this letter of advice and warning. 
The matter, moreover, concerns the whole country.” 
The New York World says of the society’s appeal : 
“The President could order a court of inquiry, perhaps, 
but that.is not what the Admiral asked for. His letter 
to the Senate was a plea for a Senatorial investigation. 
The Senate Committee on Naval ‘Affairs is the proper 
body to dispose of this unfortunate’ controversy. If the 
committee were sincerely desirous of getting at the facts, 
it could do the work in a day, or two days at the. most. 
Such an investigation need not delay consideration of 
the Navy bill, and the question involved ought_to be 
settled, not so much on account of Secretary Daniels 
and Rear Admiral Fiske as on the broad ground of public 





considerations. The Senate committee should not shirk 
its work and its duty.”

NEW YORK’S PREPAREDNESS PARADE. 

Col. Charles H. Sherrill, formerly of the N.G.N.Y., 
grand marshal of the great preparedness parade in New 
York city, which was held on May 18, and those assisting 
him are entitled to great credit for the masterly manner 
in which they handled the greatest body of citizen 
paraders in the history of the United States. It exceeded 
by about forty-five thousand the largest civic parade 
ever before given, which was the Sound Money Parade 
of 1896 in New York. It was only exceeded in numbers 
by the great parade in Washington at the close of the 
Civil War of the soldiers under General Grant. From 


142,000 to 145,000 men and women marched in close 
column formation, with fronts of from twenty to twenty- 
four files, with the precision of military in the prepared- 
ness parade. There were no annoying delays, and each 
organization was in its allotted place on time. The head 
of the column arrived at the reviewing stand at Fifth 
avenue and Twenty-fourth street at 10:30 a.m., the hour 
set.. The reviewing party consisted of Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A., Rear Admiral Nathaniel - R. 
Usher, U.S.N., and Mayor John Purroy Mitchel. Col. 
Edward F. Glenn, Capt. Halstead Dorey and Capt. 
Charles E. Kilbourne, U.S.A., were on the reviewing 
stand with General Wood. Governor Charles S. Whit- 
man, of New York, watched the parade from the Union 
League Club stand. : 

The paraders marched steadily until 10:20 p.m., and 
passed the reviewing stand at the average rate of 13,000 
per hour. _ At times it was estimated that 15,000 paraders 
went by in an hour. There were sixty-three divisions, 
embracing almost every profession and industry, and 
included 180 clergymen. The division composed of 
women numbered close on 5,000; that of the National 
Guard close on 10,000, and the Veterans of the Spanish 
War about 3,000. The civilians numbered about 127,000. 
The largest division in the parade was that composed 
of the financial associations, numbering about 15,000 men. 
Among the civilian paraders were Brig. Gen. George R. 
Dyer, Bvt. Brig. Gen. O. B. Bridgman, Col. Henry 8. 
Sternberger, Lieut. Col. Merrit H. Smith and Capt. A. 
Wendt, all of the N.G.N.Y. Among the noted civilians 
in the parade was Thomas A. Edison. Col. Henry A. 
Gildersleeve marched in the lawyers’ division. 

The night parade of the National Guard, under Major 
General O’Ryan, composed of the Ist and 2d Brigades 
and the troops attached to division headquarters, was 
very impressive and caused as great, if not greater, 
enthusiasm than the passing of the civic bodies. Every 
branch of the Service was represented, including the 
1st Armored Motor Battery, and in service uniform the 
National Guard were certainly a fine and serviceable 
looking body. Major General Wood, except for a very 
brief period, was on the stand during the entire parade, 
as were also the other members of the reviewing party. 
General Wood and Admiral Usher were very much im- 
pressed with the ability of citizens without military train- 
ing to so readily march like vetefan soldiers. The only 
halts in the long columns were those necessary to allow 
traffic occasionally to pass across Fifth avenue. There 
was no congestion at the end of the route, and division 
after division was quickly out of the way of those 
following. If the reviewing party was impressed with 
the civilian portion of the parade, they must have been 
doubly impressed with the military element, which demon- 
strated practical preparedness by citizens serving with 
the National Guard. 

The striking feature of the day and the parade was 
the extraordinary display of American flags, bunting and 
colored electric lights and signs. Every citizen in the 
parade carried the national colors either in flag or 
pennon form, and the National Security League gave 
away, through the aid of the Boy Scouts, 100,000 small 
flags to be worn on the coats of marchers and onlookers. 
New York’s Street Cleaning Commissioner announced 
the day following the parade that his men engaged in 
cleaning the streets did not find a single piece of the 
national colors, great or small, in any of the refuse they 
swept up after the parade had ended. 
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A NEW SCHEME FOR PREPAREDNESS. 


The 1st Troop, Pennsylvania National Guard, of 
Philadelphia, Capt. J. F. McFadden, which dates its 
organization back to 1774, has entered on a new enter- 
prise for preparedness. Captain McFadden in outlining 
his generous and practical plans says, in part: 

“With the idea of furnishing an opportunity to men 
who desire some military training yet for any reason are 
unable to become members of the National Guard, the 
1st Troop, Philadelphia, City Cavalry, will make use of 
their own armory and their own.personnel to organize 
a provisional squadron or less of men who desire instruc- 
tion as private soldiers in the Cavalry branch of the 
Service, and also with the idea that in the event of it 
being necessary at any time to raise a larger force of 
Cavalry there will be available immediately a number 
of men who have received elementary instruction so far 
as may be practicable in an armory in that line. While 
enlisting in the service of the United States in the event 
of need is in no way a pledge asked or implied, yet it is 
hoped that men who avail themselves of the opportunity 
will have that in mind in so doing. 

“Membership is open to any American citizen of good 
character between eighteen and thirty years of age, who 
is able to pass the necessary physical examination, but 
single men are preferred. “There will be no expenses 
or dues of any kind connected with these classes beyond 
the requirement of a Cavalry woolen service uniform, 
which is the property of and must be procured by the 
individual, and kept at his home, The present cost is 
about $5.50 for a uniform (slightly used, but recom- 
mended for the purpose). 

“The instruction in each troop will be given by details 
of officers and non-commissioned officers and experienced 
privates of the 1st Troop who can give additional time 
for that purpose, and will include school of the soldier, 
school of the troop dismounted, manual of rifle and saber 
and pistol, and instruction in their -use,-together with 
instruction in care of the horse and his equipment. 
Owing to the lack of facilities riding instruction.cannot 
be given to many men. Men enrolling are expected 
to do so for a period of one year unless released by the 
commanding officer of the 1st Troop. They must agree 
to attend the drills, which will not be in excess of one 
night per week and not exceed a total of thirty-two drills 
per year, unless prevented by a sufficient cause. These 
classes are also intended to serve as training classes 
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for the National Guard, and men who desire can always 
be released for that purpose. 

“Members of classes who show interest in their work 
will be recommended to tbe authorities for the summer 
training camps, as men desiring practical field instruc- 
tion as private soldiers. As it is thought that these 
classes could be used as a foundation around which to 
build a squadron or regiment officered by the troop and 
commanded by an officer of the Regular Army in case 
of need, various trades and occupations of the members 
would be organized and made use of in such an emer- 
gency. Machinists, telegraph operators, men accustomed 
to the use and handling of explosives, horseshoers, elec- 
tricians, etce., can all be organized and their knowledge 
availed of both practically and for the purpose of instruct- 
ing others when required.”

NO CASTE IN THE ARMY. 


. Aroused by an article in the Philadelphia Saturday 
Evening Post in which appears the oft-told tale of the 
lack of democracy in the U.S. Army, Capt. A. J. 
Dougherty, 24th Inf., U.S.A., wrote a letter to the editor 
of that publication protesting against such articles. In 
the course of his letter of protest Captain Dougherty 
said: 

“T enlisted knowing no one in the Army whose in- 
fluence would be of the least advantage to me. During 
two years’ enlisted service I would as soon have thought 
of flying to the moon as of entering my troop com- 
mander’s home socially; yet the very day I received my 
commission I was a most welcome dinner guest in that 
same home, and that before I had even had opportunity 
to change my sergeant’s uniform. Bear in mind that my 
troop commander was a graduate of West Point. During 
nineteen years’ service as enlisted man and officer I 
cannot recall a single instance where a graduate of West 
Point has in any way evinced a desire to snub me 
personally just because of the different roads through 
which we gained commissions. On the contrary, many 
of my very best and warmest personal friends are 
graduates of the Military Academy. Neither has the 
fact that I have risen from the ranks, with no influence 
either of wealth or of family back of me, in the least 
militated against me officially; on the contrary, I have 
been sent to the School of the Line, the Staff College, 
and finally to that Mecca of ambitious officers, the Army 
War College. I have also received some of the most 
desirable details ever given to officers of my rank in the 
Army. This does not look much like class distinction, 
does it? I know of no other walk in life where a man 
stands so much on his own feet, where what he is per- 
sonally worth counts for so much, as in the Army.” | 

In reply to an additional appeal from Captain 
Dougherty to the publication to correct the misstatements 
the editors replied that if Captain Dougherty ‘was in a 
position to say that his experience represented the 
universal condition we would be most happy to correct 
what might be an injustice; as it is, although we 
appreciate your suggestion, we hardly feel that it is 
practical.” In a letter to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
Captain Dougherty suggests that all Army officers who 
have had an experience similar to his write to the editors 
of the Saturday Evening Post and thus make them feel 
that the stories of caste and snobbishness in the Army 
are untrue. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE MILITARISM. 


When Brevet Major Gen. Daniel Appleton said good- 
bye to the members of the 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., he 
left this message: “We are in grave danger, and it is 
time to stop talking; time to do something.” With this 
for his text John B. Huber, M.D., writes on “Construc- 
tive Militarism” in Collier’s Weekly. ‘One cannot but 
hope,” Dr. Huber says, “that this solemn advice will be 
heeded and that civilians of eighteen or over will avail 
themselves of the military training that may be so easily 
acquired : so wholesomely too. Quite apart from the obli- 
gation of preparedness, what are some of the advantages 
to be gained from a military training? These: physical 
health, mental clarity, moral tone, self-esteem, correct 
deportment; the sense of anatomic symmetry and grace 
gained at company drills; respect for authority and the 
knowledge that he who would command any situation in 
life must first learn obedience; perception of the power 
of co-ordinated effort; Americanism without hyphenism ; 
reverence for the flag as the symbol of the nation’s life. 

“If every able-bodied young man were to join a regi- 
ment, he would receive the essentials of a military educa- 
tion, and thus millions of men would be at the country’s 
service in time of need. Consider also the personal ad- 
vantage to the recruit who does not intend to enter 
college. In the company he enters he becomes one of a 
band of a hundred. splendid fellows—sound, manly, 
straight—among whom he will have to keep up his end 
in everything that pertains to normal manhood, and by 
whose deserved votes he may become corporal, sergeant, 
lieutenant, or captain. In precisely that way did Gen- 
eral Appleton become the head of his regiment. And what 
gigantic things could be done were the military idea ap- 
plied constructively to the affairs of civilization! Europe 
is beginning to see and heed: so must we. Constructive 
militarism : that would be efficiency indeed !” 





SOCIETY OF ARMY OF POTOMAC. 


The forty-fourth annual meeting of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac, will be held in Burlington, Vt., on 
July 13 and 14. Gen. Horatio C. King, secretary of the 
society, and a committee of Burlington officials, consisting 
of Mayor A. S. Drew, Roy B. Lamson, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, Henry H. Hagar, president of the 
Merchants’ Association, James P. Taylor, secretary of the 
Merchants’ Association, D. A. Loomis, manager of the 
Champlain Transportation Company, and Gen. T. S.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


For the benefit chiefly of officers in the National Guard, 
Capt. Cromwell Stacey, U.S. Inf., has written a text- 
book on “Company Training (Infantry)” that every 
National Guardsman, whether officer or private, would 
do well to study. The great value of Captain Stacey’s 
instructions and suggestions lies in his insistence on the 
fundamentals of discipline and routine, and he keeps on 
insisting on them to the last page of his work. He covers 


every detail of Infantry instruction and lays much stress 
on bayonet drill. We should imagine that any officer 
of the Guard who was guilty of carelessness in his atti- 
tude toward the Service would have some uncomfortable 
hours after reading this book with its innumerable ques- 
tions and suggestions that are apt to reveal the slightest 
ignorance of the officer as to the details of his work. 
The book, which is published by the Franklin Hudson 
Publishing Company, Kansas City, Mo., would be im- 
proved by an index or a table of contents. 

In view of the fact that few National Guard officers 
or enlisted men of the Coast Artillery have very much 
time in which to perfect themselves in the Service and 
are at loss to determine how best to properly equip 
themselves for their work within that limited time, Capt. 
A. W. Platt, C.A.C., U.S.A., has prepared a text-book 
on “Coast Artillery Matériel” to help them out of the 
maze of the written books and matter to which they are 
often referred. The text prepared by Captain Platt 
has been written with the sole idea of helping them to 
become practical Coast Artillery men; that is, to acquire 
a working knowledge of the handling of the matériel of 
the Service. The subjects treated in-his book are organi- 
zation and coast defense; gunnery and ballistics; ammu- 
nition; guns and carriages; fire control apparatus; drills 
and inspections; searchlights and signaling; cordage; 
warships, and preparation for and conduct of target prac- 
tice, and reports. The publication is also, and with 
good reason, recommended to junior officers and enlisted 
men of the Regular Army. The book is published by 
the Franklin Hudson Publishing Company, of Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Capt. Arthur P. S. Hyde, C.A.C., U.S.A., has issued 
a second and revised edition of his book on “Attack and 
Defense of Fortified Harbors,” the first edition of which 
was reviewed in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL when it 
was issued in 1914. The present edition has been brought 
up to date through the introduction of matter_suggested 
by the experiences of the present war. It is pifblished by 
the Franklin Hudson Publishing Company, Kansas City, 
Mo. 








MIDSHIPMEN WIN RIFLE MATCH. 


The midshipmen’s team of twelve riflemen, which was 
defeated in a rifle contest at Annapolis May 6 by the 
team from the District of Columbia by forty-six points, 
scoring 2,103 against 2,196 by the District team, won a 
victory over the team from the 71st Infantry, N.G.N.Y., 
on May 13, after one of the closest contests on record 
and exceedingly high scores, and far in excess of those 
in the previous match. 

The midshipmen defeated the 71st team by only one 
point after the match had resulted in a tie by each team 
scoring 3,256 points. On the shoot-off, using the slow 
fire at 600 yards, the midshipmen obtained 548 points 
and the 71st team 542 points. 

The Tist led by two points on the rapid fire at 200 
yards and there was a tie at the 300. The midshipmen 
obtained a slight lead at the 300 slow fire, but this was 
overcome by the 71st with the slow fire at 600. Ten 
more shots were then fired by each contestant at 600 
slow fire, and a slight margin of victory rested with the 
midshipmen. The highest individual score during the 
shooting was made by Midshipman Clarke, viz., 287 
points. Highest possible scores at 200 yards rapid fire 
were made by Midshipman Root, of the Naval Academy, 
and Captain Delamater, of the 7ist. The scores in detail

CANAL ZONE MANEUVERS. 


A correspondent in the Canal Zone sends us a clipping 
from the Panama Star and Herald that describes the 
recent maneuvers of the 5th and 10th Infantry regiments 
held during the last eight days of April, which some of 
the officers engaged in the maneuvers declared to be one 
of the hardest hikes ever completed in times of peace. The 
10th Infantry, under Col. Samuel W. Miller, left Camp 
E. 8. Otis, Canal Zone, at 6:50 a.m. on the first day of 
the hike and reached Colnar at 3:30 p.m. The second 
day the regiment was on the march before sunrise and 
reached Chorrera at 5:30 p.m., the last two hours and 
half tramping under a heavy rain. Fourteen miles was 
covered on the third day, when Capira was reached. 
From Capira the 10th Infantry marched to Pajuka on 
the fourth day, a hard hike over slippery trails that ran 
up steep hillsides most of the way. This brought them 
into the “enemy’s country” and two hours after camp 
was made the 1st Battalion was ordered to break camp 
and move back toward Capira. In pitch darkness this 
order was carried out, the troops being on the march in 
less than half an hour. After covering a mile they were 
ordered to camp again and after establishing an outpost, 
the men had a chance to rest. The following morning 
the 2d and 3d Battalions moved on ahead of the 1st 
and marched back to the former camp at Capira under a 
heavy rain in which they had to pitch their tents and 
get supper. 

_The next morning the march was resumed, but over a 
different and longer trail than that taken from Chorrera 
to Capira on the outward march. After about eighteen 
miles of hard hill-climbing over wet and slippery trails, 
they finally discovered the 5th Infantry, which was sup- 
posed to represent the enemy, encamped and entrenched 
at Chorrera. 

They immediately prepared and went into action 
against the enemy and fought one of the best maneuvered 
campaigns ever heard of in that country under the con- 
ditions undergone on this kind of sham battlefield. After 
driving the opposing forces back to a place in the western 
region of the town of Chorrera, they took the trail to the 
hills surrounding the enemy’s position. Here they laid 
aside their packs which they had carried over twenty 
miles and went into action again. They drove the enemy 
across the hills and through the valleys for over a mile 
and finally, as the sun was setting, drove them entirely 
out of the vicinity. 

The supposed enemy was surprised by the troops who 
were the opposing forces, as they had expected they 
would come back by the same trail as that taken out, it 
being so much shorter and not so hilly. Col. John S. 
Mallory, U.S.A., who was in command of the opposing 
forces, Colonel Miller, of the 10th Infantry, and Brig. 
Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., were much pleased 
with the showing made by all the men and expressed 
their satisfaction in glowing terms. After a day’s rest at 
Chorrera, the “Victorious 10th” took up the homeward 
trail and arrived in Camp Otis at about four o’clock. 
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ENGAGEMENTS IN MEXICO. 


“Somewhere in Mexico,” May 3, 1916. 

So many glaring errors appear in the newspapers about 
the Guerrero and Tomochic fights that I venture to send 
some of the facts. The censorship seems to have pre- 
vented the press men from getting the news and some of 
it has been guessed at with dire results. 

The fight at Guerrero, March 29, was participated in 
only by nine troops of the 7th Cavalry, about forty men 
per troop, and the headquarters and machine gun troops. 
A and D were detached and M was guarding the pack 
train some distance in the rear. Col. J. B. Erwin was 
in command of the regiment, but the fight was under 
the immediate direction of Col. G. A. Dodd, commanding 
the Cavalry brigade. No other regiment was represented 
except that Lieutenant Howe, acting aid, and two colored 
cooks from the 10th Cavalry were with brigade head- 
quarters. - 

The town was approached from the south, and Major 
E. B. Winans, with the 2d Squadron, entered town at 
the south and galloped through the west side, driv- 
ing out the bandits who endeavored to escape in 
two directions—part going over the hills to the west 
and part eastward through San Isidro and then into 
the mountains near the Cabra mine. The other troops 
of the regiment occupied high ground east of Guerrero 
and used dismounted fire upon the bandits as they 
fled. Some of the enemy dismounted and under cover 
got close up and in rear of our troops by coming up 
wooded ravines, but were soon disposed of. They then 
took up position behind a railroad grade in San Isidro, 
but were driven out of it by fire of Troop L from the hill. 

After the Villistas had been driven through San Isidro, 
they were pursued by the troops to the pass near Cabra, 
Troops K and L leading, and again attacking dismounted 
while other troops chased them mounted on the road. 
The fight lasted from 6:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. and was 
made by men and horses which had marched all night and 
much of the previous day, and had eaten nothing since the 
day before. ; 

The losses were confined to Troop C, which had three 
men wounded—none seriously. The bandits’ loss was not 
less than forty, probably more, and also many horses, 
mules and rifles, with ammunition and supplies and all 
their machine guns—three. Their chief, Hernandez 
(Eliseo), was killed. i 

The regiment marched every day except two from 
March 16 to 29, and made 368 miles in the eleven days. 
The reconnaissance of Guerrero was made by Lieut. R. 
M. Campbell, who is attached for duty to Trocp L, and 
who arrived from the Mounted Service School just in 
time to leave with the regiment for Mexico. Lieutenant 
Campbell talks Spanish very fluently, and was recently 
instructor in Spanish at West Point. 

After Guerrero, the 7th went into camp to Arroyo de 
los Frijoles, and guarded various passes and made several 
reconnaissances. K and M went to Matachic and had a 
small affair there with no losses on April 7. 

On April 8 Colonel Dodd started south with Troops E, 
H, I and L and two machine guns, under Major A. L. 
Dade, and kept marching and scouting to the south and 
west until April 22, when he caught up with the bandits 
under Candelario Cervantes at Tomochic. He had previ- 
ously chased them out of Yoquiro, but without any fight. 
Arrived at Tomochic abort 3:30 p.m. and spent some 
tame in reconnaissance. Attacked about 5:30 with Troop 
L, making the center attack through and beyond the 
town and up the road on which the bandits fied. The 
other troops supported on the flanks, but L had the 
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brunt of the fight, which lasted until after dark when 
the last of the Villistas fled over the mountains. 

Our losses were one killed and one wounded in H and 
one killed and two wounded in L troop. The enemy 
losses were believed to be about twenty-five, which num- 
ber Cervantes has since admitted. A lot of horses, mules 
and supplies were taken. Also some issue clothing which 
the bandits took from Columbus, N.M. 

Colonel Erwin, with most of the 7th, was left near 
Providencia in charge of the line of communication when 
the flying column went south. Colonel Dodd's column 
went to Guerrero, Mifiaca, Arisiachic, Agua Caliente, 
Miiiaca, Terrero, Sagoachic, Yoquiro, Tomochic, and after 
the fight to Agua Caliente and Miiiaca, joining the regi- 
ment at Providencia April 28 and marching almost 300 
miles since the Sth. 

Troop H lost Private Bouchet killed and Acting 1st 
Sergeant Crank wounded in the arm. Troop L lost 
Saddler Ralph A. Ray killed, and Privates Thomas Henry, 
wounded in ankle, and William F. Matthias, shot through 
the right chest. Wagoner Merchant’s first aid pouch 
received a shot, and Sergeant Levi had the rear sight 
shot off his rifle, and several horses were wounded. 

The 7th Cavalry has all the time maintained friendly 
relations with the Carranza troops and officers, being in 
touch with them ever since March 10. Part of the time 
we have been accompanied by a Carranza captain as a 
guide, and we have met their troops many places with 
only the pleasantest relations.

THE AMERICAN RED CROSS. 


Major Gen. Arthur Murray, U.S.A., retired, acting 
chairman of the central committee of the American Red 
Cross, issued a report on May 9 showing that since Sept. 
7 of last year the Red Cross has shipped more than 
$790,000 worth of supplies to the Allies, and more than 


$248,000 worth to the Central Powers and their allies.

SSSENTIAL PROVISIONS OF ARMY BILL. 


The Senate and House conferees on the Army Re- 
organization bill reported the results of their delibera- 
tions on May 16. A _ statement issued by Senator 
Chamberlain gives a summary of its provisions as sub- 
mitted to the two houses of Congress. 

This may be of use to those who are not interested in 
the fuller text of the bill which appears in another 
column. Senator Chamberlain states that the bill pro- 
vides for a force of 679,000 men at war strength, 
counting the Regulars, the National Guard, the Philip- 
pine Scouts, the Signal Corps, Medical Corps, Quarter- 
master Corps, and unassigned enlisted men. ‘The 
maximum peace fighting strength of the Regular Army 
alone, excluding these auxiliaries, would be 175,000 men, 
and this could be increased under executive order by 
an additional twenty-five per cent., or 43,750 men, in 
time of national emergency. 

The conference agreement establishes a minimum of 
160,000 fighting Regulars, below which it will be the 
duty of the War Department to see that the Army never 
falls. This may be increased to a peace maximum of 
175.000. Besides this in peace there will be 5,733 
Philippine Scouts, 6,409 of the Quartermaster Corps, 
7,299 of the Medical Corps, 3,387 of the Signal Corps, 
and 8,750 unassigned enlisted men, a total of 206,169 
men in peace. The important Senate organization plan 
is retained so that this force may be increased by execu- 
tive order without Congressional action to about 254,000 
men. 

The enlistment term is fixed at seven years, three to be 
served with the colors and four in the reserves, with a 
further provision that men with a rating of ‘excellent’ 
may be transferred to the reserves at the end of one 
year. This system of enlistment, when in full operation, 
would provide a reserve of one and one-third the color 
strength of the Army, so that if the color strength of 
the fighting force was 175,000, the reserves would be 
233.000 trained men. 

The organization of the Regular Army under the con- 
ference plan will consist of sixty-five regiments of In- 
fantry, an increase of thirty-five regiments; twenty-five 
regiments of Cavalry, an increase of ten regiments; 
twenty-one regiments of Field Artillery, an increase of 
fifteen regiments; 30,000 men (the equivalent of ninety- 
three companies) in the Coast Artillery; eight aero 
squadrons: seven regiments of Engineers, an increase 
of five regiments, with an additional two battalions of 
mounted Engineers. In fact, the Regular Army is about 
doubled, with particular emphasis laid on increasing the 
Field. Artillery and Engineers, technical branches diffi- 
cult to increase in an emergency. 

The strength of the National Guard is fixed at 425,000 
men, with the House provisions for federalizing this force 
retained. The National Guard will be apportioned, 800 
men to each Senator and Representative from a state. 
The Senate amendment requiring a double oath of 
allegiance to the state and the nation is retained. Though 
the Volunteer Army of the Senate bill is eliminated, a 
provision is made in substitution to extend greatly the 
scope of the Plattsburg provision, so as to put its train- 
ing within reach of comparatively poor men. It is 
provided that the Government, while not paying salaries 
to men in training under this system, will pay all neces- 
sary expenses—transportation, uniforms, subsistence and 
medical attention. The officers’ reserve corps and the 
reserve officers’ training corps have been adopted as 
written in both original bills. 

General officers of the line will be increased by four 
major generals and nineteen brigadier generals. The 
Feneral Staff of the Army will be increased from thirt¥- 
four officers to fifty-two. The provision of the Senate 
bill, which would have placed five officers of the National 
(Guard in the General Staff, was stricken out, but pro: 





vision was made for officers of the National Guard to be 
assigned to volunteer citizens’ camps at government 
expense. 

A provision for vocational training for men in the 
Regular Army regulated by the Secretary of War was 
left in the bill, and the House proposal for government 
operation of nitrate manufacturing plants to cost not 
more than $20,000,000 was also accepted. Authority 
for the Government to seize and operate private plants 
for manufacture of munitions of war in time of need 
is given to the President, who is empowered to appoint a 
board of five men, two civilians and three Army officers, 
to investigate the advisability of establishment of govern- 
ment plants. 

The provision giving power to the President to utilize 
postmasters as recruiting agents for the Army also has 
been retained in the bill. A provision in the bill which 
affects the General Staff specifies that not more than 
one-half of the officers detailed to it shall be stationed 
or employed in the District of Columbia, the mobile 
Army division of the General Staff being abolished. 
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THE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


The Senate and House conferees on, the Army Re- 
organization bill, H.R. 12766, finally reached an agree- 
ment and presented their reports to the two houses of 


Congress on May 16 for further action. The Senate 
on May 17 agreed to the conference report, without 
ordering a roll call. Any action by the House before 
we go to press will be noted on another page. Following 
is the bill as agreed upon by the conferees and accepted 
by the Senate. The text has been condensed somewhat, 
but it is given fully where it is essential to the under- 
standing of the bill: 


ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


H.R. 12766.—An Act for making further and more effectual 
provision for the national defense, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Army of the United States shall 
consist of the Regular Army, the Volunteer Army, the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, the Enlisted Reserve Corps, the National Guard 
while in the service of the United States, and such other land 
forces as are now or may hereafter be authorized by law. 


COMPOSITION OF THE ARMY. 


Sec. 2. Composition of the Regular Army.—The Regular 
Army, including existing organizations, shall consist of 64 
regiments of Infantry, 25 of Cavalry, 21 of Field Artillery, a 
Coast Artillery Corps, the brigade, division, army corps and 
army headquarters, with their detachments and troops, a Gen- 
eral Staff Corps, an Adjutant General’s Department, an In- 
spector General's Department, a Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment, a Quartermaster Corps, a Medical Department, a 
Corps of Engineers, an Ordnance Department, a Signal Corps, 
the officers of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, the Militia Bureau, 
the detached officers and non-commissioned officers, the chap- 
lains, the Regular Army Reserve, and the following as now 
authorized by law: Officers and enlisted men on the retired 
list; additional officers; professors, Corps of Cadets, general 
Army service detachment, and detachments of Cavalry, Field 
Artillery and Engineers, and band of the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy; post non-commissioned staff officers; recruiting parties, 
recruit depot detachments, and unassigned recruits; service 
school detachments; disciplinary guards; disciplinary organiza- 
tions; Indian Scouts; and such other officers and enlisted men 
as are now or may be hereafter provided for: Provided, That 
hereafter the enlisted personnel of all organizations of the Regu- 
lar Army shall at all times be maintained at a strength not 
below minimum strength fixed by law; that total enlisted force 
of line of the Regular Army, excluding Philippine Scouts and 
enlisted men of Q.M. Corps, of Medical Corps and of Signal 
Corps, and unassigned recruits, shall not at any one time, ex- 
cept in the event of actual or threatened war or similar emer- 
gency in which the public safety demands it, exceed 175,000; 
the unassigned recruits, except in time of war, not to exceed 
by more than seven per centum the total authorized enlisted 
strength. 

Sec. 3. Composition of brigades, divisions and so forth.— 
The mobile troops of the Regular Army shall be organized, 
as far as practicable, into brigades and divisions. The Presi- 
dent is authorized, in time of actual or threatened hostilities, or 
when in his opinion the interests of the public service demand 
it, to organize them into such .army corps or armies as neces- 
sary. The typical Infantry brigade shall consist of a head- 
quarters and 3 regiments of Infantry; Cavalry brigade, of a 
headquarters and 3 regiments; Field Artillery brigade, of a 
headquarters and 3 regiments. The typical Infantry division 
shall consist of a headquarters, 3 Infantry brigades, 1 regi- 
ment of Cavalry, 1 Field Artillery brigade, 1 regiment of Engi- 
neers, 1 field signal battalion, 1 aero squadron, 1 ammunition 
train, 1 supply train, 1 engineer train, and 1 sanitary train. 
The typical Cavalry division shall consist of a headquarters, 
3 Cavalry brigades, 1 regiment of Field Artillery (horse), 1 
battalion of mounted Engineers, 1 field signal battalion 
(mounted), 1 aero squadron, 1 ammunition train, 1 supply 
train, 1 engineer train, and 1 sanitary train. The typical army 
corps shall consist of a headquarters, 2 or more Infantry 
divisions, 1 or more Cavalry brigades or a Cavalry division, 
1 Field Artillery brigade, 1 telegraph battalion, and 1 field 
signal battalion, and such ammunition, supply, engineer and 
sanitary trains as the President may deem necessary; he is to 
prescribe the numbers in a brigade, division, army corps and 
army headquarters; also in each supply train, ammunition 
train, sanitary train and engineer train; the line officers neces- 
Sary are to be detailed under provisions of Secs. 26 and 27, 
Act of Feb. 2, 1901. Nothing herein contained, however, shall 
prevent the President from increasing or decreasing number of 
organizations prescribed for typical brigades, divisions and 
army corps, or from prescribing new and different organizations 
and personnel as efficiency of the Service may require. 


GENERAL OFFICERS; GENERAL STAFF. 


Sec. 4. General officers of the line-—General officers shall 
hereafter be known as general officers of the line; others hold- 
ing an office to which rank of a general officer is attached shall 
be known as general officers of the staff. The number of gen- 
eral officers of the line now authorized is hereby increased 
by 4 major generals and 19 brigadier generals, to be promoted 
- time of peace from brigadier generals and colonels of the 
ine. 

Sec. 5. The General Staff Corps.—The General Staff Corps 
shall consist of one Chief of Staff, detailed in time of peace 
from major generals of the line; 2 assistants, general officers 
of the line, 1 of whom, not above grade of brigadier general, 
to be president of the Army War College; 10 colonels, 10 lieu- 
tenant colonels, 15 majors and 17 captains, to be detailed from 
corresponding grades in Army, for 4 years, unless sooner re- 
lieved. While serving in General Staff Corps officers may be 
temporarily assigned to duty with any branch of the Army, no 
further detail to be allowed until after a service of 2 years 
with the branch of Army in which commissioned, except in 
time of actual or threatened hostilities. Sec. 27, Act of Feb. 
2, 1901, shall apply to each position vacated by officers below 
grade of general officer detailed in General Staff Corps. Not 
more than one-half of all of the officers detailed shall be em- 
ployed in or near the District of Columbia. They shall all 
be exclusively employed in duties not of an administrative 
nature. Detail of officers as members of General Staff Corps, 
other than Chief of Staff and general officers herein provided 
for as assistants to Chief of Staff, shall depend upon the recom- 
mendation of a board, no member of which shall have been 
employed on any duty in or near District of Columbia within 
one year. Their recommendations shall hold good for only one 
year, and no alteration shall be made in their report after the 
board shall have adjourned sine die. The War College shall 
remain fully subject to the direction of the General Staff Corps, 
and officers selected for duty as instructors or students in or 


as attache pf said college may be selected from members of 


said corps, but any so selected other than one director shall 
thereupon cease to be a member of said corps and shall not 
be eligible for redetail while on said duty; and no officer on 
active list of Army shall, for more than 30 days in any calendar 
year, be attached to or assigned to duty in War College in 
any capacity other than that of president, director, instructor 
or student, or, unless a member of General Staff Corps, be 
attached to or employed in office of Chief of Staff. Mobile army 
division and Coast Artillery division are hereby abolished and 
shall not be re-established; their business, except such as comes 
clearly within general powers of General Staff Corps, is trans- 
ferred to the office of the Chief of Coast Artillery, to the office 
of The Adjutant General or other bureau or bureaus concerned, 
subject to supervising, co-ordinating and informing powers of 
General Staff Corps; and the Chief of Coast Artillery shall 
be an additional member of General Staff Corps and shall also 
be adviser to and informant of Chief. of Staff in respect to 
business under his charge. Hereafter members of General Staff 
Corps shall not be permitted to assume or engage in work of 
an administrative nature that pertains to established bureaus 
or offices of War Department, or that would involve impairment 
of responsibility or initiative of such bureaus or offices, or 
would cause injurious or unnecessary duplication of or delay 
in the work thereof. All pay and allowances shall be forfeited 
by any superior for any period during which,- by his order or 
his permission, or by reason of his neglect, any subordinate 
shall violate any of the foregoing provisions of this section. 
Any officer detailed in General Staff Corps may serve out his 
detail, and shall meantime be an additional number in his 
organization and in grade to which he shall have been promoted. 


DEPARTMENTS AND CORPS. 


Sec. 6. The Adjutant General’s Department.—Shall consist 
of The Adjutant General, with rank of brigadier general; 
7 colonels; 13 lieutenant colonels; and 30 majors. 

Sec. 7. The Inspector General’s Department.—Shall consist 
of one Inspector General, with rank of brigadier general; 
4 colonels; 8 lieutenant colonels; and 16 majors. 

Sec. 8. The Judge Advocate General’s Department.—Shall 
consist of 1 Judge Advocate General, with rank of brigadier 
general. 4 colonels; 7 lieutenant colonels; and 20 majors. 
Acting judge advocates may be detailed under existing law 
for separate brigades and for separate general court-martial 
jurisdictions, and may be assigned to other legal duty in 
exigencies of service. Of vacancies created in the J.A.G. 
Dept. by this Act, one, not below major, shall be filled by 
appointment of a civilian not less than forty-five nor more 
than fifty years of age, who shall have been for ten years a 
judge of the Supreme Court of Philippine Islands, shall have 
served for two years as a captain in Regular or Volunteer 
Army, and shall be proficient in Spanish language and laws. 
So much of Act of Aug. 24, 1912, as relates to detachment or 
detail of officers for duty in J.A.G. Dept. shall hereafter be 
held to apply only to acting judge advocates authorized; and 
hereafter no officer shall be or remain detached from command 
or assigned to duty or station to enable or aid him to study 
law. Officers of J.A.G. Dept. below colonel are to pass a 
written examination for promotion. Should any major of 
the J.A.G. Dept. be found incapacitated by reason of physical 
disability contracted in line of duty, he shall be retired with 
rank to which his seniority entitled him to be promoted; but 
if found disqualified for promotion for any other reason, a 
second examination shall not be allowed, but the Secretary of 
War shall appoint a board of review of two officers of the 
J.A.G. Dept., none of whom shall have served on the board 
which examined him. The officer if then reported disqualified 
for promotion shall be honorably discharged with one year’s 
pay. If action of examining board is disapproved by board 
of review, the officer shall be considered qualified and shall 
be promoted. Any lieutenant colonel, J.A.G. Dept. who, at 
first examination for promotion to colonel, has been found 
disqualified for other than physical disability incurred in line 
of duty shall be suspended from promotion and his _ right 
thereto shall pass to officers next below him in rank eligible 
during period of his suspension; officer suspended shall be re- 
examined after one year, and if then found qualified shall 
again become eligible for promotion; but if disqualified by 
physical disability in line of duty, he shall be retired, with 
rank to which seniority entitled him; if found disqualified by 
any other reason in second examination, shall be retired with- 
out promotion. 

Sec. 9. The Quartermaster Corps.—Shall consist of 1 quar- 
master general, with rank of major general; 2 assistants, with 
rank of brigadier; 21 colonels, 24 lieutenant colonels, 68 majors, 
180 captains, and pay clerks now in active service, who shall 
have rank, pay and allowances of a second lieutenant, and may 
be commissioned second lieutenants in Q.M.C. Total enlisted 
strength of Q.M.C. and number in each grade shall be fixed 
by the President in accordance with the needs of Army, and 
shall consist in various grades of not to exceed the following 
percentages of total authorized strength of Q.M. Corps: Q.M. 
sergeants, senior grade, five-tenths of one per cent.; Q.M. ser- 
geants, 6 per cent.; sergeants, first class, twc and five-tenths per 
cent.; sergeants, 25 per cent.; corporals, 10 per cent.; privates, 
first class, 45 per cent.; privates, 9 per cent.; cooks, 2 per 
cent. Master electricians now authorized shall hereafter be 
known as quartermaster sergeants, senior grade, and included 
in number authorized. All work pertaining to construction and 
repair heretofore under direction of officers of Q.M. Corps shall, 
except as otherwise now provided, hereafter be under direction 
of officers of said corps. 

Sec. 10. The Medical Department.—Shall consist of 1 sur- 
geon general, with rank of major general during active service 
of present incumbent; thereafter with rank of brigadier, who 
shall be chief of said department; a Medical Corps, a Medical 
Reserve Corps within limit of time fixed by this act, a Dental 
Corps, a Veterinary Corps, an enlisted force, Nurse Corps and 
contract surgeons as now authorized, the commissioned officers 
of which shall be citizens of the U.S. 

The Medical Corps officers below grade of brigadier shall be 
proportionally distributed among the several grades as in Medical 
Corps now established; total number shall approximately equal 
but not exceed, except as hereinafter provided, 7 for every 
1,000 of total enlisted strength of Regular Army authorized. 
If by reason of a reduction in enlisted strength the total num- 
ber of officers in Medical Corps commissioned previously shall 
for the time—being exceed the equivalent set no original ap- 
pointment in corps shall be made until the total of officers 
thereof shall have been reduced below the equivalent of the 
reduced strength, nor thereafter in excess of the equivalent; 
and no promotion shall be made above grade of captain until 
number in grade above captain shall have been reduced below 
the proportional number for such grade on basis of the reduced 
enlisted strength, nor thereafter in excess of the proportional 
number. When in time of war the Regular Army shall have 
been increased, medical officers appointed to meet such increase 
shall be honorably discharged when reduction of enlisted strength 
takes places. Persons hereafter commissioned in Medical Corps 
shall be citizens of U.S. between ages of 21 and 30 years; 
shall be promoted to captain upon the completion of 5 years’ 
service upon passing examinations prescribed; relative rank 
among the captains shall be determined by counting all service 
as officers in corps and as assistant surgeons in Regular Army, 
subject to loss of files by sentence of court-martial or failure 
to pass examination for promotion. Hereafter the President 
shall be authorized to detail not to exceed 5 officers of Medical 
Department of Army for duty with military relief division of 
American National Red Cross. 

The enlisted force of the Medical Department shall consist 
of the following, who shall not be included in the effective 
strength of the Army nor counted as a part of the enlisted 
force: Master hospital sergeants, hospital sergeants, ser- 
geants (first class), sergeants, corporals, cooks, horseshoers, 
saddlers., farriers, mechanics, privates (first class), and pri- 
vates. Master hospital sergeants appointed shall have passed 
a satisfactory examination, and shall have service of not less 
than 12 months as hospital sergeant or sergeant, first class, 
Medical Dept., or as sergeant, first class, in Hospital Corps; 
shall be designated for examination by authority of Surgeon 
General. Original enlistments for Medical Department shall 
be in grade of private; re-enlistments and promotions, except 
as prescribed, and transfers from other enlisted force of the 
Army shall be bv regulations the Secretary of War may pre: 
scribe. The enlisted men of the Hospital Corps now in 
active serviee are transferred to corresponding grades of 
Medical Department established bv this Act. The ‘total 
number ef enlisted men in the Medical Dept. shall approxi- 
mately equal, but not exceed, except as provided, equivalent 
of 5 per cent. of total enlisted streneth of Army authorized. 
Jan time ef actual or threatened hostilities, Secretary of Way 
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is authorized to enlist Medical Department additional men 
as service may require. Number of enlisted men in several 
grades shall not exceed, except as hereinafter provided, the 
following percentages of enlisted strength of Medical Dept.: 
Master hospital sergeants, % of per cent.; hospital ser- 
geants, % of 1 per cent.; sergeants, first class, 7 per cent.; 
sergeants, 11 per cent.. corporals, 5 per cent.; and cooks, 6 
per cent. Number of horseshoers, saddlers, farriers, and 
mechanics in Medical Dept. shall not exceed one each to each 
authorized ambulance company or like organization; privates, 
first class, shall not exceed 25 per cent. of number of pri- 
vates. If by a reduction in enlisted strength the number of 
non-commissioned officers of any grade whose warrants were 
issued oo shall for the time being exceed percentage 
specified, no promotion shall be made until percentage shall 
have been reduced below that authorized, nor thereafter to 
make percentage in excess of that authorized on basis of 
reduced strength; but non-commissioned officers may be re- 
enlisted in grades held previously to such reduction regard- 
less of the percentages; and when number in any grade ex- 
ceeds the percentage, ~ not under charges, may be discharged 
on own application. rivates, first class, Med. Dept. shall 
be eligible for ratings for additional pay per month as fol- 
lows: Dispensary assistant, $2; nurse, $3; surgical assistant, 
$5. No enlisted man to receive more than one such rating, nor 
to receive additional pay under rating unless he actually per- 
formed duties for which rated. 

The President is authorized to appoint and commission, with 
advice and consent of Senate, dental surgeons, citizens of 
the U.S. between ages of 21 and 27 years, at rate of one for 
each 1,000 enlisted men of line of Army; shall have rank, pay 
and allowances of first lieutenants until they have 8 years’ 
service; those of more than 8 but less than 24 years’ service 
shall, subject to examination, have rank, pay and allowances 
of captains; those of more than 24 years’ service, subject to 
examination, shall have rank, pay and allowances of major; 
total of the last mentioned not at any time to exceed 15. All 
laws relating to examination of officers of Medical Corps fot 
promotion shall be applicable to dental surgeons. 

Authority is given to the Secretary of War to grant per- 
mission, revocable, to American National Red Cross to erect 
and maintain on military reservations buildings suitable for 
the storage of supplies, or to so occupy buildings erected, under 
regulations as Secretary of War may prescribe, such supplies 
to be available for aid of the civilian population in case of 
serious national disaster. 


See. 11. Corps of Engineers.—Shall consist of 1 chief of 
engineers, with rank of brigadier general; 23 colonels, 30 lieu- 
tenant colonels, 72 majors, 152 captains, 148 first lieutenants. 
79 second lieutenants, and enlisted men hereinafter enumerated. 
The Engineer troops of the Corps shall consist of 1 band, 7 
regiments and 2 mounted battalions. 

Each regiment of Engineers shall consist of 1 colonel, 1 lieu- 
tenant colonel, 2 majors, 11 captains, 12 first lieutenants, 
6 second lieutenants, 2 master engineers, senior grade; 1 regi- 
mental sergeant major, 2 regimental supply sergeants, 2 color 
sergeants, 1 sergeant bugler, 1 cook, 1 wagoner for each 
authorized wagon of field and combat train and 2 battalions. 

Each battalion of a regiment of Engineers shall consist of 
1 major, 1 captain, 1 battalion sergeant major, 3 master engi- 
neers, junior grade, and 3 companies; each Engineer company 
(regimental) of 1 captain, 2 first lieutenants, 1 second lieuten- 
ant, 1 first sergeant, 3 sergeants, first class; 1 mess sergeant, 
1 supply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 6 sergeants, 12 corporals, 
1 horseshoer, 2 buglers, 1 saddler, 2 cooks, 19 privates, - first 
class, and 59 privates. The President may, in his discretion, 
increase a regiment of Engineers by 2 master engineers, 8.g., 
and 2 sergeants; each battalion by 3 master engineers, j.g.; 
and each company (regimental) by 2 sergeants, 6 corporals, 
1 cook, 12 privates, first class, and 34 privates. The Engineer 
band shall consist of 1 band leader, 1 assistant band leader, 
1 first sergeant, 2 band sergeants, 4 band corporals, 2 musicians, 
first class; 4 musicians, second class; 13 musicians, third class; 
and 2 cooks. Each battalion of mounted Engineers shall con- 
sist of 1 major, 5 captains, 7 first lieutenants, 3 second lieuten- 
ants, 1 master engineer, s.g.; 1 battalion sergeant major, 1 
battalion supply sergeant, 3 master engineers, j.g.; 1 corporal, 
1 wagoner for each authorized wagon of field and combat train, 
and 8 mounted companies. Each mounted Engineer company 
shall consist of 1 captain, 2 first lieutenants, 1 second lieu- 
tenant, 1 first sergeant, 2 sergeants, first class; 1 mess sergeant, 
1 supply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 4 sergeants, 8 corporals, 
2 horseshoers, 1 saddler, 2 cooks, 2 buglers, 12 privates, first 
class, and 37 privates. The President may, in his discretion, 
increase battalions by 1 master engineer, s.g.; 2 sergeants and 
8 master engineers, j.g.; and a company by 2 sergeants, 
3 corporals, 8 privates, first class, and 24 privates. Appro- 
priate officers to command regiments, battalions and companies 
authorized and as staff officers of such organizations shall be 
detailed from the Corps of Engineers, not in excess of num- 
bers in each grade enumerated. The enlisted force of Corps 
of Engineers and officers serving therewith shall constitute a 
part of the line of the Army. 

Sec. 12. The Ordnance Department.—Shall consist of 1 chief 
of Ordnance, with rank of brigadier general; 10 colonels; 
15 lieutenant colonels; 32 majors; 42 captains; 42 first 
lieutenants. ordnance sergeants, as now authorized, and such 
other enlisted men of grades now authorized as the Presi- 
dent may direct. Ordnance gergeants shall be selected by 
Secretary of War from sergeants of the line or Ord. Dept. of 
8 years faithful service, including 4 as_non-com. Vacancies 
in commissioned personnel of Ordnance Dept. shall be subject 
to provisions of Secs. 26 and 27, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, Acts of 
June 25, 1906, and Feb, 24, 1915, and Acts amendatory 
thereof relating to Ordnance Dept. Hereafter Secretary of 
War is authorized to detail not to exceed 30 lieutenants from 
Army at large as student officers in establishments of Ord- 
nance Dept. for 2 years; completion of prescribed course shall 
constitute examination for detail in the Department. 

Sec. 13. The Signal Corps.—Shall consist of 1 chief signal 
officer, with rank of brigadier general; 3 colonels; 8 lieuten- 
ant colonels; 10 majors; 30 captains; 75 first lieutenants; and 
the aviation section, which shall ist of 1 col 1; 1 lieu- 
tenant colonel; 8 majors, 24 captains; and 114 first lieu- 
tenants, selected from officers of Army at large of correspond- 
ing grades or of grade below, exclusive of those detailed in 
staff corps or departments, who are qualified as military avia- 
tors. shall be detailed as aviation officers for four years unless 
sooner relieved; provisions of Sec. 27, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, 
are extended to aviation officers and to the vacancies created 
in any arm, corps, or department, by their detail therefrom; 
nothing to be held to prevent detail or redetail at any time, 
to fill a vacancy among the aviation officers, of any officer 
who, during such prior service, shall have become proficient 
in- military aviation. Aviation officers may, when qualified, be 
rated as junior military aviators or as military aviators, if 
they hold a certificate as qualified for the rating, issued by a 
board of three officers of experience in aviation service and 
two medical officers, under general regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War; none shall receive rating 
of military aviator until shall have served creditably for 
three years as junior military aviator. Each aviation officer 
shall, while on duty that requires him to participate regu- 
larly and frequently in aerial flights, receive an increase of 
25 per cent, in pay of his grade and length of service; junior 
military aviators, while so serving, to have rank, pay, and 
allowances of one grade higher; if their commission is not 
higher than captain, and while on duty requiring regular and 
frequent aerial flights shall receive addition of fifty per cent. 
in pay of grade and length of service under commission; mili- 
tary aviators, while so serving, to have the rank, pay, and 
allowances of one grade higher if commission is not higher 
than of captain, and while on duty requiring regular and 
frequent aerial flights shall receive addition of 75 per cent. 
of pay of grade and length of service under commission. The 
provisions of Act of Nov. 2, 1913, allowing increase of pay 
and allowances to officers detailed by Secretary of War on 
aviation duty, are hereby repealed. Hereafter married offi- 
cers of the line shall be eligible equally with unmarried offi- 
cers, and subject to same conditions, for detail to aviation 
duty; Secretary of War shall have authority to cause as many 
enlisted men of aviation section to be instructed in flying as 
he may deem necessary; hereafter age of officers shall not be a 
bar to their first detail in the aviation sections, and 
neither age nor rank to _ subsequent detail. When it 
shall be impracticable to obtain from the Army Officers 
suitable for the aviation section in the number allowed the 
difference may be made up by appointments in grade of aviator, 
Signal Corps, and that grade is hereby created; to be obtained 
from especially qualified civilians who shall be appointed and 
commissioned in said grade; whenever any aviator shall have 





become unsatisfactory he shall be discharged from the Army 
as such aviator; base pay of aviator, Signal Corps, shall be 
$150 per month; he shall have allowances of a master signal elec- 
trician and same percentage of increase for length of service. 

The total enlisted strength of the Signal Corps shall be limited 
and fixed from time to time by the President in accordance 
with the needs of the Army, and shall consist of the follow- 
ing grades and percentages total authorized enlisted strength 
of Signal Corps: Master signal electricians, 2 per cent.; ser- 
geants, first class, 7 per cent.; sergeants, 10 per cent.; cor- 
porals, 20 per cent.; cooks, horseshoers, privates, first class, not 
to exceed 25 per cent. of number of privates; and privates. 
Authority is given the President to organize, in his discretion, 
such part of commissioned and enlisted personnel of Signal 
Corps into such number of companies, battalions and aero 
squadrons as necessities of the Service may demand, 


Sec. 14. Bureaw of Insular Affairs of the War Department.— 
Nothing in this act shall be construed to repeal existing laws re- 
lating to the organization of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of 
the War Department. 


CHAPLAINS; VETERINARIANS. 


Sec. 15. Chaplains.—The President is authorized to appoint, 
by and with advice and consent of Senate, chaplains in Army 
at rate of not to exceed, including chaplains now in service, 
1 for each regiment of Cavalry, Infantry, Field Artillery and 
Engineers, and 1 for each 1,200 officers and men of Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, with rank, pay and allowances as now authorized; 
in appointments in Regular Army, preference and priority 
shall be given to applicant veterans, if otherwise qualified, not 
over age of 41 at time of application, who have rendered hon- 
orable war service or have been honorably discharged from 
the Army. e. 

Sec. 16. Veterinarians——The President is authorized, by 
and with advice and consent of Senate, to appoint veterinarians 
and assistant veterinarians in Army, not to exceed, including 
those now in service, 2 such officers for each regiment of Cav- 
alry, 1 for every 8 batteries of Field Artillery, 1 for each 
mounted battalion of Engineers, 17 as inspectors of horses and 
mules and as veterinarians in Quartermaster Corps, and 7 
as inspectors of meats for Quartermaster Corps; shall be citi- 
zens of U.S. and shall constityte the Veterinary Corps and shall 
be a part of the Medical Department of the Army. Candidate 
for appointment as assistant veterinarian must be a citizen 
of U.S., between ages of 21 and 27, a graduate of a recognized 
veterinary college or university, and shall pass satisfactory ex- 
amination; when appointed, for first 5 years shall have rank, 
pay and allowances of second lieutenant; after 5 years of first 
lieutenant; after 15 years shall be promoted to veterinarian, 
with rank, pay and allowances of captain; after 20 years of 
a major; but to be promoted as provided, must pass satis- 
factory examination; if assistant veterinarian shall be found 
deficient at examination he shall be discharged from Army with 
one year’s pay. The veterinarians of Cavalry and Field Artil- 
lery now in Army, together with such of Q.M. Corps as are 
now employed in said corps, who at the date of this act shall 
have had less than 5 years’ governmental service, may be ap- 
pointed in Veterinary Corps as assistant veterinarians, with the 
rank, etc., of second lieutenant; over 5 years, assistant veteri- 
narians, with the rank, etc., of first lieutenant; over 15 years 
as veterinarians, with rank, etc., of captain; all after satis- 
factory examination. Veterinarians now in Army or. in em- 
ploy of Q.M. Corps who fail to pass physical examination 
because of disability incident to service shall be ‘placed upon 
retired list of Army with 75 per cent. of pay to which entitled 
if appointed in the Veterinary Corps. 

The Secretary of War, upon recommendation of Surgeon 
General of Army, may appoint in Veterinary Corps, for such 
time as their services may be required, such reserve veteri- 
narians as necessary to attend public animals pertaining to 
Q.M. Corps; to have pay and allowances of second lieutenant 
during such employment and no longer; shall be graduates of 
a recognized veterinary college or university and pass satis- 
factory examination as required of assistant veterinarians; re- 
serve veterinarians shall constitute a list of eligibles for ap- 
pointment as assistant veterinarians, subject to all conditions 
prescribed. Within a limit of time to be fixed by Secretary 
of War, candidates for assistant veterinarian who pass satis- 
factorily shall be appointed, in order of merit in examination, 
to vacancies as they occur, for a probationary period of two 
years, after which, if services have been satisfactory, shall be 
permanently appointed, with rank to date from probationary 
appointments. Probationary veterinarians found unsatisfactory 
shall be discharged at any time and have no further claims 
against the Government. The Secretary of War shall from time 
to time appoint boards to conduct the veterinary examinations 
prescribed, each to consist of three medical officers and two 
veterinarians. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 
INFANTRY. 


See. 17. Composition of Infantry units.——Each regiment of 
Infantry shall consist of 1 colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 3 
majors, 15 captains, 16 first liewenants, 15 second lieutenants, 
1 headquarters company, 1 macine-gun company, 1 supply 
company, and 12 Infantry companies organized into 3 bat- 
talions of 4 companies each. 

Each battalion shall consist of 1 major, 1 first lieutenant, 
mounted (battalion adjutant), and 4 companies. Each Infantry 
company in battalion shall consist of f captain, 1 first lieuten- 
ant, 1 second lieutenant, 1 first sergeant, 1 mess sergeant, 
1 supply sergeant, 6 sergeants, 11 corporals, 2 cooks, 2 buglers, 
1 mechanic, 19 privates (first class), and 56 privates. 

Each Infantry headquarters company shall consist of 1 cap- 
tain, mounted (regimental adjutant); 1 regimental sergeant 
major, mounted; 3 battalion sergeants major, mounted; 1 first 
sergeant (drum major); 2 color sergeants, 1 mess sergeant, 1 
supply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 1 sergeant, 2 cooks, 1 
horseshoer, 1 band leader, 1 assistant band leader, 1 sergeant 
bugler, 2 band sergeants, 4 band corporals, 2 musicians, first 
class; 4 musicians, second class; 13 musicians, third class; 
4 privates. first class, mounted; and 12 privates, mounted. 

Each Infantry machine-gun company shall consist of 1 cap- 
tain, mounted; 1 first lieutenant, mounted; 2 second lieu- 
tenants, mounted; 1 first sergeant, mounted; 1 mess sergeant, 
1 supply sergeant, mounted; 1 stable sergeant, mounted; 1 
horseshoer, 5 sergeants, 6 corporals, 2 cooks, 2 buglers, 1 
mechanic, 8 privates, first class; and 24 privates. ' 

Each Infantry supply company shall consist of 1 captain, 
mounted; 1 second lieutenant, mounted; 3 regimental supply 
sergeants, mounted; 1 first sergeant, mounted; 1 mess sergeant, 
1 stable sergeant, 1 corporal, mounted; 1 cook, 1 saddler, 1 
horseshoer, and 1 wagoner for each authorized wagon of the 
field and combat train: Provided, That the President may in 
his discretion increase a company of Infantry by 2 sergeants, 
6 corporals, 1 cook, 1 mechanic, 9 privates (first class), and 
81 privates; an Infantry machine-gun company by 2 sergeants, 
2 corporals, 1 mechanic, 4 privates, first class, and 12 privates. 

The commissioned offcers required for the Infantry head- 
quarters, ‘supply and machine-gun companies and for the com- 
panies organized into battalions shall be assigned from those 
hereinbefore authorized. 

CAVALRY. 


Sec. 18. Composition of Cavalry units—Each regiment of 
Cavalry shall consist of 1 colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 3 majors, 
15 captains, 16 first lieutenants, 16 second lieutenants, 1 head- 
quarters troop, 1 machine-gun troop, 1 supply troop, and 12 
troops organized into 3 squadrons of 4 troops each. — 

Each squadron shall consist of 1 major, 1 first lieutenant 
(squadron adjutant), and 4 troops. Each troop in squadron 
shall consist of 1 captain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 second lieuten- 
ant, 1 first sergeant, 1 mess sergeant, 1 supply sergeant, 1 stable 
sergeant, 5 sergeants, 8 corporals, 2 cooks, 2 horseshoers, 1 
saddler, 2 buglers, 10 privates (first class), and 36 _privates. 

Each headquarters troop shall consist of 1 captain (regi- 
mental adjutant), 1 regimental sergeant major, 3 squadron 
sergeants major, 1 first sergeant (drum major), 2 color ser- 
geants, 1 mess sergeant, 1 supply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 
1 sergeant, 2 cooks, 1 horseshoer, 1 saddler, 2 privates (first 
class), and 9 privates, 1 band leader, 1 assistant band leader, 
1 sergeant bugler, 2 band sergeants, 4 band corporals, 2 musi- 
cians (first class), 4 musicians (second class), and 13 musicians 
(third class). z d 

Each machine-gun troop shall consist of 1 captain, 1 first 





lieutenant, 2 second lieutenants, 1 first sergeant, 1 mess ser- 
geant, 1 supply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 2 horseshoers, 5 ser- 
geants, 6 corporals, 2 cooks, 1 mechanic, 1 saddler, 2 buglers, 
12 privates (first class), and 35 privates. 

Each supply troop shall consist of 1 captain (regimental 
supply officer), 2 second lieutenants, 3 regimental supply ser- 
geants, 1 first sergeant, 1 mess sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 1 
corporal, 1 cook, 1 horseshoer, 1 ddler, and 1 wagoner for 
each authorized wagon of the field and combat train: Provided, 
That the President may, in his discretion, increase each troop of 
Cavalry by 10 privates (first class) and 25 privates; the head- 
quarters troop by 2 sergeants, 5 corporals, 1 horseshoer, 5 
privates (first class), and 18 privates; each machine-gun troop 
by 3 sergeants, 2 corporals, 1 mechanic, 1 private (first class), 
and 14 privates; each supply troop by 1 corporal, 1 cook, 1 
saddler and 1 horseshoer. 

The commissioned officers required for the Cavalry headquar- 
ters, supply and machine-gun troops, and for the troops organ- 
— a ee, shall be assigned from those hereinbefore 

orized. 





FIELD ARTILLERY. 


Sec. 19. Composition of Field Artillery wnits—The Field 
Artillery, including mountain artillery, light artillery, horse 
artillery, heavy artillery (field and siege types), shall con- 
pas ng 126 gun or howitzer batteries organized into 21 regi- 

In time of actual or threatened hostilities the President is 
authorized to organize such number of ammunition batteries 
and battalions, depot batteries and battalions, and such ar- 
tillery parks with such numbers and grades of personnel and 
such organizations as he Imay deem necessary. The officers 
necessary for such organization shall be supplied from the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps provided by this Act and by tem- 
porary pear as authorized by Sec. 8, Act of April 25, 
1914. The enlisted men necessary for such organizations shall 
be supplied from the Regular Army Reserve provided by this 
Act or from the Regular Army. , 

Each regiment of Field Artillery shall ist of 1 colonel, 
1 lieutenant colonel, 1 captain, 1 headquarters company, 1 
supply company, and such number of gun and howitzer bat- 
talions as the President may direct. Nothing shall prevent 
the ans. in the same regiment, of gun and howitzer 
battalions of ifferent calibers and classes. 

Each gun or howitzer battery shall consist of 1 captain, 
2 first lieutenants, 2 second lieutenants, 1 first sergeant, 1 sup- 
ply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 1 mess sergeant, 6 sergeants, 
13 corporals, 1 chief mechanic, 1 saddler, 2 horseshoers, 1 
mechanic, 2 buglers, 3 cooks, 22 privates (first elass), and 
71 privates. When no enlisted men of the Quartermaster 
Corps are attached for such positions there shall be added to 
each battery of mountain artillery 1 packmaster (sergeant, 
first class), 1 assistant packmaster (sergeant), and 1 carga- 
dor (corporal). 

Each headquarters company of a regiment of 2 battalions 
shall consist of 1 captain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 regimental ser- 
geant major, 2 battalion sergeants major, 1 first sergeant, 
2 eolor sergeants, 1 mess sergeant, 1 supply sergeant, 1 stable 
sergeant, 2 sergeants, 9 corporals, 1 horseshoer, 1 saddler,

Each gun or howitzer battalion shall consist of 1 major, 
1 captain, and batteries as follows: Mountain artillery bat- 
talions and light artillery gun or howitzer battalions serving 
with the Field Artillery of Infantry divisions shall contain 
3 batteries; horse artillery battalions and heavy field artillery 
gun or howitzer battalions shall contain 2 batteries: Pro- 
vided, That the President may, in his discretion, increase the 
headquarters company of a regiment of 2 battalions by 2 
sergeants, 5 corporals, 1 horseshoer, 1 mechanic, 1 private 
(first class), and 6 privates; the headquarters company of a 
regiment of 3 battalions by 1 sergeant, 7 corporals, 1 horse- 
shoer, 1 mechanic, 2 cooks, 2 Pe (first class), and 7 
peerates; the supply company of a regiment of 2 battalions

Sec. 20. Coast Artillery Corps.—The Coast Artillery Corps 
shall consist of 1 Chief of Coast Artillery, with rank Ot 
brigadier general; 24 colonels; 24 lieutenant colonels; 72 
majors; 360 captains; 360 first lieutenants; 360 second lieu- 
tenants; 31 sergeants major, senior grade; 64 sergeants major, 
junior grade; 41 master electricians; 72 engineers. 99 elec- 
trician _ Sergeants, first class; 275 assistant engineers; 99 
electrician sergeants, second class; 106 firemen; 93 radio 
sergeants: 62 master gunners; 263 first sergeants; 263 sup- 
ply sergants; 263 mess sergeants, 2,104 sergeants; 3,156 cor- 
porals; 526 cooks; 526 mechanics; 526 bugiers; 5,225 pri- 
vates, first class; 15,675 privates; and 18 bands, organized 
as hereinbefore provided for the Engineer band. The rated 
men of the Coast Artillery Corps shall ist o te 
electricians; observers, first class; plotters; chief planters. 
coxswains; chief loaders; observers, second class; gun com- 
manders and gun pointers. The total number of rated men 
shall not exceed 1,784. Coxswains shall receive $9 per month 
in addition to the pay of their grade.. 








PORTO RICO REGIMENT. 


Sec. 21. Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry—Of the U.S 
Army shall hereafter have the same organization, and same 
grades and numbers of commissioned officers and enlisted 
men, as are by this Act or shall hereafter be prescribed for 
other regiments of Infantry of the Army. ll vacancies 
created by this Act or occurring hereafter in its commissioned 
officers above grade of second lieutenant and below grade of 
colonel shall, except as hereinafter provided to the contrary, 
be filled by promotion according to seniority in the several 
grades and within the Pr subject to examination pre- 
scribed by Sec. 83, Act of Oct. 1, 1890, and said section is 
extended to apply in cases of all officers below the grade of 
lieutenant colonel, herafter examined for promotion in the 

R. Regt. of Inf., except that the President may prescribe 
system of examination as he may deem advisable. The colo- 
nel of said regiment shall be detailed by the President, from 
among officers of Infantry of Army not below grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel, for four years unless sooner relieved. Va- 
cancies created by this Act in |. of lieutenant colonel 
and major in said regiment shall be filled by appointments 
from senior captains in regimental rank of Porto Rico Regi- 
ment mentioned in the Act of March 4, 1915; and captains 
and lieutenants of said regiment shall also be eligible for 
such detached service, transfer, or assignment to duty with 
other organizations as may be approved by Secretary of War; 
but vacancies created by such detachment shall not be filled 
by promotions or appointments. 

All men hereafter enlisting in said regiment shall be natives 
of Porto Rico; enlistments to be same as provided for Regu- 
lar Army, and the regiment, or any part thereof, may be 
ordered for service outside island of Porto Rico; pay and 
allowances of members of regiment to be same as for officers 
and enlisted men of like grades in Regular Army. Vacancies 
created by this Act or occurring hereafter in grade of sec- 
ond lieutenant in said regiment shall be filled during any 
calendar year by appointment by the President, by and with 
advice and consent of Senate, of anv native of Porto Rico 
graduated from the U.S. Military Academy, and such are pro- 
vided for, by like appointment of native citizens of Porto 
Rico between 21 and 27 years of age. Officers of the P.R. 
Regiment of Inf., U.S.A., who held commissions in the Porto 
Rico Provisional Regiment of Inf. on June 30, 1908, shall 
now and hereafter take rank in their grades in same relative 
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order held by them in said P.R. Provisional Regt. of Inf. 
on June 30, 1908, subject to any loss in rank due to failure 
to pass examinations for promotion or to sentence of court- 
martial. 

EXISTING LAWS CONTINUED. 


Sec. 22. All existing laws pertaining to or affecting the 
United States Military Academy and civilian or military 
personnel on duty thereat in any capacity whatever, the 
officers and enlisted men on the retired list, the detached and 
additional officers under the Act of Congress approved March 
3, 1911, recruiting parties, recruit depots and unassigned re- 
eruits, service school detachments. United States disciplinary 
barracks guards, disciplinary organizations, the Philippine 
Scouts, and Indian scouts shall continue and remain in force 
except as herein specifically provided otherwise. 

Sec. 23. Original appointments to be _ provisional.—Here- 
after all appointments of persons other than graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy to grade of second lieutenant in Regu- 
lar Army shal! be provisional.for a period of two years, at 
close of which period such appointments shall be made per- 
manent if appointees have demonstrated, under regulations as 
the President may prescribe, their suitability and moral, pro- 
fessional, and physical fitness for such permanent appoint- 
ment, but should any appointee fail, appointment shall ter- 
minate, and should any officer become eligible for promotion 
to a vacancy in 4 higher grade and qualify therefor before 
the expiration of two years from the date of his original ap- 
-. he shall receive a provisional appointment in such 

igher grade, to be made permanent when he shall have 
qualified upon expiration of two years from the date of 
— appointment or shall terminate if he shall fail to 
qualify. 


INCREASE IN FIVE INCREMENTS, 


Sec. 24. Increase to be made in five increments.—Except as 
otherwise specifically provided by this act, the increases in the 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Regular Army pro- 
vided by this act shall be made in 5 annual increments, each 
of which shall be, in -each grade of each arm, corps and de- 
partment, as nearly as practicable, one-fifth of the total in- 
crease authorized for each arm, corps and department. Officers 
promoted to vacancies created or caused by the addition of the 
first increment shall be promoted to rank from July 1, 1916; 
those by second increment from July 1, 1917; those by third 
increment from July 1, 1918; those by fourth increment from 
July 1, 1919; those by fifth increment from July 1, 1920. In 
the event of actual or threatened war or similar emergency in 
which the public safety demands it the President is author- 
ized to immediately organize the entire increase authorized by 
this act, or so much thereof as he may deem necessary, and 
when, in the judgment of the President, war b imminent, 
all of said organizations that shall then be below the maximum 
enlisted strength authorized by law shall be raised forthwith to 
that strength, and shall be maintained as nearly as possible 
thereat so long as war, or the imminence of war, shall continue. 


APPOINTMENT OF SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 





Vacancies in the grade of second lieutenants, created or 
caused by the increases due to this act, in any fiscal year shall 
be filled by appointment in the following order: (1) Of cadets 
graduated from the U.S. Military Academy during preceding 
fiscal year for whom vacancies did not become available dur- 
ing fiscal year in which they were graduated; (2) under the 
provisions of existing law, of enlisted men, including officers 
of Philippine Scouts, whose fitness for promotion shall have been 
determined by competitive examination; (3) of members of 
Officers’ Reserve Corps between ages of 21 and 27; (4) of 
commissioned officers of National Guard between the ages of 21 
and 27; (5) of such honor graduates, between the ages of 
21 and 27, of distinguished colleges as are now or may here- 
after be- entitled to preference by general orders of War De- 
partment; and (6) of candidates from civil life between the 
ages of 21 and 27; and the President is authorized to make 
the necessary rules and regulations to carry these provisions 
into effect: Provided, That any such original vacancies not so 
filled, and remaining at the time of graduation of any class 
at the U.S. Military Academy, may be filled by the appoint- 
ment of members of that class; and all vacancies in grade of 
second lieutenant not created or caused by the increases due 
to this Act shall be filled as provided in the Act making appro- 
priation for the support of the Army, approved March 3, 1911: 
Provided further, That enlisted men of the Regular Army who 
have completed one year’s service with an organization may 
become candidates for vacancies in grade of second lieutenant 
created or caused by increase due to operation of this Act: 
Provided further, That appointments to grade of second lieu- 
tenant in Corps of Engineers including those created by this 
Act, shall continue to be made as now yprovided by law, but 
that officers of the Army or Navy of the U.S. may become 
eandidates for said appointments under provisions of Sec. 5 
of Act of Feb. 27, 1911, without previously vacating their 
commissions as officers and that the Secretary of War may, in 
his discretion, allow persons to become candidates without 
previously establishing eligibility for appointment as junior 
engineer under .the Engineer Bureau of War Department: 
Provided further, That officers appointed to original vacancies 
in grade of second lieutenant created or caused by this Act 
shall take lineal and relative rank according to dates of 
appointment, and lineal and relative rank of second lieutenants 
appointed on same date shall be determined under such regula- 
tions as Secretary of War may prescribe. 

Provided further, That the President may recommission 
persons whe have heretofore held commissions in the Regular 
Army and have left the Service honorably, after ascertaining 
that they are qualified for service physically, morally, and as 
to age and military fitness; such recommissioned officers shall 
take rank at foot of the respective grades held at time of their 
separation from Army. 

Provided further, That provisions of existing law requiring 
examinations to determine fitness for promotion of officers of 
Army are hereby extended to include promotions to all grades 
below that of brigadier general: Provided further, That 
examinations of officers in grades of major and lieutenant 
colonel shall be confined to problems involving the higher func- 
tions of staff duties and command: Provided further, That in 
time of war retired officers of Army may be employed on active 
duty, in discretion of the President, and when so employed 
they shall receive full pay and allowances of their grade; And 
provided further, That hereafter any retired officer who has 
been or shall be detailed on active duty, shall receive the rank, 
pay, and allowances of the grade, not above that of major, 
that he would have attained in due course of promotion if he 
had remained on the active list for a period beyond the date 
of his retirement equal to the total amount of time during 
which he has been detailed on active duty since his retirement. 


DETACHED OFFICERS’ LIST. 


Sec. 25. The detached officers —On July 1, 1916, the line 
of the Army shall be increased by 822 extra officers of the 
Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, and Infantry 
arms of the Service, of grades from first lieutenant to colonel, 
inelusive, lawfully available for detachment from their proper 
arms for duty with the National Guard, or other duty, the 
usual period of which exceeds one year. Said extra officers, 
together with the 200 detached officers provided for by Act 
of March 3, 1911, shall, on and after July 1, 1916, constitute 
the Detached Officers’ List, and all positions vacated by offi- 
cers assigned to said list, and the officers so assigned, shall be 
subject to provisions of Sec. 27, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, with 
reference to details to the staff corps. The total number of 
officers hereby authorized for each grade on said list entire 
shall be in proportion to the total number of officers of the 
corresponding grade now authorized by law other than this 
Act for all of the said 4 arms combined, exclusive of second 
lieutenants and of the 200 extra officers authorized by Act 
of March 3, 1911, and exclusive also of the additional officers 
authorized by the Act to restore lineal rank lost through the 
system of regimental promotion formerly in force; and the 
total number of officers hereby authorized for each grade in 
each of said arms on said list shall be in the proportion borne 
by the number of officers now authorized by law other than 
this Act for such grade and arm to the total number of offi- 
cers now authorized by law other than this Act for the cor- 
responding grade in all of the said four arms combined, ex- 
clusive of the extra and _ additional officers last hereinbefore 
specified and excluded: Provided, That all vacancies created 
or caused by foregoing provisions of this section in grades 
above that of second lieutenant shall be filled by promotion 
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according to law existing on and before date of approval of 
this Act, and subject to examinations prescribed by said 
existing law. As soon as practicable after such promotions 
shall have been made, there shall be detached from each arm 
and assigned to the Detached Officers’ List a number of 
officers of each grade equal to the number of officers of said 
grade by which said arm shall have been increased by fore- 
going provisions of this section; and thereafter any vacancy 
pat Be or caused in any of the said arms of the Service by 
assignment of an officer of any grade to said Detached Officers’ 
List shall be filled, subject to such examination as is now or 
may hereafter be prescribed by law, by the promotion of the 
officer who shall be the senior in length of commissioned 
service of those eligible to promotion in the next lower grade 
in the arm in which such vacancy shall occur: Provided fur- 
ther, That no officer of any of said arms of the Service shall 
be permitted to remain on said Detached Officers’ List for 
more than 45 days unless he shall have been actually pres- 
ent for duty for at least 2 years out of the last preceding. 6 
years with an organization composed of 1 or more statutory 
units, or the equivalent thereof, of the arm to which he shall 
belong. Any vacancy created in said list by the removal of 
any officer therefrom because he shall not have been present 
for duty as before prescribed in this proviso shall be filled by 
transfer to said list of an officer having same grade and be- 
longing to same arm as the officer whose removal from said 
list shall have created said vacancy; but, — as before 
prescribed in this proviso, all officers who shall have been 
assigned to said list shall remain thereon for not less than 
4 years from the respective dates of their assignment thereto, 
unless in the meantime they shall have been separated en- 
tirely from the Army, or shall have been promoted or ap- 
pointed to higher offices, or shall have been retired from 
active service: Provided further, That after the apportion- 
ment of officers to said Detached Officers’ List shall have 
been made as authorized by his Act, whenever any vacancy 
shall have been c&used in said list by the separation of an 
officer of any grade therefrom, such vacancy shall, except as 
prescribed in the last 7." proviso, be filled by detail 
and assignment to said list of an officer of corresponding 
grade in that arm in which there shall be found the officer of 
the next lower grade who at that time shall be the senior in 
length of commissioned service of all the officers of the said 
lower grade in all of the 4 arms hereinbefore specified; if 
2 or more officers of different arms shall be found to have 
equal seniority in length of commissioned service in said 
lower grade, the question of seniority shall be decided by 
their relative standing on list of commissioned officers of the 
Army. 


EQUALIZING PROMOTION INEQUALITIES. 


Provided further, That, with a view further to equalize 
inequalities in past promotions of officers of the line of the 
Army, on July 1, 1916, the Cavalry shall be increased by 17 
colonels, and the Infantry by 4 colonels, all of whom shall be 
additional officers in that grade, and shall not bar nor retard 
the promotion to which any officer would be entitled if the 
appointment of the said additional officers had never been 
authorized; and after July 1, 1919, no vacancies occurring 
among the said additional officers shall be filled and _ the 
offices so vacated shall cease and determine: And provided 
further, That for the purpose of lessening as much as pos- 
sible inequalities of promotion due to the increase in the 
number of officers of the line of the Army under the pro- 
visions of this Act, any vacancies created or caused by this 
Act in commissioned grades below that of lieutenant colonel 
in any arm of said line may, in discretion of the President 
and under such regulations as he may prescribe in further- 
ance of purpose stated in this proviso, be filled by promo- 
tion or transfer without promotion of officers of other branches 
of the line of the Army; but no such promotion or transfer 
shall be made in the case of any officer unless it shall have 
been recommended by an examining board composed of 5 
officers, senior in rank to such officer, and of the arm to 
which the promotion or transfer of such officer shall have been 
Leone ager who, after having made a personal examination of 
such officer and of his official record, shall have reported him 
qualified for service in said arm in the grade to which his 
promotion or transfer shall have been proposed. 

Sec. 26. Retirement of Officers of Philippine Scouts.—Cap- 
tains and lieutenants of Philippine Scouts who are citizens of 
the U.S. shall hereafter be entitled to retirement under laws 
governing the retirement of enlisted men of Regular Army, 
except that they shall be retired in grade held by them at the 
date of retirement, shall be entitled to retirement for dis- 
ability under the same conditions as officers of Regular Army, 
and that they shall receive, as retired pay, amounts allowed 
by law, as retired pay and allowances, of master signal elec- 
tricians of the S. Army, and no more. Double time for 
service beyond the continental limits of the U.S. shall not 
be counted for the purposes of this section so as to reduce 
the actual period of service below 20 years. Former officers 
of the Philippine Scouts who, because of disability occa- 
sioned by wounds received in action, have resigned or been 
discharged, or who served as such for more than five years 
and have been retired as enlisted men, shall be placed upon 
the retired list as officers of Philippine Scouts and thereafter 
receive retired pay and allowances provided for other officers 
of ah ge: yen Scouts; any discharged or who resigned on _ac- 
count of disability in the line of duty, subsequently retired 
as enlisted man, except those so retired by special Act of 
Congress, shall be transferred to retired list and receive re- 
tired pay and allowances authorized bw this section, and no 
more. Officers of Philippine Scouts retired under the pro- 
visions of this section shall not form part of the limited re- 
tired list now authorized by law. 


ENLISTMENTS IN THE ARMY. 


See. 27. Enlistments in the Regular Army.—After Nov. 1, 
1916, enlistments shall be for 7 years; 3 years active and. 
except as otherwise provided herein, 4 years, in the Regular 
Army Reserve; after three years’ active service re-enlist- 
ments for another period of 7 years are to be allowed. After 
one year’s honorable service any enlisted man serving within 
the continental limits whose commander shall report him as 
proficient and sufficiently trained may, in the discretion of 
the Secretary of War, be furloughed to the Regular Army Re- 
serve, but shall not be eligible to re-enlist until expiration of 
his term of 7 years. In all enlistments hereafter accom- 
plished under the provisions of this Act 3 years shall be 
counted as an enlistment period in computing continuous- 
service pay. Any non-commissioned officer discharged with 
an excellent character shall be permitted, at expiration of 3 
years in active service, to re-enlist within 20 days in the 
organization from which discharged with rank and grade 
held by him at time of his discharge. The consent of parents 
or guardians is required for the enlistment of youths under 18. 

_And provided further, That the President is authorized in 
his discretion to utilize the services of postmasters of the 
2d, 3d and 4th classes in procuring the enlistment of re- 
cruits for the Army, and for each recruit accepted for en- 
listment in the Army the postmaster procuring his enlistment 
shall receive the sum of $5. 

In addition to military training, soldiers in active service 
shall hereafter be given opportunity to study and receive in- 
struction upon educational lines of such character as to in- 
crease their military efficiency and enable them to return to 
civil life better equipped for industrial, commercial and gen- 
eral business occupations. Civilian teachers may be em- 
ployed to aid Army officers in giving such instruction, and 
part of this instruction may consist of vocational education 
either in agriculture or the mechanic arts. The Secretary of 
War shall have the power at all times to suspend, increase, or 
decrease the amount of such instruction offered. 

Sec. 28. Pay of certain enlisted men.—Hereafter the monthly 
pay of enlisted men of certain grades of the Army created 
in this Act shall be as follows, namely: Q.M. sergeant, senior 
grade, Q.M.C., master hospital sergeant, Med. Dept., master 
engineer, senior grade, C.E., and band leader, Inf., Cav., Art., 
and C.E., $75; hospital sergeant, Med. Dept., and master 
engineer, junior grade, C.E., $65. sergeant, first class, Med. 

ept., $50; sergeant, first class, C.E., regimental supply ser- 
geant, Inf., Cav., A., and C.E., battalion supply sergeant, 

E., and assistant engineer, ©.A.C., $45; assistant band 
leader, and sergeant bugler, $40; musician, first class, $36; 
supply sergeant, mess sergeant, and stable sergeant, C.E., 
sergeant, Med. Dept., $36; supply sergeant, mess sergeant, 
cook, Med, Dept., horseshoer, stable sergeant, radio sergeant. 
and musicians, second class, $30; musician, third class, cor- 
poral, Med. Dept., $24; saddler, mechanic, farrier, Med. Dept., 
and wagoner, $21; private, first class, $18; private, Med. 
Dept., and bugler, $15. Nothing herein contained shall? 
operate to reduce the pay or allowances now authorized by 
law for any grade of enlisted men of the Army. e 


Sec. 29. Final discharge of enlisted men.—No enlisted man 
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shall receive his final discharge until after 7-year term ex- 
cept upon re-enlistment at his discharge prior to expiration 
of enlistment; when furloughed to Reserve he shall be paid 
in full to the date of such furlough, including allowances for 
discharged soldiers. If a member of his family becomes de- 
pendent upon him for support, he may be discharged or be 
furloughed to the Reserve. An enlisted man discharged by 
purchase shall be furloughed to Reserve, unless, in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War, he is given a final discharge 
from the Army. 


REGULAR ARMY RESERVE. 


Sec. 30. Composition of the Regular Army Reserve.—The 
Regular Army Reserve shall consist of, first, all enlisted men 
now in the Army Reserve or becoming members under exist- 
ing law; second, all furloughed to or enlisted in Regular 
Army Reserve under provisions of this Act. and, third, any 
person holding an honorable discharge with character at least 
good who is physically qualified and not over 45 years of 
age who enlists in Regular Army Reserve for four years. 

Sec. 31. The President is authorized to assign members of 
the Regular Army Reserve as reserves to particular organiza- 
tions of the Army, or to organize the Reserve, or any part 
thereof, into units or detachments as he may prescribe, and 
to assign to such units and. detachments officers of Regular 
Army or of Officers’ Reserve Corps; and he may summon 
Regular Army Reserve or any part thereof for field training 
for not exceeding 15 days in each year, reservists to receive 
travel expenses and pay at rate of their grades; and in event 
of actual or threatened hostilities he may mobilize the Re- 
serve, and thereafter retain it, or any part thereof, in active 
service for such period as he may determine conditions de- 
mand. All enlistments in Regular Army, including those in 
the Reserve, in force on date of outbreak of war shall con- 
tinue in force for one year, unless sooner terminated by order 
of Secretary of War, but nothing herein shall be construed to 
shorten time of enlistment prescribed. Subject to such regu- 
lations President may prescribe for proper identification, loca- 
tion, and physical condition, members of Regular Army Re- 
serve shall be paid semi-annually at.rate of $24 a year 
while in the reserve. 

Sec. 32. ‘Regular Army Reserve in time of war.—When 
mobilized the Reserve shall, while in active service, receive 
pay and allowances of enlisted men of like grades, including 
additional pay provided for second enlistments. Upon re- 
porting for duty, and being found physically fit, members of 
Reserve shall receive $3 per month for each month they 
shall have belonged to the reserve, as well as actual necessary 
cost of transportation and subsistence from their homes to 
places where they are summoned to report for duty. Ser- 
vice in the Reserve shall confer no right to retirement or 
retired pay. Title to pension is attained only through dis- 
ability incurred on active duty. 


Sec. 33. Use of other departments of the Government.—The 
President may utilize the services of members and employees 
of all departments of the Government of the United States, 
without expense to the individual reservist, for keeping in 
touch with, paying, and mobilizing the Regular Army Re- 
serve, the Enlisted Reserve Corps, and other reserve organiza- 
tions. 


Sec. 34. Re-enlistment in time of war.—For the purpose of 
utilizing as an auxiliary to the Reserve men who have had 
experience and training in the Army or U.S. Volunteers out- 
side of the continental limits, in time of actual or threatened 
hostilities, and after the President shall, by proclamation, 
have called upon honorably discharged soldiers of the Regu- 
lar Army to present themselves for re-enlistment therein within 
a specified period, subject to such conditions as may be pre- 
scribed, any person who shall have been discharged honor- 
ably from said Army, with character reported as at least 
good, and who, having been found physically qualified, if 
not over fifty years of age, shall re-enlist in line of said 
Army, or in Signal, Quartermaster, or Medical Department 
thereof, within period specified in said proclamation, shall re- 
ceive a bounty of $8 for each month for the first year since 
his last discharge; $6 per month for second year; $4 per 
month for third year, and $2 per month for any subsequent 
year; but no bounty in excess of $300 shall be paid. 


Sec. 35. Enlisted men prohibited from civil employment.— 
Hereafter no enlisted man in active service of U.S. in Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps, respectively, whether a non-com. 
officer, musician, or private, shall be detailed, ordered, or per- 
mitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, business, or 
performance in civil life, for emolument, hire, or otherwise, 
when same shall interfere with customary employment and 
regular engagement of local civilians in respective arts, trades, 
or professions. 


Sec. 36. Sergeants for duty with National Guard.—The 
Secretary of War is authorized to detail from Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery, Corps of Engineers, Coast Artillery 
Corps, Med. Dept., and Signal Corps not to exceed 1,000 ser- 
geants for duty with corresponding organizations. of National 
Guard and not to exceed 100 sergeants for duty with dis- 
ciplinary organizations at U.S. Disciplinary Barracks, who 
shall be additional to sergeants authorized by this Act for 
corps, companies, troops, batteries, and detachments from 
which detailed. 


OFFICERS’ RESERVE CORPS. 


Sec. 37. The Officers’ Reserve Corps.—For purpose of secur- 
ing a reserve of officers available for service as temporary 
officers, there shall be organized an Officers’ Reserve Corps 
of the Regular Army to consist of sections corresponding to the 
various arms, staff corps, and departments of the Regular 
Army members thereof except as otherwise herein provided, 
not to be subject to call for service in time of peace, and 
none without his consent, to be so called in a lower grade 
than that held by him in said reserve corps. 

The President alone shall be authorized to appoint and 
commission as reserve Officers in the various sections of Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, in all grades up to and including major, 
such citizens as, upon examination prescribed by the Presi- 
dent, shall be found qualified. The proportion of, officers in 
any section of Officers’ Reserve Corps shall not exceed pro- 
portion for same grade in corresponding arm, c«rps, or de- 
partment of Regular Army, except that number of commis- 
sioned in lowest authorized grade in any section of Officers’ 
Reserve Corps shall not be limited. 5 

All persons now carried as duly qualified and registered pur- 
suant to Sec. 23, Act of Jan. 21, 1903, [Dick Act] shall, for 
three years after passage of this Act, be eligible for appoint- 
ment in Officers’ Reserve Corps in section corresponding to 
arm, corps, or department for which they have been found 
qualified, without further examination, except a physical ex- 
amination, and subject to limitations as to age and_ rank 
herein prescribed. Any person carried as qualified and reg- 
istered in grade of colonel or lieutenant colonel pursuant to 
said. Act when this Act becomes effective may be commis- 
sioned and re-commissioned in Officers’ Reserve Corps with 
rank for which he has been found qualified and registered, 
but when such person thereafter shall become separated from 
Officers’ Reserve Corps for any reason the vacancy so’ caused 
shall not be filled, and such office shall cease and determine. 

No person shall, except as hereinafter provided, be ap- 
pointed or reappointed a second lieutenant in Officers’ Reserve 
Corps after the age of 32 years, a first lieutenant after 36, a 
captain after 40, or a major after age of 45 years. When 
he shall reach the age limit he shall be honorably discharged, 
and be entitled to retain his official title and, on occasions of 
ceremony, to wear the uniform of highest grade he shall have 
held in Officers’ Reserve Corps. othing in foregoing pro- 
visions as to ages of officers shall apply to appointment or re- 
appointment of officers of Quartermaster, Engineer, Ordnance, 
Signal, Judge Advocate, and Medical sections of said Re- 
serve Corps. 

One year after passage of this Act the Medical Reserve 
Corps, as now constituted by law, shall cease to exist; mem- 
bers thereof to be commissioned in Officers’ Reserve Corps, or 
be honorably discharged. The Secretary of War may, in 
time of peace, order first lieutenants of medical section of 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, with their consent, to active duty, 
and may relieve them when services are no longer necessary. 
While on such duty they shall receive pay and allowances, in- 
cluding pay for periods of sickness and leaves, of officers of 
corresponding rank and length of active service in Regular 
Army. 

Commissions in Officers’ Reserve Corps shall be_in force 
for five years unless sooner terminated by the President. 
Officers may be recommissioned, either in same or higher 
grades, for successive periods of five years, subject to such 
examinations and qualifications as the President may pre- 
scribe and to age limits. Officers of Officers’ Reserve Corps 
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shall have rank therein according to grades and to length 
of service in their grades. 

Sec. 38. The Officers’ Reserve Corps in war.—In time of 
actual or threatened hostilities the President may order offi- 
cers of the Reserve, subject to subsequent physical examina- 
tions, to temporary duty with the Regular Army in grades 
thereof which cannot, for the time being, be filled by promo- 
tion, or as officers in volunteer or other organizations, or at 
recruit rendezvous and depots, or on such other duty as the 
President may prescribe. They shall exercise command ap- 
propriate to their grade and rank, and shall be entitled to 
Army pay and allowances with increase of pay for length of 
active service. Officers ordered to active service shall take 
temporary rank among themselves, and in their grades in or- 
ganizations to which assigned, according to dates of orders 
placing them on active service; and they may be promoted, 
in accordance with such rank, to vacancies in volunteer or- 
ganizations or to temporary vacancies in Regular Army there- 
after occurring in organizations in which they shall be serv- 
ing. They shall not be entitled to retirement or retired pay, 
and shall be entitled to pension only for disability incurred 
in line of duty and while in active service. y 

Reserve officers ordered to active service shall be subject 
to laws and regulations for government of the Army, in so 
far as they are applicable to officers whose permanent reten- 
tion in military service is not contemplated. 

Sec. 39. Instruction of officers of Officers’ Reserve Corps.— 
To the extent provided for from time to time by specific 
appropriations, the Secretary of War is authorized to order 
reserve officers to duty with troops or at field exercises, or for 
instruction, for periods not to exceed fifteen days in any one 
calendar year, with Army pay and allowances of their re- 
spective grades. Such periods, with consent of the officer, may 
be extended by the Secretary of War. In time of actual or 
threatened hostilities, after all available officers of any sec- 
tion of Officers’ Reserve Corps corresponding to any arm, 
corps, or department of Regular Army shall have been or- 
dered into activé service, officers of Volunteers may be ap- 
pointed in such arm, corps, or departments as may be author- 
ized by law. Nothing herein shall operate to prevent 
appointment of any officer of Regular Army as an Officer of 
Volunteers before all officers of Officers’ Reserve Corps or 
any section thereof shall have been ordered into active ser- 
vice. In determining relative rank and right to retirement of 
an officer of Regular Army, active duty performed by him 
while serving in Officers’ Reserve Corps shall not be reckoned. 


RESERVE OFFICERS’ TRAINING CORPS. 


Sec. 40. The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps.—The Presi- 
dent is authorized to establish and maintain in civil educa- 
tional institutions a Reserve Officers’ Traning: Corps, to con- 
sist of a senior division organized at universities and colleges 
bers of officers of the Army, active or retired, not above 
colonel, as may be necessary, as professors and assistant 
professors of military science at institutions where units of 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps are maintained; total num- 
requiring four years of collegiate study for a degree, includ- 
ing state universities and those state institutions that are re- 
quired to provide instruction in military tactics, and a junior 
division organized at all other public or private educational 
institutions, except that units of senior division may be or- 
ganized at essentially military schools which do not confer an 
academic degree, but which, as a result of annual inspection 
of such institutions by the War Dept., are specially designated 
as qualified units of senior division, and each division shall 
consist of units of the several arms or corps in such number 
and of such strength as the President may prescribe. 

Sec. 41. The President may, upon application of any state 
institution described in Sec. 40 of this Act establish and 
maintain at one or more units of Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps at any such institution *having an officer of the Army 
detailed as professor and maintaining under military instruc- 
tion at least 100 physically fit male students. 

Sec. 42. Provides similarly for one or more units of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps at educational institutions, 
other than a state institution, that maintain a two years’ 
elective or compulsory course of military training under a 
Regular Army officer and have at least 100 physically fit 
students under such instruction. 

Sec. 43. The Secretary of War_is authorized to prescribe 
standard courses for units of Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, and no unit of senior or junior division shall be or- 
ganized or maintained at any educational institution the au- 
thorities of which fail or neglect to adopt into their curriculum 
the prescribed courses of military training for these respec- 
tive divisions or to devote at least an average of three hours 
per week per academic. year to such military training. 

Sec. 44. Membership in Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
shall be limited to students of institutions in which units of 
such corps may be establshed who are U.S. citizens not less 
than fourteen years of age, physically fit for military duty, or 
who, according to indicatiop, will be so at military age. 

Sec. 45. The President is authorized to detai) such num- 
ber so detailed not to exceed 300, and no active officer shall 
be so detailed who has not had five years’ commissioned 
service in the Army. In time of peace retired officers shall 
not be detailed without their consent. Retired officers below 
lieutenant colonel so detailed shall receive full pay and 
allowances of their grade, and retired officers above major so 
detailed that of major; details to be limited to four years. 

Sec. 46. Enlisted men, either active or retired or of Regu- 
lar Army Reserve,-may be detailed to such institutions, but 
active non-com. officers so detailed shall not exceed 500, and 
all active non-com. officers so detailed shall be additional in 
their respective grades in the Army. Retired enlisted men or 
members of Regular Army Reserve shall not be detailed with- 
out their consent. While so detailed they shall receive active 
pay and allowances. 

Sec. 47. The Secretary of War is authorized to issue such 
institutions such public animals with forage, arms, uniforms, 
equipment, and means of transportation as he may deem nec- 
essary, requiring a bond for the care and safekeeping thereof, 
and for its return when required. 

Sec. 48. Authorizes the maintenance of camp8 for Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, not over six weeks annually during 
peace, and government appropriations are to pay for trans- 
portation and subsistence. Government property may be 
used and the military forces drawn upon for instruction pur- 
poses. 

Sec. 49. The President alone is authorized to appoint in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps graduates of the senior and junior 
divisions who shall have completed training provided for in 
Sec. 50. Such appointees shall have arrived at age of 214 
years and shall agree, under oath, to serve as a reserve officer 
of the Army for at least 10 years from date of appointment 
as such reserve Officer, unless sooner discharged by proper 
authority; total number of reserve officers so sppetnted, shall 
not exceed 50,000. Any graduate qualified under this section 
undergoing a post-graduate course at any institution shall not 
be eligible for appointment as a reserve officer until he has 
completed such post-graduate course. 

Sec. 50. When any member of the senior division of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps has completed two academic 
years of service in that division, and has been selected for 
further training by the president of the institution and by its 
professor of military science and tactics, and has agreed to 
continue in Reserve Officers’ Training Corps throughout his 
course in institution, devoting five hours per week to military 
training prescribed by Secretary of War, and has agreed to 
pursue prescribed courses in camp training, he may be fur- 
nished, at expense of U.S., with commutation of subsistence 
at rate, not exceeding cost of garrison ration prescribed for 
Army, during remainder of service in Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps. 

See. 51. Any physically fit male citizen of U.S., between 
ages of 21 and 27 years, graduated prior to date of this Act 
from any educational institution at which an Army officer was 
detailed, and who there completed courses of military training 
under such professor substantially equivalent to those pre- 
scribed pursuant to this Act for senior division, shall, after 
satisfactorily completing additional practical military training 
as Secretary of War shall prescribe, be eligible for appointment 
to Officers’ Reserve Corps and as a temporary additional second 
lieutenant. . 

Sec. 52. The President alone is authorized to appoint and 
commission as temporary second lieutenant, Regular Army, in 
time of peace for instruction, not exceeding six months, with 
allowances now provided by law for that grade,.but with pay 
at the rate of $100 per month, any reserve officer appointed 
pursuant to Secs. 49 and 51 of this Act and to attach him to 
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a unit of Regular Army for duty and training during period 
covered by his appointment as such temporary second lieutenant, 
and upon expiration of such service such officer shall revert 
to status as reserve officer. 


Sec. 53. No reserve officer or temporary second lieutenant 
shall be entitled to retirement or to retired pay and he shall be 
eligible for pension only for disability incurred in line of duty 
in active service or while serving with Regular Army. In 
time of war the President may order reserve officers to active 
duty with any of the military forces of the U.S. in any grades 
not below that of second lieutenant, and subject to Rules and 
Articles of War. The Adjutant General shall compile, and keep 
continually up to date all obtainable information as to names, 
ages, addresses, occupations, and qualifications for appointment 
as commissioned officers of Army, in time of war or other 
emergency, of men of suitable ages who, by reason of having 
received military training in civilian educational institutions or 
elsewhere, may be regarded as qualified and available for 
appointment as such commissioned officers. 


‘ 


TRAINING CAMPS. 


See. 54. Training Camps.—The Secretary of War is author- 
ized to maintain, upon military reservations or elsewhere, camps 
for military instruction and training of citizens under such 
terms of enlistment and regulations as he may prescribe, using 
thereat arms, ammunition, accouterments, equipments, tentage, 
field equipage, and transportation, and furnishing uniforms, 
subsistence, transportation, and medical supplies to persons 
receiving instruction; to pay other expenses incidental to the 
maintenance of said camps, and the theoretical winter instruc- 
tion in connection therewith; and to sell to persons receiving 
instruction at said camps, for cash and at cost price plus ten 
per centum, quartermaster and ordnance property, to amount 
required for his proper equipment. He is authorized further 
to prescribe courses of theoretical and practical instruction; to 
fix periods during which such camps shall be maintained; to 
prescribe rules and regulations for government thereof; and 
to employ thereat officers and enlisted men of Regular Army in 
such numbers and upon such duties as he may designate. 


ENLISTED RESERVE CORPS. 


See. 55. The Enlisted Reserve Corps.—For the purpose of 
securing an additional reserve of enlisted men for military 
service with the Engineer, Signal, and Quartermaster Corps 
and the Ordnance and Medical Departments of the Regular 
Army, an Enlisted Reserve Corps, to consist of such number 
of enlisted men of such grade or grades as may be designated 
by the President from time to time, is hereby authorized, such 
authorization to be effective on and after July 1, 1916. Citizens 
may be enlisted in this corps for 4 years, subject to such 
physical, educational, and practical examination as may be 
prescribed; certificates of enlistment to be issued by The A.G. 
to those qualified to hold such certificates and shall be between 
the ages of 18 and 45. The certificates so given shall confer 
upon holders when called into active service or for purposes of 
instruction and training, and during such active service, in- 
struction, or training, all authority, rights and privileges of 
like grades of Regular Army. Enlisted men of E.R.C. shall 
take precedence in said corps according to dates of their certifi- 
cates and next below all other enlisted men of like grades in 
Regular Army. ‘The Secretary of War is authorized to issue 
to members of E.R.C. and to persons who have participated in 
at least one encampment for military instruction of citizens 
distinctive rosettes or knots designed for wear with civilian 
clothing. Unauthorized wearing of such rosette or knot shall 
be punished as a misdemeanor. 

The President is authorized to assign members of the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps as reserves to particular organizations of the 
Army, or to organize the E.R.C. into units or detachments of 
any arm, corps, or department in such manner as he may 
prescribe, and to assign to such units and detachments officers 
of the Army or of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, herein provided 
for. He may order enlisted men of the E.R.C. to active service 
for instruction or training for periods not to exceed 15 days 
in any one calendar year; and with their consent extend such 
periods of active service as may be deemed necessary. Enlisted 
men of the E.R.C. shall receive the pay and allowances of their 
respective grades, when ordered into active service, including 
time required for actual travel to and from their homes. They 
shall not be entitled to retirement pay, nor to pensions except 
for physical disability in line of duty in active service or 
traveling under orders, 

Uniform of men of E.R.C., except corps insignia, shall be 

same as prescribed for enlisted men of Regular Army Reserve, 
and in lieu of money allowance for clothing there shall be issued 
to each man of E.R.C. in time of peace clothing and equip- 
ment as the President may direct. Any clothing or other 
equipment issued to E.R.C. man shall remain property of U.S., 
and in case of loss or destruction it shall be replaced by issue 
and value thereof deducted from any pay due or to become 
due him, unless loss or destruction was not due to neglect or 
other fault on his part. 
_ Any enlisted man of E.R.C. ordered to active service or for 
instruction or training shall be subject to the laws and regula- 
tions for government of U.S. Army. The Secretary of War is 
authorized to discharge any member of E.R.O. when his ser- 
vices shall be no longer required, or when he shall have by 
misconduct unfitted himself. Any enlisted man of said corps 
ordered upon active duty who shall wilfully fail to comply shall, 
in addition to any other penalty, forfeit his certificate of enlist- 
ment. In time of actual or threatened hostilities the President 
may order the E.R.C., as may ‘be considered necessary, to active 
service with Regular Army, and while on such service members 
of said corps shall exercise command appropriate to their grades 
and rank in organizations to which assigned and shall be 
entitled to pay and allowances of corresponding grades in the 
Regular Army, with increase of pay for length of service. Upon 
a call by the President for a volunteer force members of 
E.R.C. may be mustered into service as volunteers for duty 
with Army in grades held by them in said corps, and shall be 
entitled to pay and allowances of corresponding grades in 
Army, with increase of pay for length of service. Men of 
E.R.C. shall not acquire by virtue of issuance of certificates 
of enlistment to them a vested right to be mustered into the 
volunteer service. 

Sec. 56. Military equipment and instructors at other schools 
and colleges.—Such arms, tentage, and equipment as the Secre- 
tary of War shall deem necessary shall be supplied to schools 
and colleges, other than those provided for in Sec. 47, having a 
course of military training prescribed by the Secretary of War 
and having not less than 100 physically fit male students above 
the age of 14 years, under such rules and regulations as he 
may prescribe; and the Secretary of War is authorized to 
detail such commissioned and non-commissioned officers of the 
Army to said schools and colleges, other than those provided 
for in Secs. 45 and 46, detailing not less than one such officer 
or non-commissioned officer to each 500 students under military 
instruction. 


MILITIA AND NATIONAL GUARD. 


Sec. 57. Composition of the Mijitia—The Militia of the 
United States shall consist of all able-bodied male citizens of 
the U.S. and all other able-bodied males who have or shall have 
declared their intention to become citizens of the U.S., who 
shall be more than 18 years of age and, except as hereinafter 
provided, not more than 45 years of age, and said Militia shall 
be divided into 3 classes, the National Guard, the Naval Militia, 


* and the Unorganized Militia, 


Sec. 58. Composition of the National Guard.—The National 
Guard shall consist of the regularly enlisted Militia between the 
ages of 18 and 45 years organized, armed, and equipped as 
hereinafter provided, and of commissioned officers between the 
ages of 21 and 64 years. 

Sec. 59. Exemptions from Militia duty—Exempts the Vice 
President, officers, judicial and executive, of the Government 
of the U.S. and of states and territories; persons in the mili- 
tary or naval service; custom house clerks; persons employed 
in transmission of mail; artificers and workmen employed in 
armories, arsenals, and navy yards; pilots; mariners in sea 
service; and all persons who because of religious belief shall 
claim exemption, if the conscientious holding of such belief 
shall be established; but not to be exempt from Militia. service 
in any capacity the President shall declare to be non-combatant. 

Sec. 60. Organizati of National Guard Units.—Except as 
otherwise specifically provided herein, the organization of , the 








National Guard, including composition of all units, shall be 


_ same as for the Regular Army, subject in time of peace to 


exceptions as may be authorized by Secretary of War. And 
the President may prescribe the particular unit or units, as 
branch or arm of service, to be maintained in each state, terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia in order to secure a force 
which, when combined, shall form complete higher tactical units. 

Sec. 61. Maintenance of other troops by the state——No state 
shall maintain troops in time of peace other than as authorized 
in accordance with the organization prescribed; this not to be 
construed as limiting rights of states and territories in use 
of National Guard within their respective borders in time of 
peace, or to prevent organization and maintenance of state 
police or constabulary. 

Sec. 62. Number of the National Guard.—The number of 
enlisted men of National Guard to be organized under this Act 
within one year from its passage shall be for each state in 
proportion of 200 for each Senator and Representative in Con- 
gress, and a number to be determined by the President for each 
territory and the District of Columbia, and shall be increased 
each year thereafter not less than 50 per cent. until a total 
peace strength of not less than 800 enlisted men for each 
Senator and Representative in Congress shall have been reached; 
in states with but one Representative increase shall be at 
discretion of the President; this not to be construed to prevent 
organizing full number of troops required in less time than 
is specified, or from maintaining existing organizations if they 
conform to regulations the President may prescribe. Nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to prevent any state with but 
one Representative in Congress from organizing one or more 
regiments, with such auxiliary troops as the President may 
prescribe; such organizations and members of such organiza- 
tions to receive all benefits accruing under this Act. The word 
territory as used in this act and in all laws relating to land 
Militia and National Guard shall include and apply to Hawaii, 
Alaska, Porto Rico, and the Canal Zone, and the Militia of 
Canal Zone shall be organized under rules and regulations, not 
in conflict with this Act, as the President may prescribe. 


Sec. 63. Any corps of Artillery, Cavalry, or Infantry ‘existing 
in any of the states on passage of the Act of May 8, 1792, 
which has been in continuous existence since passage of said 
Act, under its provisions and under provisions of Sec. 232 
and Secs. 1625 to 1660, both inclusive, Revised Statutes of 
1873, and Act of Jan. 21, 1903, relating to Militia, shall be 
allowed to retain its ancient privileges, subject, nevertheless, 
to all duties required by law of Militia. Said organizations 
may be a part of National Guard and entitled to all privileges 
of this Act, and shall conform in all respects to organization, 
discipline, and training of National Guard in time of war. 
For purposes of training and when on active duty in service 
of U.S. they may be assigned to higher units, as the President 
may direct, and shall be subject to orders of officers under 
whom they shall be serving. 

Sec. 64. Assignment of National Guard to brigades and divi- 
sions.—The President may assign the National Guard of states, 
territories and District of Columbia to divisions, brigades, and 
other tactical units, and may detail officers either from National 
Guard or Regular Army to command such units. Where com- 
plete units are organized within a state, territory, or D.C. 
commanding officers thereof shall not be displaced under pro- 
visions of this section. 


Sec. 65. Chiefs of Staff of National Guard divisions.—The 
President may detail one officer of the Regular Army as chief 
of staff and one officer of Regular Army or National Guard as 
assistant to chief of staff of any division of National Guard 
in service of U.S. as a N.G. organization. To insure prompt 
mobilization of National Guard in time of war or other emer- 
gency, the President may, in time of peace, detail an officer 
of Regular Army to perform the duties of chief of staff for 
each fully organized tactical division of National Guard. 


Sec. 66. Adjutants General of states, and so forth.—Reports 
are to be made as the Secretary of War may prescribe. 
Adjutants general of territories and D.C. shall be appointed 
by the President with rank and qualifications as he may 
prescribe, and each adjutant general for a territory shall be a 
citizen of the territory for which he is appointed. 


Sec. 67. Appropriation, apportionment, and disbursement of 
funds for the National Guard.—A sum of money shall hereafter 
be appropriated annually for support of National Guard, includ- 
ing expense of arms, ordnance stores, quartermaster stores, and 
camp equipage, and all other military supplies for issue to 
National Guard, and such other expenses pertaining to said 
Guard as are now or may hereafter be authorized by law. The 
appropriation provided for in this section shall be apportioned 
among the several states and territories and in direct ratio 
to number of enlisted men in active service in the National 
Guard existing in such states and territories at date of appor- 
tionment. The governor of each state and territory and com- 
manding general of National Guard of D.C. shall detail, subject 
to approval of Secretary of War, an officer of the National 
Guard of the state, territory, or D.C. as property and dis- 
bursing officer for the U.S. 


Sec. 68. Location of units—The states and territories shall 
have right to determine location of units and headquarters of 
National Guard within their respective borders. No organiza- 
tion, members of which shall be entitled to and shall have re- 
ceived compensation under this Act, shall be disbanded without 
consent of the President, nor, without such consent, shall com- 
missioned or enlisted strength of any such organization be 
reduced below minimum prescribed therefor by the President. 

Sec. 69. Enlistments in the National Guard.—Hereafter 
period of enlistment in National Guard shall be for 6 years, 
first 3 years in an active organization and remaining 3 in 
N.G. Reserve, hereinafter provided for, and qualifications for 
enlistment shall be same as those prescribed for admission to 
Regular Army. In National Guard privilege of continuing in 
active service during whole of an enlistment period and of re- 
enlisting in said service shall not be denied by reason of any- 
thing contained in this Act. 


FEDERAL ENLISTMENT CONTRACT. 


Sec. 70. Federal Enlistment Contract——Enlisted men _ in 
National Guard now serving under enlistment contracts which 
contain an obligation to defend the Constitution of the U.S. 
and to obey orders of the President shall be recognized as 
members of National Guard under this Act for unexpired portion 
of present enlistment contracts. When any such enlistment 
contract does not contain such obligation, the enlisted man 
shall not be recognized as member of National Guard until he 
shall have signed an enlistment contract and taken and sub- 
scribed to following oath of enlistment, upon signing which 
credit shall be given for the period already served under the 
old enlistment contract: “I do hereby acknowledge to have 
voluntarily enlisted this — day of , 19—, as a soldier 
in the National Guard of the United States and of the state 
of , for the period of 3 years in service and 3 years in 
the reserve, under the conditions prescribed by law, unless 
sooner discharged by proper authority. And I do solemnly 
swear that I will bear true faith and allegiance to the United 
States of America and to the state of and that I will 
serve them honestly and faithfully against all their ¢nemies 
whomsoever, and that I will obey the orders of the President 
of the United States and of the governor of the state of i 
and of the officers appointed over me according to law and the 
rules and articles of war.” 

Sec. 71. Hereafter all men enlisting in National Guard shall 
sign enlistment contract and take and subscribe to oath pre- 
scribed in’ preceding section. 

Sec. 72. Discharge of enlisted men from the National Guard. — 
Shall be in writing in form and with classification as pre- 
scribed for the Regular Army, and in time of peace discharges 
may be given prior to the expiration of terms of enlistment under 
such regulations as the President may prescribe. 

See. 73. Federal oath for National Guard officers.—Commis- 
sioned officers of National Guard now serving under commis- 
sions regularly issued shall continue in office, as officers of the 
National Guard, withiut issuance of new commissions: Provided, 
That said officers have taken, or shall take and subscribe to 
the following oath of office: “TI, . do solemnly swear that I 
will support and defend the Constitution of the United States 
and the constitution of the state of , against all enemies, 
foreign and domestic; that I will bear true faith and allegiance 
to the same; that I will obey the orders of the President of the 
United States and of the governor of the~ state of ; that 























I make this obligation freely, without any mental reservation 
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and that I will well and faithfully 
in the National Guard 
upon which I

discharge the duties of the office of 
of the United States and of the state of 
am about to enter, so help me God.’’ 

Sec. 74. Qualifications for National Guard officers.—Persons 
hereafter commissioned as officers of National Guard shall not 
be recognized as such under this act unless selected from fol- 
lowing classes and shall have taken and subscribed to oath 
prescribed in preceding section: Officers or enlisted men of Na- 
tional Guard: officers on reserve or unassigned list of N.G.; 
officers, active or retired, and former officers of the U.S. Army, 








Navy and Marine Corps; graduates of U.S. Military and Naval | 


Academies and graduates of schools, colleges and universities 
where military science is taught under supervision of an officer 
of the Regular Army, and, for technical branches and staff 
corps or departments, such other civilians as may be specially 
qualified for duty therein. 

Sec. 75. The provisions of this act shall not apply to any 
person hereafter appointed an officer of National Guard unless 
he first shall have successfully passed prescribed physical, moral 
and professional examination by a board appointed by the Sec- 
retary of War from the Army or the National Guard, or both. 

Sec. 76. Filling of vacancies when drafted into Federal ser- 
vice-—All vacancies occurring in any grade of commissioned 
officers in any organization in the military service of the U.S. 
and composed of persons drafted from National Guard under 
this act shall be filled by the President, as far as practicable, 
by appointment of persons similarly taken from _ said guard, 
and in manner prescribed by law for filling similar vacancies 
occurring in the volunteer forces. ~ 

Sec. 77. Elimination and disposition of officers—At any time 
the moral character, capacity and general fitness for service 
of any National Guard officer may be determined by an efficiency 
board of three commissioned officers, senior in rank to officer 
whose fitness for service shall be under investigation, and if 
findings of such board be unfavorable to such officer and be 
approved by official authorized to appoint such an officer, he 
shall be, discharged. Commissions of officers of National Guard 
may be vacated upon resignation, absence without leave for 
three months, upon recommendation of an efficiency board, or 
pursuant to sentence of a court-martial. Officers of said guard 
rendered surplus by the disbandment of their organizations 
shall be placed in the National Guard Reserve. Officers may, 
upon their own application, be placed in the said reserve. 


NATIONAL GUARD RESERVE. 


Sec. 78. The National Guard Reserve.—Shall be organized 
in each state, territory and the District of Columbia, and shall 
consist of such organizations, officers and enlisted men as the 
President may prescribe, or members thereof may be assigned 
as reserves to an active organization of National Guard: Mem- 
bers when engaged in field or coast-defense training with active 
National Guard, shall receive same Federal pay and allowances 
as enlisted men of like grade on active list of said guard when 
likewise engaged. Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this act, no commissioned or enlisted reservist shall receive 
any pay or allowances out of any appropriation made by Con- 
gress for National Guard purposes. 

Sec. 79. Reserve battaNuns for recruit training—In time of 
war are to be organized, either from such N.G. reserve or 
from unorganized Militia, in such state, territory, or district, 
one reserve battalion for each regiment of Infantry or Cav- 
alry, or each nine batteries of Field Artillery, or each twelve 
companies of Coast Artillery, brought into service of S., 
and such reserve battalion shall constitute fourth battalion 
of any such regiment or twelve companies of Coast Artillery. 
Reserve battalions shall consist of four companies of strength 
prescribed by the President. When three or more regiments 
of National Guard of any state, territory, or district shall 
have been brought into service of U.S., reserve battalions of 
such regiments may be organized into provisional regiments 
and higher units. i there shall not be enough voluntary en- 
listments) to keep reserve battalions at prescribed strength, 
unorganized Militia shall be drafted. As vacancies occur. in 
any organization in service of U.S. and composed of men 
taken from N.G., men shall be transferred from reserve bat- 
talions to organizations in field that such organizations may 
be maintained at war strength. Officers for reserve bat- 
talions shall be drafted from N.G. Reserve or Coast Artillery 
companies of N.G. or Officers’ Reserve Corps, to be taken, if 
practicable, from state in which battalions shall be organized. 
Officers and non-coms. returned home because of inability to 
perform field service may be assigned to reserve battalions 
for duty, and all soldiers invalided home shall be assigned to 
reserve battalions until returned to duty or discharged. 

See. 80. Leaves of absence for certain government employees. 
All officers and employees of U.S. and D.C., members of 
National Guard shall be entitled to leave, without loss of pay, 
time, or efficiency rating, for field or coast defense training 
ordered or authorized under this Act. . 


MILITIA BUREAU. 


Sec. 81. Militia Bureau of War Department.—The National 
Militia Board shall, from date of approval of this Act, be 
abolished. The Militia Division now existing in War De- 
partment shall hereafter be known as the Militia Bureau of 
said department, shall be under immediate supervision of the 
Secretary of War, and shall not form a part of any other bu- 
reau, office, or other organization, but the Chief of the Militia 
Bureau .shall be ex-officio a member of General Staff Corps. 
The President may assign to duty in Militia Bureau as assist- 
ants to chief thereof not to exceed one colonel and one lieu- 
tenant colonel of National Guard, for terms of four years, and 
any such officer while so assigned shall, subject to regula- 
tions as President may prescribe, receive out of the whole fund 
appropriated for support of Militia the pay and allowances of 
a Regular Army officer having same rank and length of ser- 
vice as said National Guard officer, whose prior service in 
Organized Militia shall be counted in ascertaining his rights 
under this proviso. 

Sec. 82. Armament, equipment and uniform of the National 
Guard.—Same as provided for Regular Army. 

Sec. 83. Provides for issue of matériel. 

Sec. 84. Provides for issues of new type of armament or 
equipment without charging expense to appropriations for sup- 
port of National Guard. 

Sec. 85. Provides for turning in old equipment for new 
without credit. 

Sec. 86. Permits purchase of stores from War Dept. for 
National Guard use. 

Sec. 87. Disposition and replacement of damaged property, 
and so forth.—All military property issued to the National 
Guard as herein provided shall remain the property of the 
— States. Usual survey and accountability are provided 
or. 

Sec. 88. The net proceeds of the sale of condemned stores 
issued to the National Guard and not charged to state allot- 
ments shall be covered into the Treasury of the United States, 
as shall also stoppages against officers and enlisted men, and 
the net proceeds of collections made from any person to re- 
imburse the Government for the loss, damage, or destruction 
of said property not charged against the state allotment is- 
sued for the use of the National Guard. 

Sec. 89. Horses for Cavalry and Field Artillery of National 
Guard.—May be purchased with funds allotted to National 
Guard. Horses so purchased may be issued not to exceed 
thirty-two to any one battery or troop; the Secretary of War 
is further authorized to issue, in lieu of purchase, condemned 
Army horses no longer fit for service, but suitable for in- 
struction, such horses to be sold as now provided by law 
when said purposes shall have been served. 

See. 90. Funds for support of National Guard shall be avail- 
able for forage, bedding, shoeing and veterinary services, and 
supplies for Government horses issued to battery or troop, and 
for compensation of help for care of material, animals and 
equipment; men compensated, not to exceed five each battery or 
troop, who shall be enlisted therein and detailed by battery 
or troop commander. 

Sec. 91. Discipline to conform to that of Regular Army.— 
This includes training, which shall be carried out by the states, 
territories and D.C. to conform to this act. 

TRAINING OF NATIONAL GUARD. 


See. 92. Training of National Guard.—Each company, troop, 
battery and detachment shall assemble for drill and instruction, 


including indoor target practice, not less than 48 times each 
year, and shall, in addition, participate in encampments, maneu- 
vers or other exercises, including outdoor target practice, at 
least 15 days in training each year, including target practice, 
unless excused in any part thereof by Secretary of war. Credit 
for assembly for drill or indoor target practice shall not be 
given unless officers and men present for duty equal or ex- 
ceed minimum prescribed by President, nor unless actual mili- 
tary duty and instruction participated in by each officer and 
man at each such assembly credited to him shall be of at least 
one and one-half hours’ duration and character of training as 
prescribed by Secretary of War. 

Sec. $3. Inspections of National Guard—To be made at 
least once each year by inspectors general, and if necessary by 
other officers, of Regular Army, detailed for that purpose. Re- 
ports of inspections shall serve as basis for deciding as to issue 
to and retention by National Guard of military property pro- 
vided for by this act, and for determining what organizations 
and individuals be considered as constituting parts of National 
Guard within meaning of this act. 


Sec. 94. Encampments and maneuvers.—The Secretary of 
War is authorized to provide for participation of all or any 
part of National Guard in encampments, maneuvers, outdoor 
target practice, for field or coast-defense instruction, independ- 
ently or with Regular Army, and there may be set aside from 
funds appropriated for that purpose and allotted to any state, 
territory or D.C. amount necessary for proper expenses of its 
participation; officers and men of National Guard while so 
engaged shall be entitled to same pay, subsistence and transpor- 
tation as officers and men of corresponding grades of Army. 


Sec. 95. When any part of National Guard participates in en- 
campments or other exercises for instruction at a U.S. military 
post, or reservation, or elsewhere, if in conjunction with troops 
of @.S., command of such post or reservation and of officers 
and troops of U.S. on duty shall remain with commander of 
U.S. troops without regard to rank of commanding or other 
officer of National Guard temporarily engaged in the exercises. 

Sec. 96. Use of Regular Army personnel.—The Secretary of 
War may detail officers and men of Regular Army to attend 
encampment or other exercise for field or coast defense in- 
struction of National Guard, who shall give such instruction 
and information to officers and men assembled as may be di- 
rected by Secretary of War or requested by governor or by 
commanding officer of National Guard there on duty. 


Sec. 97. The Secretary of War may provide camps for in- 
struction of officers and men of National Guard. Such camps 
shall be conducted by Army officers detailed therefor, and may 
be located within or without state, territory or D.C. to which 
members of National Guard designated to attend said camps 
shall belong. Officers and men attending shall be entitled to 
pay and transportation, and enlisted men to subsistence in ad- 
dition, at rates as for maneuvers for field or coast-defense in- 
struction. 


Sec. 98. When any portion of National Guard shall partici- 
pate in maneuvers or other exercises for field or coast-defense 
instruction, under this act, it may, after being duly mustered, 
be paid at any time after such muster for period from date of 
leaving home rendezvous to date of return thereto as determined 
in advance, both dates inclusive. 


Sec. 99. National Guard officers and men at service schools, 
and so forth—Upon recommendation of governor of any state 
or territory or commanding general of National Guard of D.C., 
a limited number’ of selected officers or enlisted men of Na- 
tional Guard may be authorized to pursue a regular course 
at any military service school of U.S., except U.S. Military 
Academy; or to be attached to an organization of same arm, 
corps or department to which such officer or enlisted man shall 
belong, for routine practical instruction at or near an Army 
post during field training or other outdoor exercises; and such 
officer or man shall receive, out of available National Guard 
allotment, same travel allowances and quarters, or commutation 
of quarters, and pay, allowances and subsistence an officer or 
enlisted man of Regular Army would receive under like cir- 
cumstances, pay and allowances authorized by this section not 
to exceed those of a captain. 


DETAIL OF REGULAR OFFICERS; COURTS. 


Sec. 100. Detail of officers of Regular Army to duty with 
National Guard.—The Secretary of War shall detail active Army 
officers to duty with National Guard in each state, territory or 
D.C., and officers so detailed may accept commissions in Na- 
tional Guard, with permission of President and terminable 
in his discretion, without vacating their commissions in Army 
or being prejudiced in relative or lineal standing therein. The 
Secretary of War may, upon like application, detail one or 
more enlisted men of Regular Army for duty with National 
Guard. Nothing in this section shall be so construed as to 
prevent detail of retired officers as now provided by law. 


Sec. 101. National Guard, when subject to laws governing 
Regular Army.—The National Guard when called as such into 
service of U.S. shall, from time required by terms of call to 
respond, be subject to laws and regulations governing Regular 
Army, so far as such laws and regulations are applicable to 
officers and men whose permanent retention in military service, 
on active or retired list, is not contemplated by existing law. 


Sec. 102. System of courts-martial for National Guard.—Ex- 
cept in organizations in service of United States, courts-martial 
in National Guard shall be of three kinds, namely, general, 
special and summary courts-martial. They shall be consti- 
tuted like, and have cognizance of same subjects, and pos- 
sess like powers, except as to punishments, as similar courts 
provided for the Army and shall follow forms and procedure 
prescribed for Army courts. 

Sec. 103. General courts-martial of National Guard not in 
service of U.S. may be convened by the President, or Gover- 
nors, or by commanding general of N.G. of D.C., and such 
courts shall have power to impose fines not exceeding $200; 
to sentence to forfeiture of nay and allowances; reprimand; 
dismissal or dishonorable discharge; reduction of non-com. 
officers to ranks; or any two or more of such punishments may 
be combined. 

Sec. 104. Special courts-martial shall have power to try 
any person subject to military law, except a commissioned 
officer, for any crime or offense punishable by military laws of 
U.S., and such special courts-martial shall have same powers 
of punishment as do general courts-martial, except that fines 
shall not exceed $100. 

Sec. 105. A summary court to consist of one officer, shall 
have power to administer oaths and to try enlisted men for 
breaches of discipline and violations of laws governing such 
organizations; and may impose fines not exceeding $25 for 
any single offense; sentence non-coms. to reduction to ranks; 
sentence to forfeiture of pay and allowances. 

Sec.. 106. All. courts-martial of National Guard, not in 
service of U.S., including summary courts, shall have power 
to sentence to confinement in lieu of fines authorized, such 
sentences not to exceed one day for each dollar of fine. 

Sec. 107. No sentence of dismissal from service or dishon- 
orable discharge, imposed by a National Guard court-martial, 
not in service of U.S., shall be executed until approved by 
Governor concerned, or by commanding general of N.G.D.C. 


Sec. 108. Presidents of courts-martial and summary court 
officers shall have power to issue warrants to arrest accused 
and bring them before court for trial, to issue subpoenas and 
to enforce attendance of witnesses and production of books 
and papers, and to sentence for refusal to be sworn or to answer. 
All processes and sentences of said courts shall be executed by 
civil officers as prescribed by laws of the states and terri- 


tories, and in absence of provision for such action, such 
processes and sentences shall be executed by a U.S. mar- 
shal or his deputy. ¥ 


PAY FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


Sec. 109. Pay for National Guard officers.—Certain commis- 
sioned officers on active list of National Guard of each state, 


oe | and District of Columbia participating in apportion- 
ment of annual appropriation for support of National Guard 
shall receive compensation for services except during 


periods of service for which lawfully entitled to same pa 
as officers of corresponding grades of Regular Army, as fol 
lows, not to include longévity pay: A captain $500 per year 
and same pay shall be paid to every officer of higher rank 
than that of captain; a first lieutenant $240 per year; second 
lieutenant $200. Regulations to be prescribed by Secretary 


of War shall determine amount and character of service that 
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must be rendered by officers to entitle them to whole or specific 
parts of maximum pay hereinbefore authorized. All staff 
officers, aids, and chaplains shall receive not to exceed one- 
half of pay of a captain, except that regimental adjutants, 
and majors and captains in command of machine-gun com- 
panies, ambulance companies, field hospital companies, or 
sanitary troops shall receive pay hereinbefore authorized for 
a@ captain. 

Sec. 110. Pay for National Guard enlisted men.—Each en- 
listed man on active list belonging to an organization of Na- 
tional Guard of a state, territory or District of Columbia, 
participating in apportionment of annual appropriation for 
support of National Guard, shall receive compensation for 
his services, except during periods of service for which he 
may become lawfully entitled to same pay as an enlisted 
man of corresponding grade in Regular Army, at a rate equal 
to 25 per cent. of initial pay now provided by law for_en- 
listed men of corresponding grades of Regular Army: Pro- 
vided, That such enlisted man shall receive compensation 
herein provided if he shall haye attended not less than 48 
regular drills during any one year, and a propwtensse 
amount for attendance upon a lesser number of such drills, 
not less than 24; and no such enlisted man shall receive any 
part of said compensation except as authorized by this pro- 
viso and the three provisos next following: Provided further, 
That compensation provided herein shall be computed for 
semi-annual periods, beginning Jan. 1 and July 1 of each 
year, in proportion to number of drills attended; and no com- 
pensation shall be paid to any enlisted man for first semi- 
annual period of ng! year unless he shall have attended dur- 
ing said period at least 24 drills, but any lesser number of 
drills attended during said period shall be reckoned with the 
drills attended during second semi-annual period in computing 
compensation, if any, due him for that year: Provided fur- 
ther, That when any man enters into an enlistment other than 
an immediate re-enlistment he shall be entitled to propor- 
tional compensation for that year if during remainder of year 
he shall attend a number of drills whose ratio to 24 is not 
less than ratio of the part of year so served to whole year; 
and when any man’s enlistment shall expire compensation, if 
any, to which he may be entitled shall be determined in like 
manner: Provided further, That periods of any actual mili- 
tary duty equivalent to drills herein prescribed (except those 
a of service for which members of National Guard may 

ecome lawfully entitled to same pay as officers and enlisted 
men of corresponding grades in Regular Army) may be ac- 
cepted as service in lieu of such drills when so provided by 
Secretary of War. 

Amounts appropriated for this and last preceding sections 
shall be disbursed by Corps of Army, and disburse- 
ments under foregoing provisions of this section shall be 
made as soon as practicable after Dec. 31 and June 30 of 
each year upon authenticated pay rolls. Stoppages may be 
made against compensation payable to any officer or man 
hereunder to cover cost of — property lost or destroyed 
by and chargeable to such officer or man. Except as otherwise 
specifically provided herein, no money appropriated under 
provisions of this or last preceding section shall be paid to 
any person not on active list, nor to any person over 64 years 
of age, nor to any person who shall fail to qualify as to fit- 
ness for military service, nor to any state, territory, or dis- 
trict, or officer or enlisted man in National Guard thereof, 
unless and until such state, territory, or district provides by 
law that staff officers, including officers of Pay, Inspection, 
Subsistence, and Medical Departments, hereafer appointed 
shall have had previous military experience and shall hold 
their positions until age of 64 years, unless retired prior to 
that time by reason of resignation, disability, or for cause to 
be determined by court-martial, and that vacancies among 
said officers shall be filled by appointment from officers of 
Militia of such state, territory, or district. Preceding pro- 
viso shall not apply to any state, territory, or district until 
sixty days next after adjournment of next session of its 
legislature held after approval of this Act. 


DRAFT INTO FEDERAL SERVICE. 


Sec. 111. National Guard when drafted into Federal service. 
—When Congress shall have authorized use of armed land 
forces in excess of Regular Army, the President may draft 
into military service of U.S., to serve therein for period of 
war unless sooner discharged, any or all members of National 
Guard and of N.G. Reserve. All persons so drafted shall, 
from date of their draft, stand discharged from Militia, and 
be subject to laws and regulations for government of U.S. 
Army applicable to members of Volunteer Army, and shall be 
embodied in organizations corresponding as far as practicable 
to those of Regular Army or shall be otherwise assigned as 
President may direct. Commissioned officers of said organiza- 
tions shall be oy Sage from members thereof, officers not 
above colonel to be appointed by President alone, all other 
officers to be appointed by President and by and with advice 
and consent of Senate. Officers and men in service of U.S. 
under terms of this section shall have same pay and allow- 
ances as officers and men of Regular Army of same grades 
and same prior service. 

Sec. 112. Rights to pensions.—The pension laws are extended 
to cover the cases of officers or enlisted men of National 
Guard drafted into service of U.S. in time of war and dis- 
abled by reason of wounds or disability received or killed in 
active service in time of war. 

See. 113. Encouragement of rifle practice—The Secretary of 
War shall annually submit recommendations and estimates for 
establishment and maintenance of indoor and outdoor rifle 
ranges, under a comprehensive plan to ultimately provide ade- 
quate facilities for rifle practice in all sections of country, 
ranges to be open fur use by those in any branch of U.S. mili. 
tary or naval service and by all able-bodied males capable of 
bearing arms. The President may detail thereat capable offi- 
cers and non-coms. of Army and National Guard to duty as 
instructors. Where rifle ranges shall have been so established 
and instructors assigned, the Secretary of War shall issue 
standard military rifles and ammunition available for use in 
such rifle practice. 

Sec. 114. Temporary vacancies in Regular Army due to de- 
tails to National Guard.—In time of war temporary vacancies 
created in any grade not above colonel amonz commissioned 
personnel of any arm, staff corps or department of Army, 
through appointments of officers thereof to higher rank in 
organizations composed of members taken from National Guard, 
shall be filled by temporary promotions according to seniority 
in rank from officers holding commissions in next lower grade 
in said arm, staff corps or department, and all vacancies created 
in any grade by such temporary promotions shall be in like 
manner filled from, and thus create temporary vacancies in, 
next lower grade, and the vacancies that shall remain there- 
after in said arm, staff corps or department, and that cannot be 
filled by temporary promotions, as prescribed in this section, 
may be filled by temporary appointment of officers of such num- 
ber and grade or grades as shall maintain said arm, corps or 
department at the full commissioned strength authorized by 
law. In staff corps and departments subject to Secs. 26 and 
27, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, and acts amendatory thereof, temporary 
vacancies that cannot be filled by temporary promotions as 
hereinbefore prescribed shall be filled .by temporary details in 
manner prescribed in said Secs. 26 and 27, and acts amendatory 
thereof, and resulting temporary vacancies in branches of Army 
from which details shall be so made shall be filled as here- 
inbefore in this section prescribed. Officers temporarily pro- 
moted or appointed under terms of this section shall be pro- 
moted or appointed for terms that shall not extend beyond the 
war or passing of emergency for which additional forces were 
brought into the service of U.S., and at termination of war 
or passing of emergency said officers shall be discharged from 
positions held under their temporary commissions or appoint- 
ments, and officers detailed as herein authorized shall be re- 
lieved from temporary details. Officers temporarily promoted 
under the provisions of this section shall not vacate their 
permanent commissions nor be prejudiced in relative or lineal 
standing in Regular Army. 


Sec. 115 Physical examination.—Every officer and enlisted man 
of the National Guard who shall be called into service of U.S. 
as such shall be examined as to his physical fitness under 
regulations as President may prescribe without further com- 
mission or enlistment: Provided, That immediately preceding 
muster out of an officer or enlisted man called into active 
service of U.S. he shall be physically examined under rules 
prescribed by the President, and record thereof shall be filed 
and kept in War Department. 

Sec. 116. Non-compliance with Federal Act——Whenever an 
state shali, within a limit of time to be fixed by the Presi- 
dent, have failed ar refused to comply with or enforce any 
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requirement of this act, or any regulation promulgated there- 
under and in aid thereof by the President of Secretary of 
War, National Guard of such state shall be debarred, wholl 
or in part, as President may direct, from receiving from a 
any pecuniary or other aid, benefit or privilege authorized or 
provided by this act or any other law. 


Sec. 117. Applicable to land forces only.—The provisions of 
this act in respect to militia shall be applicable only to militia 
organized as a land force and not to Naval Militia, which shall 
consist of such part of the militia as may be prescribed by the 
President for each state, territory or district: Provided, That 
each state, territory or district maintaining a Naval Militia 
as herein prescribed may be credited to extent of number thereof 
ae that would otherwise be required by Sec. 62 of this 
act, 


Sec. 118. Necessary rules and regulations.—Are to be made 
by the President, who shall issue orders necessary for organi- 
zation, discipline and government of militia provided for in 
this act. 


Sec. 119. Annual estimates required.—The Secretary of War 
shall cause to be estimated annually amount necessary for carry- 
ing out provisions of this act relating to militia, and no money 
shall be expended under said provisions except as shall from 
time to time be appropriated for carrying them out. 


See. 120. Purchase or procurement of military supplies in 
time of actual or imminent ‘war.—Under this section, the Presi- 
dent may place orders for material directly through the head 
of any department, and if necessary take over control at a 
fair rental of any manufacturing plant equipped for producing 
munitions of war, and operate same for Government use. The 
Secretary of War shall also make, or cause to be made, a com- 
plete list of all privately owned plants in the U.S. equipped 
or capable of being transformed to manufacture arms or am- 
munition, or the component parts thereof. He shall obtain full 
and complete information regarding the kind of arms or am- 
munition, or the component parts thereof, manufactured or that 
can be manufactured by each such plant, the equipment in 
each plant, and maximum capacity thereof. The President is 
authorized, in his discretion, to appoint a Board on Mobilization 
of Industries Essential for Military Preparedness. 


Sec. 121. Investigation as to Government manufacture of arms, 
and so forth—The Secretary of War is authorized to appoint a 
board of five citizens (2 civilians and 3 Army officers) to 
investigate feasibility, desirabilty and practicability of the 
Government manufacturing arms, munitons, and equipment, 
showing in report comparative prices of arms, munitions, and 
eauipment manufactured in overnment plants and those 
manufactured in private plants, amount necessary to build 
and operate Government plants for manufacture of arms, 
munitions, and equipment; showing also what Government 
plants and arsenals are now doing, and what saving has 
accrued by reason of Government having manufactured a 
large part of its own arms, munitions, and equipment for last 
four years. The Secretary is directed to report to Congress 
on or before Jan. 1, 1917. 


Sec. 122. Investigation concerning medals of honor.—A board 
to consist of 5 general officers on retired list of Army shall 
be convened within 60 days after approval of this Act, for 
investigating and reporting upon past awards or issues of so- 
called Congressional medal of honor by or through War De- 
partment; this with a view to ascertain what medals of honor, 
if any, have been awarded or issued for any cause other than 
distinguished conduct by an officer or enlisted man in action 
involving actual conflict with an enemy by such officer or en- 
listed man or by troops with which he was serving at time 
of such action. And in any case in which said board shall 
find and report that said medal was issued for any cause 
other than that bereinbefore specified name of recipient of 
medal so issued shall be stricken permanently from official 
medal of honor list. It shall be a misdemeanor for him to 
wear or publicly display said medal, and, if he shall still 
be in the Army, he shall be required to return said medal to 
War Department for cancellation. Said board shall have full 
and free access to and use of all records pertaining to award 
or issue of medals of honor by or through War Department. 


Sec. 123. Procurement of gauyes, dies, jigs, and so forth, 
necessary for manufacture of arms.—The Secretary of War is 
authorized to procure gauges, dies, jigs, tools, fixtures, and 
other special aids and appliances, including specifications and 
drawings, necessary for immediate manufacture, by Govern- 
ment and private manufacturers, of arms, ammunition, and 
special equipment necessary to arm and equip land forces 
likely to be required by United States in time of war. In 
expenditure of any sums appropriated to carry out purposes 
of this section the existing laws prescribing competition in 
procurement of supplies by purchase shall not govern, when- 
ever in opinion of Secretary of War such action will be for 
best interest of public service. 


Sec. 124. Nitrate supply.—The President is hereby author- 
ized to make investigation to determine best, cheapest, and 
most available means for production of nitrates and other 
roducts for munitions of war and useful in manufacture of 
ertilizers and other useful products by water power or any 
other power, and is authorized to designate for exclusve use 
of U.S., site or sites, upon any navigable or non-navigable 
river or rivers or upon public lands, and is further authorized 
to construct, and operate, dams, locks, improvements to navi- 
gation, power houses, and other plants and equipment or 
other means than water power for generation of electrical or 
other power and for production of nitrates or other products 
needed for munitions of war and useful in manufacture of 
fertilizers and other useful products. The products of such 
plants shall be used for military and naval purposes to ex- 
tent that President may deem necessary, and any surplus not 
required shall be sold and disposed of under such regula- 
tions qs he may prescribe. The sum of $20,000,000 is ap- 
propriated, available until expended, to carry out the pur- 
poses herein provided for. The plant or plants provided for 
under this Act shall be constructed and operated solely by 
the Government and not in conjunction with any other in- 
dustry or enterprise carried on by private capital. 

Sec. 125. Protection of uniform.—It shall be unlawful for 
any person not an officer or enlisted man of U.S. Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps to wear prescribed uniform of the Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps, or any distinctive part of such uniform, or 
a uniform any part of which is similar to a distinctive part of 
the prescribed uniform of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps. Exceptions are made in the cases of N.G., Boy Scouts, 
Cadet Corps, of former officers on occasions of ceremony, and 
in various other cases, but it is provided further that uniforms 
worn by officers or men of National Guard, or by members of 
military societies or instructors and members of cadet corps, 
shall include some distinctive mark or insignia to be prescribed 
by Secretary of War to distinguish such uniforms from uni- 
forms of U.S. Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and members 
of military societies and instructors and members of cadet corps 
shall not wear insignia of rank prescribed to be worn by officers 
of U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or any insignia of rank 
similar thereto. : 

Sec. 126. On and after July 1, 1916, an enlisted man when 
discharged from the service, except by way of punishment for 
an offense, shall receive 3% cents per mile from place of his 
discharge to place of his acceptance for enlistment, enrollment 
or original muster into service, at his option: Provided, That 
for sea travel on discharge transportation and subsistence only 
shall be furnished to enlisted men. 

Sec. 127. Nothing in this act shall be held or construed so 
as to discharge any officer from the Regular Army or to de- 
prive him of the commission which he now holds therein. 

_ Sec. 128. All laws and parts of laws in so far as they are 
inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed.

“NAVAL COMMITTEE BUILDING PROGRAM. 


At the conclusion of the session of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs on May 18 the following announcement 
of the agreement on the building program for the Navy 


was given out: 
“For the purpose of further increasing the naval estab- 


lishment of the United States the President of the United 
States is hereby authorized to have constructed five battle 
cruisers carrying suitable armor and as powerful arma- 
ment as any other vessel of their class, to have the high- 
est practicable speed and greatest desirable radius of 
action, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to 


exceed $15,000,000 each. 

“Four scout cruisers, carrying suitable protection and 
armament suited to their size and type, to have the high- 
est practicable speed and greatest desirable radius of 
action, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to 
exceed $4,500,000 each. 

“Ten torpedoboat destroyers to have the highest prac- 
ticable speed and greatest desirable radius of action, to 
cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to exceed 

,000,000 each. 

“Twenty submarines, of which number three shall be 
of a surface displacement of about 800 tons each, to cost, 
exclusive of armor and armament, not to exceed $1,- 

000 each, and the remaining seventeen submarines 
shall be the best and most desirable and useful type of a 
submarine which can be procured at a cost, exclusive of 
armor and armament, not to exceed $625,000 each. 

“One hospital ship to cost not to exceed $2,250,000. 

“One fuel oil ship to cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, not to exceed $1,265,000. 

“One ammunition ship to cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, not to exceed $2,600,000.” :

SENATE DEBATE ON ARMY BILL. 


In the course of the debate on the conferees’ report 
of the Army Reorganization bill in the Senate on May 
17 vigorous attacks were made on the Mexican situation, 
the National Guard and the proposed government nitrate 
plant. The majority opinion voiced by the Senate was 
that the members voted for the bill, not because it pro- 
vided adequate military preparedness, but because it 
was better than nothing. ; 

Senator Fall, of New Mexico, made a spirited attack 
on the Government’s policy in Mexico, declaring that it 
had withdrawn patrols at the request of General Car- 
ranza, thus permitting the Columbus raid, and had shut 
its eyes to the negotiations going on between Mexican 
officials and a foreign government against the United 
States. He went on to express his belief that unless 
“we discharge our duty to the people of this country 
as we have not discharged it in the past we shall be com- 
pelled to abandon the only public policy whith we have 
inaugurated and followed since this Government was 
formed, together with our prestige on this continent, 
together with our ownership or control of our interests 
in the Panama Canal; that we shall be compelled to 
abandon the Monroe Doctrine or meet foreign legions 
on Mexican soil unless we perform our duty to Mexico 
at an early date, and to ourselves with reference to 
Mexico. 

“The Senator from Missouri,” Senator Fall continued, 
“has said that if, unfortunately, we should be compelled 
to discharge what I think to be our duty to Mexico and 
to ourselves by armed intervention, the troops we now 
have on Mexican soil and along the border would be 
available and amply sufficient in numbers. I presume 
he means amply sufficient with which to conquer Mexico. 
In my judgment he is entirely correct. Let alone, un-

This program was put through by strictly party vote, 
even the “small Navy” Democrats voting for every item 
in it. It is understood that they supported Chairman 
Padgett on this program because they feared that the 
larger Navy Democrats would form a combination with 
the Republicans and report a more adequate building pro- 
gram. Representative Stephens, of California, Britten, 
of Illinois, and Mudd, of Maryland, voted for ten battle 
cruisers and six battleships. All the Republicans voted 
for six battle Cruisers and two battleships. Representa- 
tive Farr, of Pennsylvania, Britten, Stephens and Mudd 
voted for seventy-eight submarines, and all the Republi- 
cans for twenty-five submarines. The Republicans made 
a fight to secure an increase upon every item in the build- 
ing program, but the Democrats voted solidly for every- 
thing that is adopted, from the five battle cruisers to the 
ammunition ship. Two gunboats, it develops, were on 
the Democratic program up to the day before the com- 
mittee voted. 

The five battle cruisers were the result of the compro- 
mise between the small and large Navy Democrats. There 
will be a bitter contest both on the floor of the House 
and in the Senate over a proposition to include two battle- 
ships in the program. The prediction is being made that 
the final outcome will be at least four battle cruisers and 
two battleships. It is possible that the five battle cruisers 
will be kept in the program in addition to two battleships. 

In addition to voting on the appropriation the mem- 
bers of the House voted unanimously to include in the 
Naval bill a resolution offered by Representative Hensley, 
of Missouri, authorizing the President, after the war in 
Europe ends, to invite all the great governments of the 
world to a conference for establishing some body that will 
act as a court of arbitration in international affairs and 
consider the question of disarmament. 
empowers the President to appoint nine citizens of the 
United States of “eminence in the law” to act as its 
representatives in such conference and provides $200,000 
for carrying out the purposes of the resolution. 

Secretary Daniels said of the action of the House: “Of 
course, I think it would have been best if the House 
Committee had reported the five-year program, but I 
understand that at no. time was it possible to secure the 
votes of a majority of the committee for this larger prop- 
osition. A very considerable number of the naval officers 
who testified before the committee showed that they 
favored building battle cruisers instead of battleships for 
a time owing to the pressing need of this type of ship, 
which represents the highest type of warship design. The 
opinion of the General Board, however, in which I con- 
cur, was that it was probably wiser to divide our new 
construction of capital ships this year between dread- 
noughts and battle cruisers. However, the need for these 
swift, huge, heavily-gunned ships is so pressing when we 
consider the other great navies of the world that I had 
far rather see the number I suggested increased than 
diminished. As I said at the time, the program I pre- 
sented to Congress represented a minimum and not a 
maximum of each type. I am sorry that the battleships 
were eliminated, and I would be gratified if they were re- 
stored before the bill came to the President. One thing 
about the committee’s report is extremly gratifying, and 
that is that members of the committee who voted for only 
one battleship last year this year voted for five battle 
cruisers.” 

Items in the naval budget already referred to in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL relating to appropriations for 
aeronautics, drydocks, ammunition for ships already au- 
thorized or built and reserve ammunition are provided 
for in the House bill. The increase in the personnel of 
the Navy by 13,500 men, remains in the budget and 3,000 
for the Marine Corps. The new battle cruisers are ex- 
pected to have a speed of thirty-five knots.

Senator Smith, of Michigan, declared a current report 
that the War Department had advance information of 
the raid at Columbus, N.M., and had not taken proper 
steps to prevent it should be investigated. Senator Fall 
agreed that the War Department should be interrogated 
on the subject and said he intended to address the Senate 
soon on the subject. 

Senator Borah made another severe attack on the 
National Guard, in the course of which he declared: “I 
have received some pleasant and some unpleasont corre- 
spondence on account of my opposition to thé National 
Guard. But I have received nothing but commendation 
from the enlisted men. The men who would do the 
fighting, if fighting had to be done,*don’t want to tap 
the Federal Treasury. What we have had here was an 
officers’ lobby.”” Senator Borah declared that to accept 
the National Guard as a Federal force would be “a step 
far more detrimental to this country in its final result 
than possibly could come from any danger of an invading 
army. Not meaning to attack the personal integrity 
or the patriotism of the individuals who compose the 
National Guard,” Senator Borah said, “I say that this 
bill will put 425,000 political agents on the government 
payroll, and these forces will be organized not by the 
military generals, but by the political generals of the 
country. I do not want to be responsible for having 
engrafted such a political military system on the National 
Government.” 

Opposition to the proposed government nitrate plant 
was voiced by Senator Lodge, who said it was intended 
rather for the development of a Southern water power 
than for the manufacture of gunpowder. Senator Stone 
said he was so anxious to see the nitrate provision enacted 
that he would almost be willing to agree to any size of 
Army necessary, but he insisted there was no need of 
an increased Army. 

Senator Brandegee, author of the amendment for a 
regular standing Army of 250,000 men at peace strength, 
which was rejected by the conference, declared that the 
English language was inadequate to express his disgust 
at the conference action, and said he hoped “the good 
Lord, who guards the drunkard and the fool, will save 
the nation.”

Major Peter Murray, 29th Inf., U.S.A., who is now 
on duty in the Canal Zone, was appointed command- 
ing officer of the Plattsburg camp on May 17 to succeed 
Major Harry Bandholtz, 30th Inf., U.S.A., who has 
been ordered to Mexico for duty with his regiment.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. William Pennock Rogers, U.S.A., retired, 
veteran of the Civil and Spanish Wars and of many In- 
dian campaigns, died at Washington, D.C., May 12. He 
was retired in 1903 on his own application, and since 
then had made his home in Washington. General Rogers 
was born in Maryland Sept. 16, 1842, and served as a 
corporal in Company H, 7th Maryland Volunteers, from 
Aug. 21, 1862,-to May 4, 1865. During his service in 
the Civil War he was engaged in the battle of Spott- 
sylvania Court House, where he was wounded and lost 
his left arm. He was appointed second lieutenant of 
the 44th U.S. Infantry in July, 1866, and was trans- 
ferred to the 17th Infantry in May, 1869. He was 
promoted first lieutenant in 1872; captain in 1884; 
major, 20th Infantry, in 1898; lieutenant colonel, 29th 


Infantry, in 1901; colonel, 30th Infantry, in 1902, and 
was appointed brigadier general April 30, 1903. After 
his appointment to a commission in the Regular Service 
he served at several posts in the South until March, 
1870, when he was ordered tp Cheyenne Agency, Dak., 
and other posts in the Indian country. He served with

River, Mont., guarding engineers of the N.P.R.R., serv- 
ing in Dakota to July, 1886. He was engaged, among 
other duties, with forces disarming and dismounting 
Sioux Indians at the Standing Rock Agency, Dak., and 
took part in an affair with a band of Sioux Indians 
under Chief Gall on Hart River, Dak. He also, among 
other duties, served in the field in Colorado. He served 
in Cuba during the Spanish War, and in the Philippines, 
where he participated in several battles, notably those of 
Guadaloupe, Pasig City and Cainton. General Rogers 
is survived by his wife. Since retirement he had been a 
resident of Washington and, under appointment by 
President Roosevelt, he served four years as deputy 
governor of the Soldiers’ Home at Washington. In 
1905-06 he served as assistant adjutant general of the 
Grand Army of the Republic on the staff of the then 
commander-in-chief, James Tanner. Funeral services 
were to be held at St. John’s Episcopal Church May 15. 
Interment was at Arlington National Cemetery with 
military honors. “The large number of floral tributes,” 
writes a friend, “festified to the great popularity of 
General Rogers, who was beloved by all who knew him. 
Taps was never sounded over a more loyal soldier, who 
was as modest as he was brave.” 


Lieut. Col. Albert B. Kauffman, U.S.A., retired, a 
veteran of the Mexican, Civil and Indian Wars, died 
in St. Louis, Mo., May 13, 1916. He was the father of 
Mrs. Ray W. Bryan, wife of Captain Bryan, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., and of Mrs. Reuben Taylor, wife of Lieutenant 
Taylor, 20th U.S. Inf. Colonel Kauffman was born in 
Pennsylvania Juiy 16, 1828, and first entered the Army 
as a private in Company D, 11th Infantry, March 18, 
1847. He rose to the rank of sergeant in that command, 
and next joined Company F, 6th Infantry, as a private 
in January, 1850, rising to the rank of first sergeant 
and remaining with that regiment until Nov. 21, 1859. 
He joined the 4th U.S. Cavalry as a private on Sept. 12, 
1860, and after rising to the rank of first sergeant was 
appointed a captain in the 11th Missouri Volunteer 
Cavalry, Sept. 14, 1863. He was promoted major in 
1865. Colonel Kauffman was appointed a first lieutenant 
in the Sth U.S. Cavalry July 28, 1866; was 
promoted to captain in 1869; major, 8th Cavalry, 
in February, 1891; was transferred to the 4th 
Cavalry in July, 1891, and was retired at his own 
request after forty years’ service Jan. 1, 1892. He 
was advanced to lieutenant colonel on the _ retired 
at his own request after forty years’ service Jan. 1, 1892. 
He was advanced to lieutenant colonel on the retired 
list April 23, 1904, for Civil War service. Besides 
taking part in the war with Mexico, Colonel Kauffman 
served on the western frontier against the Indians, and 
during the Civil War he took part in the battles of 
Wilson’s Creek, Shiloh, siege of Corinth, battles of Mur- 
freesboro and Franklin, and actions of Ringgold, Middle- 
ton and Shelvyville. His remains were buried with 
military honors at the National Cemetery, Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo., May 15, 1916. Capt. C. E. Stodter, 7th 
Cav., was in command of the escort, and the 15th Recruit 
Company, under Lieut. G. W. Harris, 28th Inf., con- 
stituted the firing detail. 

P.A. Engr. Rezeau B. Plotts, U.S.N., retired, who 
held the rank of lieutenant, died at his home, Worthing- 
ton, Minn., May 2, 1916. He was an early settler of 
Nobles county and a prime factor in the development 
of southern Minnesota. He was born at Mt. Holly, 
N.J., on Jan. 29, 1837, of good old Revolutionary stock. 
After his graduation from high school he learned the 
machinist’s trade. July 1, 1861, Lieutenant Plotts was 
appointed in the Navy, and participated in many hard 
fought engagements. He was retired Jan. 16, 1866, for 
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incapacity from an incident of the Service. In 1864 
he married in New Orleans, La., Miss Kate Slavin, 2 
native of Galveston, Texas. Mrs. Plotts died April 2, 
1885. To this union were born the following children: 
Emily C., Martha W., Lillian C., Nellie M., Philip E., 
John Manning and Walter J. Of these children_ five 
survive, viz., Emily C., Martha W., Lillian C., Nellie 
M. and Philip E. After being placed on the retired list 
Lieutenant Plotts went to Nobles county in 1872, 
settling on a farm in Elk Township, where he remained 
until February, 1877, when he moved to Worthington, 
where he has made his home ever since. He was a 
member of the Masonic order and was also a member 
of the G.A.R. The funeral took place under the auspices 
of the Masonic fraternity. 

Major Robert M. Moore, U.S.V., Spanish War, father 
of the wife of Lieut. Eugene Reybold, Coast Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., and of the wife of Lieut. John E. Sloan, Coast 
Art., U.S.A., died at Hastings, N.Y., May 13, 1916. 
Major Moore gained prominence through his work as a 
member of the Engineer Corps during the period of 
reconstruction in Cuba. He was sixty-eight years old. 
After being graduated from the Pennsylvania Military 
Academy he studied engineering and engaged in that 
profession. At the close of the Spanish War he became 
a consulting engineer for the Havana Electric Company, 
and until Jast year was in charge of its construction 
work. Major Moore leaves his wife, one son, Mr. George 
R. Moore, manager of the Havana Electric Company, 
and five daughters, Mrs. Reybold, wife of Lieut. Eugene 
Reybold, U.S.A.; Mrs. Sloan, wife of Lieut. John E.

Major Andrew Derrow, late of the 4th New Jersey 
Volunteers, passed away suddenly from. heart failure at 
his home, Paterson, J., on May 13, 1916. He had 
been connected with the National Guard of New Jersey 
for thirty-five years, being a member of Spanish War 
Veterans, S.O.V., and other military organizations. 

Mrs. Josephine Walsh Bates, wife of Capt. J. S. Bates, 
U.S.M.C., retired, died at Tucson, Ariz., on April 12. 

Mr. Edward M. Norton, father of Lieut. G. R. Norton, 
C.A.C., died at Allston, Mass., on May 13, aged sixty- 
eight years. 

Mrs. Mary Gray Dean, widow of Paymr. William W.

MAJOR JAMES T. MOORE, U.S.A. 


Major James T. Moore, 16th U.S. Inf., died at the 
base hospital, Fort Bliss, Texas, May 14, 1916, of 
peritonitis, following an operation for a gangrenous 
appendix. Major Moore was born Sept. 26, 1867, at 
Hartford, Conn. He was appointed to the U.S. Military 
Academy from Michigan and entered June 16, 1888. 
“Long before this time,’ writes a correspondent, “he 
had occupied positions of responsibility and trust, and 
had early developed those qualities of manliness and 
ability that subsequently distinguished his career as a 
cadet and as an officer. Handsome and soldierly, he had 
an unusually attractive personality and his friendships 
were strong and lasting. His skill in athletics made 
him a conspicuous member of the first West Point foot- 
ball team, and his poise and force of character made him 
a leading spirit in all cadet activities.” He was 
graduated June 16, 1892, and was assigned to the 3d 
Infantry. In 1897 he was detailed to the Infantry 
and Cavalry School, but his course was interrupted by 
the war with Spain. His promotion to be a first lieu- 
tenant came on April 26, 1898, and as such he accom- 
panied his regiment to Cuba, where he served with 
conspicuous gallantry and ability. He was recommended 
to be a captain by brevet for gallantry at El Caney. 
July 1, 1898. The recommendation was approved and 
his nomination was sent to Congress. 

Early in 1899 he went with his regiment to the Philip- 
pines and was actively engaged in extensive operations 
during the insurrection until August. 1901. “I deem it 
my duty,” wrote one of his commanding officers, “to call 
to his (the brigade commander’s) notice especially the 
excellent work done by Lieutenant Moore, battalion 
adjutant, 3d Brigade, who, while in command of the 
mounted scouts of the detachment, led the advance into 
Orani, Samal, Abucay and Balonga, on Dec. 5 and 6. 
and by his good judgment and intrepid conduct added 
greatly to the celerity and success of our movements.” 
On Feb. 2, 1901, he was promoted captain of the 27th 
Infantry and returned with this regiment to the Philip- 
pines Jan. 1, 1902. Shortly afterwards the Moro cam- 
paign presented tasks requiring courage and enterprise 
for which he was eminently fitted. His services aroused 


the admiration of his superiors and their reports aré 
generous in their commendation of his conduct. In 
recommending him to be a major by brevet, at the battle 
of Bayan, Lake Lanao, May 2, 1902, General Baldwin 
stated that Captain Moore “while leading his company 
to the charge personally advanced to the gate of the fort

and attempted to tear it down, thus setting an example 
to his men seldom excelled in dauntless and unflinching 
bravery. Captain Moore was wounded in this attempt 
to force an entrance to the fort.” 

He was regimental commissary from May 8 to Aug. 7, 
1902, and regimental adjutant from Feb. 7, 1903, to 
Oct. 1, 1906. Upon his relief from this duty the regi- 
mental commander expressed his appreciation of the 
faithful and efficient services performed by Captain 
Moore. In 1908 he accompanied the regiment to Cuba 
and served throughout the period of occupation. He 
conducted the Cuban rifle and pistol competition in 1908 
with such signal success that he was highly commended 
by the commanding general. He also performed the 
duties of judge advocate of the Army of Cuban Pacifica- 
tion with marked efficiency. Major Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry, commanding the Army of Cuban Pacification, 
said of him: “I regard him as one of the best all around 
officers in the Army. He has been tried in the field in 
war time and in various duties in peace time, and always 
comes up to the best requirements of the position he is 
assigned to. He is an unusually quiet officer with great 
force of character, unexceptionable habits, and in my 
opinion would be an ideal commandant of cadets. He 
is a fine tactician and drill master and is unusually 
well poised.” On July 2, 1912, he was detailed as a 
member of the General Staff, for which he“had been 
repeatedly recommended. He was assigned to the office 
of the Chief of Staff, and received a commendatory letter 
from the Chief of Staff when he was relieved Dec. 15, 
1912, by reason of the Act of Congress approved Aug. 4. 
1912. On Feb. 13, 1915, he was promoted major and 
assigned to the 16th Infantry, with which he served till 
he was detailed to the War College on Aug. 10, 1915. 
Here he maintained his reputation as an accomplished 
and zealous officer. When his regiment was ordered into 
Mexico he at once proceeded to join it, and he participated 
in the expedition up to the time of his fatal illness. 

He married Miss Mary Mason, the daughter of the late 
Col. E. C. Mason, U.S.A. His widow and one son, 
Kenneth, who is a cadet at the U.S. Military Academy, 
survive him. “As an officer and as a man,” writes a 
friend, “he fulfilled the highest ideals. His record will 
remain a cherished possession of the Service which he 
honored and an inspiration to those who come after him. 
To the friends who loved him and to the bereft family 
his life has been a benediction. His untimely death 
deprives the Army of one of its most brilliant officers, 
and, while his career has been filled with distinction, 
had he lived he would have achieved the highest honors 
in the profession that he loved and to which he gave 
his life.’ Interment will be at West Point, N.Y., on 
Saturday, May 20.

The new emergency ration for the U.S. Army, a con- 
tract for 10,000 of which was recently made by the War 
Department, is in the form of a cracker and is composed 
of flour and lean beef in equal quantities with one-half 
as much dried milk. To this will be added a little invert 
sugar, probably intended as a “binder,” and will have 
the effect, it is anticipated, of rendering the cracker 
substance less likely to crumble, in addition to which 
the invert sugar has restorative qualities which will add 
to the value of the emergency ration as a sustaining 
provision. ‘The keeping qualities of the new ration are 
as yet to be tested, but its nutritive qualities after tests 
by experts are said to be satisfactory. 

The War Department has contracted for twenty-five 
rolling kitchens, and these will be tried out on the Texas 
border and in Mexico. These kitchens are mounted on 
two wheels and are of two-mule power. For some five 
years past the Tist N.Y. has been provided with rolling 
kitchens, the invention of Captain True, and they have 
given every satisfaction under the most severe tests of 
weather and terrain. They have never failed to have 
hot meals for troops at the end of a march or whenever 
needed. The kitchens of the 71st N.Y. also have the addi- 
tional advantage of having a fireless cooker, in addition 
to an oven. Hot coffee or stew can be served at all times. 


It is reported at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., that three 
captains of the Army School of the Line class are to be 
tried by court-martial. These officers, it is said, were not 
granted diplomas when the other members of the class 
ewere graduated. “The three captains are charged,” says 
the Times of Leavenworth, “with tracing a map of the 
Fort Leavenworth reservation from an old drawing and 
handing it in as their own individual work. It is said 
that they went out on a map problem with a lieutenant of 
a foreign army attending school one day early last week 
and that night all four of them turned in perfect maps. 
The maps of this group were so fine that it attracted un- 
usual attention from the instructors and also aroused 
their suspicions. The following day it is said the four 
officers were detailed to go out again under the guidance 
of a member of the college staff when they turned in 
maps that were not nearly so good, and showing much 
less skill. An investigation followed and it is now re- 
ported that one of the officers has acknowledged that 
their first maps were not entirely of their own drawing.”

A YARN OF THE U.S.S. MICHIGAN. 


The recent accident which caused the battleships South 
Carolina and Michigan to foul one another while off the 
Atlantic coast a few weeks ago brings to light aa amusing 
story, the principal character in which is the proverbial 
Jack Tar. 

It seems that the next day after the South Carolina 
had filled her bunkers the collier which coaled her failed 
to remove all of the wheelbarrows used in rendering this 
service.

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The bill, S. 1417, passed by the Senate and now before 
the House, which provides for the construction of a 
government armor plant, is not based on the sound 
principle of preparedness. It is not in harmony with 
the plans to organize the resources of the country behind 
the Army and the Navy. No objections can be made 
to the efforts to secure armor plate at the lowest price. 
This policy should be pursued in purchasing all muni- 
tions of war, but the Administration has rejected the 
plan which gives to the Government the power to fix 
prices. Under this proposal the Government would be 
protected against any extortions from an armor trust 
and at the same time it would not be compelled to invest 
millions in a doubtful experiment. The experience of 
the Government at its arsenals demonstrates that Con- 
gress will not permit the authorities to conduct these 
concerns along modern business methods. But aside 
from an economic feature of a government armor plant, 
it is a dangerous policy from a military standpoint to 
attempt to manufacture munitions of war on an extensive 
scale. European couuntries are inclined to subsidize 
the manufacturers of the munitions of war instead of 
discouraging them. If any country could monopolize 
the manufacture of munitions of war its military power 
would be greatly increased. With a well balanced army 
and navy and the control of the manufacture of muni- 
tions, a nation would be in an almost impregnable posi- 
tion. It is, therefore, a part of sound military policy to 
encourage the private manufacture of munitions. The 
Tilson amendment of the Army Reorganization bill, 
embodied in Section 123 of the bill, is a step in the right 
direction. Under it the Government is to furnish private 
concerns patterns, dies, jigs and other appliances so that 
they can immediately take up the manufacture of muni- 
tions in the event of war. It would bankrupt any 
government to maintain plants that would produce all 
the munitions required for a great war, and as a matter 
of economy in a larger sense and sound military policy 
we should encourage rather than discourage private 
concerns in the manufacture of war supplies.

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Vice Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., commanding 
the First Division of the Atlantic Fleet, has been selected 
as commander-in-chief to relieve Admiral Frank F. 
Fletcher on June 19 next. This announcement, made 
by Secretary of the Navy Daniels on May 18, will be 
a pleasing one to the Navy, and at the same time it 
places an officer of ripe experience and unquestioned 
ability at the head of the most important unit of the 
U.S. Navy. Vice Admiral Mayo, who will have the, rank 
of admiral while holding office, is the twelfth senior flag 
officer on the active list, and is in his fifty-sixth year. 
He is not due to retire until Dec. 8, 1918. He entered 
the Naval Academy June 14, 1872, and has had over 
twenty-five years of sea service and sixteen years of 
shore duty. In announcing the selection of Vice Admiral 
Mayo, Mr. Daniels said he had previously consulted 
with Admiral Fletcher regarding it. What post will 
be given to Admiral Fletcher has not been announced, 
but Mr. Daniels said that he will be ordered to shore 
duty in some important capacity. The Secretary spoke 
of his high opinion of Admiral Fletcher and of the 
service which he has rendered the fleet during the year 
and nine months that he has served as its commander- 
in-chief. Under Admiral Fletcher’s command the fleet 
has been maintained at a high state of efficiency. He 
assumed command of the Atlantic Fleet Aug. 1, 1912. 
Vice Admiral Mayo’s prompt and firm action in the 
Tampico affair, where he made a demand upon Huerta 
for an apology for disrespect shown to the American flag, 
is well known. He faced a very trying situation at 
Tampico when the Mexicans menaced American citizens 
there. 








The U.S.S. Bridge, which has been under construction 
at the Boston Navy Yard and was launched May 18, has 
a displacement of 8,500 tons, length 423 feet, mean draft 
20 feet 8 inches, speed 14 knots. Limit of cost, $1,- 
425,000. The slip used in the construction of this supply 
ship will be utilized for future building of naval craft in 
the Boston Navy Yard. Secretary Daniels sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Captain Rush at the navy yard, Bos- 
ton, Mass.: “It is with much regret that I am compelled 
by other urgent and less pleasant official duties to be 

_absent from the ceremonies ,incident to the launching of 
the U.S.S. Bridge under construction at the Boston Navy 
Yard. I congratulate you and the force under your com- 
mand upon the excellent progress made in the construc- 
tion of this, the first steel vessel of 8,500 -tons to be 
built at the Boston Navy Yard, and which is a_ large 
advance in ship conStruction as compared to the U.S.S. 
Cumberland, a sailing training vessel of 1,800 tons dis- 
placement and 177 feet in length, and the largest vessel 

’ previously built at the Boston Navy Yard. I believe the 
progress in the construction of the Bridge at Boston jus- 
tifies the policy of increasing new construction by navy 
yards, and will undoubtedly result in continued | utiliza- 
tion of the full facilities of the Boston Navy Yard for 

ship construction and justify their enlargement.” 





While it is stated that Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
Chief of Staff, made much progress in straightening out 
the Mexican situation, it is evident that the Administra- 
tion is far from being satisfied with conditions on the 
border. One of the recent developments which indicates 
that the Administration is tightening its grip upon Car- 
ranza is the embargo which has been placed upon 
ammunition. Under existing orders only a limited 
amount of explosives is allowed to pass into Mexico, 
and this is for mining companies. The authorities have 
put into effect as stringent regulations relative to the 
exportation into Mexico as the Allies have on the ex- 
portation of food products into Germany. The entire 
situation, it is stated, has been placed in the hands of 
General Funston. He and General Scott showed such 
ski in handling the factions that all of the civilian 
authorities in Mexico have been ordered to report to 
General Funston. On May 8 American consuls and vice 
consuls at Chihuahua, Juarez, Nogales, Durango, Aguas- 
calientes and Monterey were ordered to El Paso to confer 
with the General. It was announced that the purpose 
of the order is to provide for a closer co-operation

between the United States civil and military authorities 


in watching developments in the border regions. This is 
taken to indicate that the Government has placed in the 
hands of General Funston the entire problem, and that 
largely upon his recommendation will it decide when 
the troops ate to be withdrawn from Mexico. 
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Representative Montague on May 17 introduced a bill, 
H.R. 15736, to provide for aviation in the Coast Guard, 
to maintain aviation stations, not exceeding ten in 


number, on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Great Lakes, and to detail for aviation 
duty in connection therewith officers and enlisted men 
of the U.S. Coast Guard. At one of these stations there 
may be instituted a school for instruction in aeronautics. 
At request of Secretary of Treasury, the Secretaries of 
War and Navy are authorized to receive officers and 
enlisted men of Coast Guard for instruction in aviation 
at any aviation school maintained by the Army or Navy; 
officers and men of Coast Guard for aviation duty shall 
receive same percentages of increases in pay and allow- 
ances as prescribed for officers and men of Navy for 
aviation duty. 





— 
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There will be considerable opposition to the provision 
in the Naval Appropriation bill which provides for the 
appointment of thirty civilian engineers to the line of 
the Navy annually for ten years. This opposition 
developed in the House Committee on Naval Affairs when 
it was adopted, and it will be stronger when the bill 
reaches the Senate. While there is at present a shortage 
of engineer officers, some of the more influential members 
of the House and Senate who have been interested in 
Navy affairs for years are opposed to the principle of 
going outside of the Naval Academy to secure officers 
for the Navy. It is contended that civilian expects will 
not fit into the naval organization and that all officers, 
even of the staff, should be graduates of the Naval 
Academy.

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Senator Poindexter has introduced the bill, S. 6046, 
authorizing the Secretary of War, upon the request of 
the governor of a state, to designate one or more com- 
missioned officers of the U.S. Army to co-opesate with 
the school authorities of the state in the establishment 
and proper conduct, in any of the public schools of the 
state, of the so-called Wyoming plan of military and 
physical training according to the system prepared by 
Lieut. E. Z. Steever, U.S.A., and recommended by the 
War College Division of the General Staff Corps, which 
was read twice and referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs. 
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A bill, H.R. 15731, was introduced in the House of 
Representatives on May 17 by Mr. Riordan giving chief 
warrant officers, six years from the date of their com- 
mission, the pay and allowances now and_ hereafter 
allowed a lieutenant (junior grade), U.S. Navy, and 
twelve years from the date of their commissions the pay 
and allowances of a lieutenant, U.S. Navy. The bill 
also provides that warrant officers shall be allowed such 
leave of absence, with full pay, as is now or may here- 
after be allowed other officers of the U.S. Navy, and 
gives them heat and light allowances. 








The claim of Lieut. W. E. Dorman, 4th Cav., for 
$123.45 for payment for private property stored by that 
officer and lost by the storage company is a justifiable 
one, in the opinion of the Judge Advocate General. The 
property has been proved to be useful, necessary and 
entirely proper for Lieutenant Dorman, and the loss of 
it was not due to carelessness or neglect on his part. 
The Judge Advocate General recommends that Lieu- 
tenant Dorman be reimbursed for the sum mentioned.

G.O. 16, APRIL 26, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

This order publishes the pressetings of the G.C.M. con- 
vened at San Francisco, Cal., in October, 1915, of which 
Brig. Gen. W. L. Sibert was president, and Capt. John T. 
Geary, Coast Art. Corps, was judge advocate for the trial of 
Lieut. Col. Lewis E. Goodier, judge advocate, U.S.A. The 
charge was ‘‘conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline.’’ 

The details of this case were referred to in our issue of 
April 22, page 1086. 

The accused was found guilty of the charge and was sen- 
tenced to be reprimanded. 


President Wilson, under date of April 17, 1916, issued 
the following orders on the case: 
‘‘In the foregoing case of Lieut. Col. Lewis E. Goodier, 


judge advocate, the sentence is approved. The findings of the 
court presented for the consideration of the approving au- 
= in connection with the reprimand to be imposed, these 
acts: 

‘‘Lieutenant Colonel Goodier was, at the times alleged in 
the several specifications upon which he was tried and con- 
victed, on duty as judge advocate at the headquarters of the 
Western Department at San Francisco, Cal. These head- 
quarters exercised general court-martial jurisdiction over the 
Signal Corps Aviation School at San Diego, Cal. While so 
serving, he received from certain junior officers belonging to 
said school, through his son, Lieut. L Goodier, jr., Signal 
Corps, then undergoing treatment at the Letterman General 
Hospital at the Presidio of San Francisco, a letter requesting 
advice as to whether the commanding officer of said school, 
Capt. Arthur S. Cowan, could be tried for false official state- 
ments in signing certificates that he was an actual flier of 
heavier-than-air craft. Responding directly to said request, 
he entered into a correspondence with representatives of this 
group of young officers, in the course of which he suggested 
that the facts be gotten together and submitted to him for 
consideration; advised them of the secret methods he was 
compelled to employ for fear that what he was doing might 
‘get noised abroad and pressure applied to some of you to 
compel you to go back and sit down,’ thereby casting doubts 
upon the fairness and good faith of military authority superior 
both to the group of young officers addressed by him and to 
himself; referred to the strange influence which the command- 
ing officer of said school seemed to be able to wield, presum- 
ably with superior authority; transmitted to them a set of 
charges against the commanding officer, including additional 
charges which had not been contemplated by this group of 
young officers, and advised them that there could be no objec- 
tion whatever ‘if two or three or more of you signed the 
charges,’ adding, ‘If all of you would put your names to 
them it would be better yet, because it would show that you 
were all standing together and nothing could be imputed to 
one that would not also apply to all; * * * the more I 
think of it the better the idea of several or all signing looks 
to me.’ He expressed doubt as to the wisdom of presenting 
the charges he transmitted to Captain Foulois, the next senior 
to the commanding officer, but added, ‘You might all sign 
the charges, then take them to Foulois and give him a chance 
to join with you and get aboard, telling him that if he don’t 
care to he need not,’ but counselled that they must take the 
responsibility of deciding whether they would ‘put it up to 
F to take the initiative and stand the odium and the brunt of 
the assault upon the sacred O.,’ meaning thereby an 
assault upon the commanding officer of said school. He recom- 
mended that a copy of the Saye be mailed to department 
headquarters before the original was handed to said com- 
manding officer or his adjutant. The quoted language is in- 
disputably proven by the introduction of the original letters 
of ita Colonel Goodier, read in evidence without ob- 
jection. 

‘“‘The accused defended primarily on the ground that the 
case. was to be treated as a request of young officers of the 
Army stationed within the department for legal advice and 
as a compliance with that request, insisted that he was func- 
tioning within proper limits when he responded to this re- 
quest in the manner and form shown by the letters, and dis- 
claimed malice against Captain Cowan. It is true that there 
was a request of this general character and compliance there- 
with, but the facts of the case are not thus limited. The lan- 
guage employed by Lieutenant Colonel Goodier, quoted above, 
is not simply the language of legal advice, but normally im- 
ports animus toward and distrust of established military au- 
thority. It breathed a spirit of secret concerted attack or, 
to use the language of the accused, ‘assault’ upon an officer 
entrusted by superior authority with the command of an im- 
portant post, leaving even the department commander ignorant 
of the course he was pursuing. Addressed, as this language 
was, to a group of young and inexperienced officers of from 
four to six and a half years’ service, there can be no ques- 
tion of the grave irregularity and impropriety of such a 
course. It was language in which actual mutiny might con- 
ceivably have its beginnings. 

‘‘Upon the receipt of the request of these young officers for 
advice, the duty of Lieutenant Colonel Goodier was plain. 
Considering the unusual disciplinary situation at said avi- 
ation school, which was clearly shown to have been well 
within the knowledge of Lieutenant Colonel Goodier, he might 
well have declined to be approached through the non-official 
and confidential channel these young officers employed. Fail- 
ing to adopt this course, he should have laid the facts, so far 
as known to him, before the commanding general of the de- 
partment, whose staff officer he was, that the complaint 
might be fully and impartially investigated and that such 
action as proved desirable might be taken formally and openly. 
The judge advocate of a department is the legal adviser of 
his commanding general. To him are referred questions per- 
taining to courts-martial of officers and enlisted men both be- 
fore and after trial. It is he who reviews the proceedings 
of all military courts and advises the department commander, 
who is in a sense a court of appeal, as to the action to be 
taken thereon. He may not properly occupy any relation to 
disciplinary matters arising within the command which would 
impair his relation of legal adviser to the department com- 
mander without the department commander’s assent. While 
occupying that quasi-judicial position Lieutenant Colonel 
Goodier did not refrain from giving his secret counsel to a 
group of officers seeking to bring their commanding officer to 
trial and punishment. The court could not do otherwise than 
find, as it did, that Lieutenant Colonel Goodier’s action ‘was 
subversive of and to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline.’ Such a course as he pursued in this case would 
be reprehensible in any officer under any conditions. It was 
particularly reprehensible and gravely censurable in an officer 
whose official relations required him to protect and conserve 
proper standards of discipline.’’

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PORTSMOUTH NAVY YARD. 
Portsmouth, N.H., May 16, 1916. 

The smelting plant at this yard, which has now been in 
operation about a year, has proved a success beyond all expecta- 
tions. From September, 1915, to May 1, 1916, about 2,000,000 
pounds of scrap metal has been pigged and turned in to the 
supply officer for issue to the manufacturing departments at the 
various yards, representing a value of $480,000, with an out- 
lay of less than. $11,000, including labor, loss of metal in melt- 
ing, fuel, crucibles, ete. When early last year, due to war 
conditions abroad, copper, tin, zinc, aluminum and lead began 
to soar in price, the Navy Department found that the Ports- 
mouth Yard was the best equipped to melt up and pig Navy 
scrap metal, as it had an old foundry not in use, with a fairly 
good equipment, comprising fourteen crucible furnaces, one 
reverbatory furnace and one cupola furnace, with other neces- 
sary appliances which could be put into operation without 
delay and at insignificant expense, the entire outfit representing, 
with the building, a plant cost of probably $100,000. Formerly 
all this scrap metal was disposed of by sale to the highest bidder 
or by contract with a. commercial smelting concern, who agreed 
to return to the Government a certain percentage by weight 
in copper, zinc and tin. For the past three years no non- 
ferreous metals of any kind have been sold, and results obtained 
at the Portsmouth Navy Yard smelting plant, where all the 
Navy Department’s scrap is now pigged, show that on 2,000,000 
pounds of scrap reworked the Government lost ‘under contract 
method about 700,000 pounds, whereas if this scrap had been 
melted and pigged at the Portsmouth plant under present meth- 
ods the loss would have been reduced to 100,000 pounds. 
During the past year the Navy Department has made a re- 
use of about 4,000,000 pounds of scrap copper composition and 
brass at the various navy yard foundries. On this re-use of 
non-ferreous scrap alone the Government has in one year saved 
$370,000 over and above what it would have received under 
the former plan of disposition. There has also been recovered 
about 75,000 pounds of anti-friction metal at a cost of one 
cent per pound, worth new ten cents a pound, representing a 
saving of $28,000. In the past obsolete tail shafts were sold 
as scrap at $11 per ton. They are now cut into mine rings 
worth $260 per ton. The total value of these shafts cut for 
this purpose during the year has been about $39,000 against 
a scrap value of $1,650. This salvage of old material has 
been further extended to include the handling of tools too 
worn by use to meet the demands of fine work, but by small 
outlay readily put in shape for rough work at some of the 
yards. Motors which were formerly scrapped are now sent to 
this yard for repairs and turned into store for navy yard use. 
It is anticipated that a large return will be made under this 
plan as ship motors, whose requirements entail the hardest kind 
of service, can be made serviceable for shore work, which is 
much less exacting in its demands and offers a greater diversity 
of size and weight for particular service. A method has also 
been found to handle the Tobin brass bronze scrap, of which 
so much is used by the Navy Department. Under this plan a 
saving of twenty-nine cents per pound is made, and the Gov- 
ernment has had returned to it Tobin bronze in rods, pound for 
pound of scrap.

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ARMY REORGANIZATION ADOPTED. 

The Army Reorganization bill as finally agreed upon 
in conference appears on pages 1218-1223. It has been 
accepted by the Senate, and as the House is not likely 
to object nor the President to refuse to sign it we may 
deal with it as representing what is in store for the 
military Service. 

The new bill is far from satisfactory in its provision 
for an increase of the Army, but this is a defect that 
can be remedied by the Congress that is to follow this 
on the 4th of next March, if meanwhile the growing de- 
mand for preparedness shall convince our new legisla- 
tors of the necessities of the case. The requirement that 
the increase in the Army called for shall be made in 
increments can also be repealed. The present difficulty 
is in the unwillingness of young Americans to enlist. The 
flexibility of the enlistment provisions of the bill are 
expected to encourage enlistments, in view of the experi- 
ence of the Navy that the policy of making it easier to 
secure discharges increases enlistments and lessens deser- 
tions. There will be less hesitation on the part of free 
spirited young Americans to enlist when they find that 
there is some more honorable way of escaping service than 
desertion. 

The new bill makes it possible for a man to pass into 
the reserve after one year of efficient service with the 
colors. This may meet the case of the students who, dur- 
ing the Plattsburg encampment, declared their willing- 
ness to enlist for one year of intensified training in the 
Army with the possibility of securing a commission. 

It remains to be seen whether the employment of post- 
masters as recruiting agents will popularize the Service. 
The effect of this provision should be to extend to all sec- 
tions of the country a knowledge of and an interest in 
the Army, which is now wanting. This will tend to dis- 
pel the ignorance concerning the military service which 
accounts, in large measure, for the popular hostility to 
it. Recruiting officers have heretofore regarded the post- 
masters as hostile to enlistments. The vocational train- 
ing feature of the bill also requires to be tested before 
passing judgment upon it. -The fact that military service 
itself is an education is not understood in this country 
as it is abroad, where an honorable discharge from the 
army is a passport to civil employment. Even during 
the war the German government is keeping up the educa- 
tional features of service in the army. Under this bill, 
the Secretary of War is authorized to employ civilian 
teachers to assist Army officers in the instruction of en- 
listed men, and it is proposed to set aside so many hours 
for educational purposes and to give the enlisted men an 
opportunity to take vocational training. 

The bill does not provide sufficient forces to organize 
the divisions its calls for, but it is a great gain to 
have the necessity for a divisional organization recog- 
nized. The War College in discussing this feature of 
Army legislation says: “The smallest independent unit in 
which all of the various arms are found represented in 
modern armies is one of approximately 20,000 men, 
called the infantry division in our field service regula- 
tions. For the proper and efficient strategical, tactical 
and administrative handling of divisions and larger units, 
including their supply, certain general officers, and a tech- 
nical and administrative staff, adjutant, inspector, judge 
advocate, quartermaster, and ordnance officers are added 
to assist the commanding general. All these various staff 
officers are necessary cogs in the wheel.” 

Another function of the Army which is as important 
as any other is its use as a model and a training force 
for the citizen soldiers. Not only the officers and non- 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army, but the dif- 
ferent organizations of it should be employed in training 
citizen soldiers. The officers of the Army make military 
science their profession and keep pace with the develop- 
ment of the science of warfare in other countries. For 
this reason the bill very wisely provides for an increase 
in the strength of the General Staff, the chief function 
of which is to perfect the organizations of the Army and 
to prepare plans for the creation of an effective reserve 
of citizen soldiers. 

Practically all that the bill does toward creating a 
force of citizen soldiers is to authorize the states to raise 
a Militia force of between 400,000 and 500,000 men. 
There is a provision to encourage the development of the 
Plattsburg military training camp idea, but all the money 
that is spent in this direction does not give the country a 
dependable force of reserves. There is a provision which 
the framer of the bill declares authorizes the Federal 
Government to draft tthe National Guardsmen, but the 
constitutionality of this is questioned. Even admitting 
that the National Guardsmen could be called into service 
this will not give the country over 500,000 or 600,000 
partially trained reserves. In a war with a great Power, 
Congress will be called upon to think in millions. Even 
if the fondest hopest of the advocates of the National 
Guard legislation are realized, we will still be far from 
possessing anything like an adequate force of trained 
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citizen soldiers. This can be obtained only through uni- 
versal military training in some form, and the advo- 
cates of preparedness will soon be knocking at the doors 
of Congress for legislation of this character. China and 
the United States are the only countries that are depend- 
ing upon paid soldiers for national defense. England has 
been forced to abandon this false system, and it is not 
probable that it ever will return to it after the experi- 
ence of the European war.

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CONFERENCE CHANGES IN ARMY BILL. 


The provision for a Volunteer Aymy was stricken 
from the Senate amendment, as was that for a reserve 
army through training in schools. The provision for 
vocational training of enlisted men was modified so as 
to give to the Secretary of War full discretion as to the 
hours of instruction and training. The organizations 
provided for in the Senate amendment were accepted 
by the House. The Senate accepted the provision of the 
House bill for seven medical officers for every 1,000 
enlisted men. The Ordnance Department is provided 
for as in the House bill. The Signal Corps is increased 
and the aviation section of the corps is also increased. 
The Senate accepted the House provision as to the 
Ordnance Department, as to veterinarians, and as to 
Porto Rico Regiment. The House accepted the number 
of detached officers provided for in the Senate amend- 
ment for duty with the N.G. and other detached duty. 
The House accepted the provision for the retirement 
of the officers of the Philippine Scouts. 

The Senate accepted the House provision as to the 
organization and federalization of the National Guard, 
with the exception that the oath of commissioned officers 
and enlisted men of the National Guard is the same as 
is provided for in the Senate amendment and the section 
of the Senate amendment with regard to the adjutants 
general of the states is incorporated in the bill. The 
nitrate proposition as it passed the House was agreed 
to by the Senate without change. 

There is retained in the bill the House provision for 
the utilization and mobilization of the industries of the 
country in time of war, and also the House provision 
providing for a board of five citizens to investigate and 
report upon the practicability of the Government manu- 
facturing arms, munitions and equipment. Also the 
provision authorizing the Secretary of War to purchase 
or otherwise procure gauges, dies, tools and fixtures, 
known as the Tilson amendment. 

Military camps, such as that at Plattsburg, are given 
an official status by Section 54 of the bill. The provision 
has many of the essentials of Section 56 of the Senate 
bill, known as the Volunteer Army provision, which was 
not adopted, with the exception that the business men and 
students who take the training will not receive pay, but 
their transportation to and from camp, their uniforms, 
arms, subsistence and medical attendance are provided for. 
The Secretary of War is authorized to prescribe the 
course of instruction, training and the terms of enlist- 
ment. The authorities who have given the section a 
casual examination have about reached the conclusion 
that the President could organize a Volunteer Army 
under it. Some of them are inclined to believe that it is 
an improvement over the system for raising Volunteers 
in time of peace that was provided for in the Garrison 
Continental Army plan, or in Section 56 of the Senate 
bill. This part of the bill is very elastic in that it gives 
the Secretary of War authority not only to prescribe 
terms of the enlistment, but the length of the period that 
a camp should be held. Thus he can arrange the differ- 
ent camps to suit local conditions and the convenience of 
the students. He is authorized to use military reserva- 
tions for the camp and to assign Regular officers and 
enlisted men as instructors.

ARMY PROMOTIONS IN PROSPECT. 


The question as to who will be promoted when the 
Army Reorganization bill goes into effect will depend 
to a certain extent upon the construction of some of the 
provisions of the bill by the Judge Advocate General 
and upon the operations of the detached service list. As 
a general proposition it can be stated that at the end 
of five years the junior majors of Infantry, Cavalry and 
Coast Artillery will have about the same length of ser- 
vice. The increase in the Field Artillery has been so 
large that promotion will be more rapid in this arm 
than in any other. Figures as to promotions resulting 
under the provisions of the bill are of course tentative. 

If the provision under which the number of medical 
officers is fixed at seven to every 1,000 enlisted men of 
the Army goes into effect immediately there will be 
about 361 vacancies in the Army Medical Corps on 
July 1. There is some doubt as to just when this pro- 
vision takes effect and the question will probably be 
submitted to the Judge Advocate General. The bill sets 
forth that unless otherwise provided the increase in the 
Army shall be made in five annual increments. The 
Medical Corps provision simply sets forth the ratio of 
officers to enlisted men, without any reference to incre- 








ments. This would appear to make the change effective 
immediately. On this basis there should be about 805 


Medical Corps officers in the Army, while at present there 
are 444 on the active list after deducting the Reserve 
Corps officers on active duty. Although the distribution 
of officers among different grades has not yet been worked 
out accurately, it is roughly estimated that if the law 
goes into effect immediately by July 1 there will be 
created eleven additional colonels, twenty additional lieu- 
tenant colonels and ninetv-two additional majors. The 


rest of the increase will be distributed among captains 
and lieutenants. , 
Following is a tentative working out of the promotions 


on July Vv, based on expert knowledge, but received just 
as we go to press and possibly subject to slight revision: 

It is estimated that there will be 1,700 promotions 
in the Army effective July 1, under the first increment 
provided by the Army bill. This takes in all of the 
second lieutenants who are additional officers; in the 
Engineer Corps, at least 2 lieutenant colonels, 4 majors, 
8 captains and 26 first lieutenants; in the Ordnance, 
1 colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 3 majors, 3 captains 
and 38 first lieutenants. 

It has been figured out that the promotions will in- 
clude one brigadier general to major general and five 
colonels to brigadier general. In the Infantry, 21 lieu- 
tenant colonels to colonel; 38 majors to lieutenant 
colonel; 86 captains to major; 356 first lieutenants to 
captain; all second lieutenants to first lieutenant. In 
the Cavalry, 24 lieutenant colonels to colonel; 31 majors 
to lieutenant colonel; 51 captains to major; 165 first 
lieutenants to captain; 285 second lieutenants to first 
lieutenant. In the Coast Artillery, 60 lieutenant colonels 
to colonel; 13 majors to lieutenant colonel; 32 captains 
to major; 130 second lieutenants to first lieutenant. 

The Field Artillery promotion depends upon the num- 
ber of three-battalion regiments created. It is stated 
that only the two three-battalion regiments, to be attached 
to Cavalry divisions, will be created. In that event 60 
lieutenant colonels will be advanced to colonel; 10 majors 
to lieutenant colonel; 20 captains to major; 77 first 
lieutenants to captain; and all second lieutenants to 
first lieutenants. 

These promotions will become due July 1 on first 
increment. The promotions in the Staff departments 
will depend largely upon action of department chiefs. 
Under the bill officers now on duty in bureaus can be 
retained, after they are promoted in the line, as extra 
officers in staff departments until the end of their details. 

On July 1 there will be added to the Adjutant General’s 
Department 2 lieutenant colonels, 4 majors; to the Judge 
Advocate General’s’ Department, 4 lieutenant colonels, 
3 majors; to the Quartermaster Corps, 1 colonel, 1 lieu- 
tenant colonel, 4 majors, 16 captains; to the Inspector 
General’s Department, 1 lieutenant colonel and 1 major. 
The number of additional officers and promotions in the 
Medical Department will depend upon whether enlisted 
men of the Philippine Scouts, Quartermaster Corps, 
Signal Corps, Medical Corps, and unassigned recruits 
are counted as “enlisted men of the Army,” in fixing 
the number of medical officers on the basis of 7 to 1,000 
enlisted men of the Army. 





The War College is working out the details for the 
formation of the new regiments which will be authorized 
by the Army Dill. It is understood that the non-com- 
missioned officers and enlisted men of long service will 
be taken from the present regiments and used as a 
nucleus for the new ones. In the course of the reorgani- 
zation there will be quite a flow of promotion in the 
enlisted personnel of the Army. In addition to the new 
organizations, there will be many promotions resulting 
from the thousand extra non-commissioned officers that 
are provided for in the bill. 

A proviso in Section 8 of:the Army Reorganization 
bill describes Justice Adams Carson, of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands, and in effect directs 
that he and no other shall be appointed to one vacancy 
in the Judge Advocate General’s Department of the 
Army. Justice Carson is a friend and constituent of 
Chairman Hay, of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, aside from being an able member of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippines. Evidently to make sure that 
no one but Justice Carson would be appointed to one 
of the vacancies created by the bill, the provision sets 
forth, first, that the appointee must be not less than 
forty-five nor more than fifty years of age; second, he 
“shall have been for ten years a judge of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands”; third, it is specified 
that the person “shall have served for two years as a 
captain in the Regular or Volunteer Army”; and fourth, 
“shall be proficient in the Spanish language and laws.” 
The only discretion that is left the President is as to 
the grade to which Justice Carson shall be appointed, 
and even in this respect it is not to be “below the grade 
of major.”

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In reply to the pacifists who objected to his signing 
the five preparedness measures passed at the last session 
of the New York State Legislature, Governor Whitman 
issued a statement on May 17 in the course of which 
he said: “The pacificism that admits the possibility of 
war, and then attacks all efforts to prepare our youth 
for such an eventuality, is nothing more than a cruel 
advocacy of wanton slaughter.” The Governor declared 
that the recently enacted laws for military, disciplinary 
and physical training of New York’s school pupils con- 
stitute a “safe, sane and absolutely democratic approach 
to the problem of national defense,” and “can be offered 


honestly as a model for every other state in the Union.” 
He said that he believed that the day must come when 
the United States must choose between universal train- 
ing and compulsory service, and that New York had 
pointed the way to the wise choice, “confiding the safety 
of democratic institutions to the care of a peace-loving 
citizenship adequately trained in arms.” The Governor 
asserted that, in the operation of these laws, no attempt 
would be made to follow out a militaristic program.

NATIONAL GUARD UNDER NEW LAWS. 


Already steps are being taken in the Division-of Militia 
Affairs to prepare plans for the reorganization of the 
National Guard under the provisions of the Army bill. 
The authorities realize perhaps more than the National 
Guard officers the immense amount of work that will 
be necessary to bring the state troops up to the standard 
set forth in the bill. To begin with, the National Guard 
must be maintained at the minimum strength of sixty- 
five men for an Infantry company, before any members 
of an organization are entitled to pay. If a company, 
troop or battery is not kept at the required strength it 
will not be entitled to pay or any recognition by the 
Federal Government under the bill. How short the 
National Guard is of this required minimum strength 
is shown by the fact that if the present organizations 
had complied with this, the strength of the National 
Guard at present would be 152,000, instead of 134,000. 

The different organizations of the National Guard must 
not only be maintained at the minimum strength, but 
officers and men will be required to pass a physical 
examination. This examination, it is generally conceded, 
will reduce the present strength of the National Guard. 
According to despatches from the border there has been 
a large percentage of rejections in the Texas, Arizona 
and New Mexico National Guard that has reported for 
duty. It is stated that a comparatively small portion 
of the enlisted personnel which was in the Guard when it 
was called out will be retained. The Guard of the three 
States is virtually being reorganized and recruited up 
to the required strength before it will be assigned to 
duty on the border. It is stated that in some of the 
companies not over ten or fifteen pr cent. of the original 
Guardsmen have qualified for field service. 

While the physical standards of a good many of the 
states that have expended money on the Guard are 
higher than in these border states, it is conceded that 
there must be a weeding out process in bringing the 
Guard up to the requirements of the bill. For this 
reason the Division of Militia Affairs is preparing regula- 
tions for the new bill so that they will be ready for 
publication shortly after the bill becomes a law. While 
the authorities at the War Department would have 
preferred legislation on the Massachusetts plan, now 
that Congress has adopted a policy they propose to 
co-operate with the state authorities in bringing the 
Guard up to the requirements of the law. There will 
be no haggling over technicalities, but the officers in 
the Division of Militia Affairs intend to exert every 
effort to make the National Guard efficient. 

The Adjutant General of the Army has advised the 
governors of the states that the National Guard is 
entitled to twenty-two appointments at the West Point 
Military Academy, .and the departmental commanders 
that twenty-three enlisted men will be appointed to the 
Academy. It is planned to hold competitive examinations 
in the National Guard and enlisted men for these 
vacancies in the Academy. Under the provisions of the bill 
recently passed increasing number of Military Academy 
cadets, forty-five vacancies are to be divided between 
the Army and the National Guard. Lots were drawn and 
the Army won, which gives it twenty three of the vacancies 
and the Guard twenty-two. The candidates must have 


" served in the Army or National Guard at least one year 


and must be between the ages of nineteen and twenty- 
two years at the date of admission at West Point. It. 
is feared that both Services have had such short notice 
that it will be impossible to secure eligible candidates 
in the first examination. In the event that the yacancies 
are not filled in the first examination they will go over 
until the next one.

The House Committee on Naval Affairs is being 
besieged by the friends of officers who were retired by 
the “Plucking Board.” This is due to the provision 
in the Naval Appropriation bill which authorizes the 
President to restore Capt. Templin M. Potts, Capt. John 
H. Gibbons, Capt. Frank A. Hill, Capt. Armistead Rust 
and Commodore Ten Eyck D. W. Veeder to the active 
list. The friends of a number of other officers who were 
plucked claim that their cases are as meritorious as the 
five that are included in the Naval Appropriation bill. 
It is insisted that the committee should give the other 
officers a hearing since it has assumed the function of a 
court of appeals for the old Plucking Board. Some 
of the members of Congress argue that the only fair 
policy for the committee to pursue is to provide for the 
appointment of a special commission, if it cannot find 
the time to review all the cases that are submitted to it. 
Among the meritorious cases that have been called to 
the attention of the committee are those of Capt. John 
M. Ellicott, who has been on active duty at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, and Capt. John M. Quinby, who is 
now residing at Virginia Beach, Va.

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The British military service compulsion bill passed 
its third reading in the House of Commons on May 16 
by a vote of 250 to 35. ‘The bill becomes effective a 
month after its passage. It authorizes the government 
to call to the colors all males, whether married or single, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-one. The bill 
also provides for the establishment of an army reserve 
for industrial work to which the government may assign 
as many men as industrial conditions demand. 
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THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


The Army Reorganization bili, as agreed to in con- 
ference, appears on page 1218. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs reports S. 
6072, to restore Capt. John Henry Gibbons, retired, to 
the active list of the U.S. Navy. Capain Gibbons was 
placed on the retired list under the plucking board pro- 
visions of the Personnel law. The report says, among other 
things: “The service record in this case is most remark- 
able, in that it shows the highest character on the part 
of the officer, the deepest sense of duty to the Depart- 
ment, and a degree of efficiency not excelled, if equaled, 
by any other officer. Captain Gibbons stated that he had 
never served under or with any member of the board of 
five admirals who made the selections, except for a 
brief period with one of them, and that at a time when 
they were both junior officers. If the special fitness of 
officers and the efficiency of the naval service as pre- 
scribed by Section 9 governed the board in its decision, 
there has been a grave error in judgment, and the pur- 
pose of Congress in passing this law has not been carried 
out. Therefore, the committee, believing that the efli- 
ciency of the captains’ grade has been materially de- 
ereased, and that the Naval Establishment has suffered 
because of the retirement of Captain Gibbons, and being 
further advised that there is a considerable shortage of 
officers in these grades, respectfully recommend that the 
bill do pass.” 

The Senate Committee on Immigration has agreed on 
an elaborate amendment to the House Immigration bill 
so as to avoid offending Japan by the inclusion in the 
act of the Root-Takahira agreement designed to keep 
Japanese from the United States. The amendment, which 
has the approval of the Japanese Ambassador, omits even 
any inferential reference to Japan, leaving the exclusion 
of Japanese entirely to the operation of the “gentlemen’s 
agreement.” The amendment does not name any of the 
nationalities excluded from the United States. Instead, 
by a detailed use of parallels of latitude and meridians 
of longitude, it bounds the part of Asia and the Pacific 
islands from which immigrants may not come. The pro- 
hibited area includes practically all of_the islands and 
all of Continental Asia except Turkey, Persia, a part of 
China, and Japan. As this will work out, however, it 
really gives admission only to Turks. Persian immigra- 
tion is regulated by a special treaty. The little part of 
China that this bill seems to permit to send immigrants 
to the United States is covered by the Chinese Exclusion 
Act, and Japan is covered by the Root-Takahira agree- 
ment. 

The Senate Naval Committee has reported, without 
amendment, H.R. 12835, to authorize and empower off- 
cers and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps to 
serve under the Government of the Republic of Haiti, 
and for other purposes. 

The Secretary of the Navy submits additional estimates 
of deficiencies in appropriations for the Marine Corps re- 
quired by the Navy Department to complete the service 
of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916: For provisions, 
$25,000; for military stores, $25,000; total, $50, 

The Secretary of War submits a supplemental estimate 
of appropriation required by the War Department for 
topographic maps, the same to be made immediately 
available and to remain available until expended, $97,000. 
The Acting Chief of Staff says: “This estimate is based 
upon the agreement approved by the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Interior which provides that 
the U.S. Geological Survey will enter and print such 
military features on the topographic atlas sheets of the 
Geological Survey as may be requested by the General 
Staff, War Department, at an expense to the War De- 
partment of the cost of collecting and noting the data on 
its maps, and of mapping those areas of the United States 
that the War Department may be desirous of having 
speedily mapped for military purposes. This estimate was 
included in the estimates of the War Department in May, 
1912, but has not been submitted since that date nor was 
it included in the last annual estimate furnished the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury for inclusion in the Book of Esti- - 


mates, owing to the necessity for extreme economy in the 
estimates of the War Department. Since the last annual 
estimates were submitted conditions at home and abroad 
have so changed as to make the topographical mapping 
of our frontiers an imperative necessity in connection 
with the national defense. This supplementary estimate 
is therefgre made at this time as a measure of prepared- 
ness, demanding immediate action.

SOUTHERN MILITARY TRAINING CAMP. 

Lieut. Col. D. W. Ketcham, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
in command of the citizens’ training camp at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., and his assistants have been busy laying 
out the various elements of military work for the business 
men on duty at the training camp, and the men have 
taken hold with great vim and enthusiasm. 

The business men of Columbia, S.C., have started a 
popular movement by voluntary subscription to obtain 
funds to transport a recently formed Cavalry troop to 
the eamp fer instruction. The troop has not been 
mustered imto the National Guard yet, but expects to 
be next month. The troop is composed of seventy of the 
young business men of the city. 

The arrangements for “Governors’ Day” have not been 
completed, but it is thought not unlikely that it will be 
made coincident with General Wood’s visit. As many 
Southern governors as possible will be invited and 
acceptances have been received from some of them. 
Corpl. W. J. Bass has organized a publicity bureau 
with the hope of obtaining a larger attendance at the 
June camp. A miniature post office has been established 
on the camp grounds and it is a great convenience. 

Major William Little, Med. Corps, U.S.A., was ordered 
to Fort Sam Houston, accompanying the 41st and the 
69th C.A.C., which left Fort Oglethorpe for the. border 
May 10. This makes Dr. Kennedy camp surgeon. The 
sobriety of the camp is something to be proud of, and 
pay day passed without one drunken man in evidence, 





and there are very few occasions where so many men are 
grouped together with a pay day in between that one or 
more do not go wrong. Much of it is due to the talk 
given to the officers by Colonel Ketcham when the camp 
was first organized, and to a plain talk made by the 
Colonel to the men gathered in the big audience tent. 
Adjutant General Sale, of Newport, is expected May 
22, and it is possible that Governor Henry Carter Stuart, 
of Virginia, will review the troops in the near future.

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GRADUATION AT MOUNTED SERVICE SCHOOL.

THE EXPEDITION INTO MEXICO. 

Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps, returned to Washington May 15 from 
El Paso, Texas, where he held a number of conferences 
with General Obregon, Secretary of War of General Car- 
ranza, relative to the co-operation of United States and 
Carranza troops in Mexico. While the conferences may 
not have resulted in all that could be desired, they have 
brought about a better understanding between the two 
forces. 





AGREEMENT WITH MEXICANS. 


It is reported from Washington that although General 
Obregon did not enter into any written agreement, he 
informed the American conferees that he had given orders 
to 10,000 of his best troops to enter the Parral district 
and for another contingent to proceed into the territory 
south of the Big Bend district of Texas to head off the 
band which attacked Glen Springs, and which Colonel 
Sibley’s troopers are pursuing into Mexico. An agree- 
ment was reached, it is said, whereby these Carranzista 
troops and the American forces will operate in distinct 
zones, and this will avoid the danger of a collision. The 
understanding reached with General Obregon will enable 
the American troops to operate against the bandits more 
effectively. General Obregon, it was said, gave General 
Scott assurances that there would be no trouble between 
his forces and the American troops. 

In order to allow troops of the Mexican de facto gov- 
ernment from Sonora to penetrate Southern Chihuahua 
and Northern Durango in pursuit of Villa outlaws with- 
out danger of a clash with American soldiers, the puni- 
tive expedition, under Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, is, 
it is reported, being rapidly concentrated in the vicinity 
of Namiquipa and Colonia Dublan. San Antonio, a point 
of great strategic value, which the United States had in- 
tended to convert into one of its most important bases, 
has been practically abandoned, according to reports 
which reached El Paso May 15. 


FIGHTING BANDITS. 


The War Department May 16 made public the follow- 
ing despatch reporting an engagement with Villistas at 
Rubio ranch: “Lieutenant Patton and a small detach- 
ment, sent to Rubio for forage, was attacked by Capt. 
Julio Cardenas. The latter and two others were killed. 
There were no American casualties.” 

General Pershing, commander of the expedition in 
Mexico, when at the advance base at Namiquipa, Mexi- 
co, May 13, is quoted as follows by newspaper corre- 
spondents: “You may say that our Army now in Mexico 
is fully able to cope with any situation which may arise, 
but you may add that there is no danger of attack from 
any source or direction, as the result of the battle at 
Ojos Azules a few days ago put such fear into the heads 
of the bandits that it will be a long time before they in- 
vite another such beating as was then given them.” Gen- 
eral Pershing denied categorically there has been any 
movement of the Army toward the border or that any 
such movement is intended in the near future. The lines 
of communication are well guarded and the forces so 
well disposed as to be in no danger of being attacked. 

Col. Frederick W. Sibley, 14th U.S. Cav., at San An- 
tonio, Texas, May 17, received information from Major 
George T. Langhorne, 8th U.S. Cav., of the rescue of 
Jesse Deemer, storekeeper, and Monroe Payne, negro 
cook, who were carried across the border by bandits 
when they raided Glen Springs and Bougillas. -Major 
Langhorne also reported that he was endeavoring to 
overtake the bands that had eluded him at El Pina, from 
where he sent the report and where he found Deemer and 
Payne. Two Mexicans were wounded and taken pris- 
oners by Major Langhorne’s command on May 16 in a 
skirmish at Los Alamos, forty-five miles south of the 
border. None of the Americans was injured. 

An Associated Press despatch from somewhere in 
Mexico on May 8, in speaking of the good work of the 
command under Major Howze in killing fifty-five Villa 
bandits, says that Sergeant Chicken, one of the oldest of 
the Apache Indians scouts, fought with great bravery 
and effectiveness. On his return to camp Chicken was 
urged to tell what he knew of the battle. He said: “Him 
damn fine fight.” Further details he refused to disclose. 


NEW DISTRICTS FORMED. 


General Funston on May 14 announced the formation 
of four military districts in Texas. Brig. Gen. James 
Parker, U.S.A., with present headquarters in San An- 
tonio, will be in charge of the Brownsville district, which 
will extend from the Gulf coast westward to Arroyo del 
Tigre, near the town of Roma, up the river from Rio 


Grande City. Brig. Gen. James Hulen, Texas National 


Guard, will be in this district with part of the Texas 
soldiers, if not all. Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A.. 
will command the Laredo district, which extends from 
Arroyo del Tigre to a point above Laredo. Brig. Gen. 
Henry A. Greene, U.S.A., will command the Eagle Pass 
district, which will include the territory from the west 
line of the Laredo section up the Rio Grande to Blocker’s 
ranch. The district above this practically to El Paso is 
in the Rio district, with Lieut. Col. Almon L. Parmerter, 
19th U.S. Inf., in command. 

The colonels commanding regiments in the Brownsville 
country will be concentrated in the large unit and the 
commandants will be subject directly to the orders of 
General Parker, the senior officer. These commandants 
are Col. A. P. Blocksom, 3d Cav.; Col. R. L. Bullard, 


26th Inf.; and Col. E. H. Plummer, 28th Inf. Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Parmerter, of the Del Rio district, will have 
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command of probably seven Coast Artillery companies, 
and six companies of the 19th Infantry. 


ARIZONA NATIONAL GUARD SLOW. 


General Funston, in a report, wired to the War De- 
partment May 17, says the failure of the Arizona Na- 
tional Guard to respond promptly to the call of the 
President for service along the Mexican border is the 
reason for the lack of a sufficient number of men to 
guard the Arizona border from Nogales to Yuma. Gen- 
eral Funston’s report states that on- receiving the orig- 
inal appeal he had ordered a troop of Cavalry to the area 
named and that by this time he would have -had more 
troops there had the Arizona National Guard been more 
prompt in responding to the President’s call. He de- 
clared that the mobilization of the state force was not 
yet altogether completed, although the call was made 
more than a week ago. 

The explanation was wired to the War Department by 
General Funston in response to a complaint which the 
Department received May 16 through Senator Ashurst, 
of Arizona, from the Chamber ‘of Commerce of Tucson, 
Ariz., that 2,500 defenseless men, women and children 
living along the border were at the mercy of marauders 
owing to the fact that there were no Regular Army 

atrols there and that the Arizona National. Guard had 
een called out for service with the Regular Army. The 
messages added that the people along the border had ap- 
pealed to General Funston, who had ignored them. 

The mobilization camp at San Antonio has been chris- 
tened Camp Wilson find a post office bearing that desig- 
nation has been established, which will handle all the 
mail for the soldiers there, exclusive of the branch post 
office at Fort Sam Houston. General Funston on May 
16 asked Secretary Baker to send him thirty tandem 
motorcycles and eighteen ordinary motorcycles to El Paso. 
The motorcycles are desired for use of troopers in border 
patrol work. 


COAST ARTILLERY COMPANIES. 


Orders were issued for seven companies of Coast Ar- 
tillery at San Antonio to move on May 16 to Del Rio, 
from where they will be distributed westward along the 
Southern Pacific Railroad guarding bridges and _ garri- 
soning Langtry and Sanderson. The 77th, 74th and 
145th Companies of Coast Artillery left San Antonio 
May 17 to take positions at various points in the Del 
Rio district. The eleven companies of Coast Artillery 
now on the Texas border patrol, as Infantry, are in the 
field as separate companies. Consequently no field offi- 
cers which are included in the provisional regimental 
organization, made some time since, were ordered to 
duty with them. 

Information was received at the headquarters of Gen. 
George Bell, jr., commanding the border patrol forces 
at El Paso, Texas, May 13, of the robbery of the tele- 
graph office at Fort Huachuca, Ariz., on the night of 
May 12, and the theft of the Army code books there. 

’wo supposed incendiary fires, an hour apart, occurred 
at Fort Bliss on May 13. Three cavalry stables, a store- 
house, three horses and some tents were destroyed. It 
was said that there was no attempt on the ammunition 
house. ‘The storehouse, where the first fire occurred, con- 
tained some machine guns. A court of inquiry was ap- 
pointed by General Bell to investigate the fires. It was 
composed of Col. W. A. Holbrook, Capt. A.-P. Watts 
and Capt. William Kelly, jr., U.S.A. 

Pvt. F. Bundanis, Co. A, 14th U.S. Cav., was found 
on May 15 wandering half dead from thirst and exhaus- 
tion, in the woods, thirty-five miles north of Bouquillas. 
He had been missing for some days and was taken in the 
automobile of Mr. Woods, a mining man, to Marathon 
and turned over to Capt. William M. Smart, of the Hos- 
pital Corps. ‘ 

Col. George H. Sands, Cavalry, U.S.A., attached to 
the 11th Cavalry, returned to El Paso, from Mexico, on 
May 5, in ill health. 

Marion Letcher, United States Consul at Chihuahua 
City, arrived at El Paso, Texas, May 17, having been 
ordered there for a conference with General Funston on 
conditions in and about Chihuahua. Before leaving Chi- 
huahua Mr. Letcher turned over all consular affairs to 
Capt. Henry Scobell, Britist Vice Consul.

Sergt. Henry Furman, of the machine-gun company, 
23d U.S. Infantry, was shot dead by Mexican customs 
guards on Mexican soil May 18, 1916.

The scene of the shooting was on the south- 
eastern outskirts of El Paso, near Camp Cotton, where 
the 23d Infantry is camped. General Gavira, the Mexi- 
can commander at Juarez, says Furman crossed the 
beundary in an intoxicated condition and fired on the 
customs guard, who fired in self-defense. Furman’s 
company commander says he saw the sergeant a short 
time before the shooting, and he appeared perfectly sober. 
Gen. George Bell, jr., at Fort Bliss, detailed Major George 
D. Moore and Capt. William Graham, 2d Inf., to make 
joint investigation with a Mexican military . judge and 
two officers named by General Gavira. This investiga-

tion disclosed that Furman, while searching for stray 
mules, rode a horse upon a strip of soil left north of the 
Rio Grande by the shifting of the river bed. He was 
armed with a pistol. American Army men admit he 
was not within his rights in crossing the border. His 
pistol had been recently fired, two chambers being empty. 
General Bell said he had no evidence to show whether 
Furman or the Mexicans fired first. 
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PROGRESS OF-T'HE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Covering operations reported May 13-20.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 

The siege of Verdun has now occupied: nearly three 
months and out of the tremendous struggle several con- 
crete results may be summarized. The German line, 
which in, February circled from Boureuilles toward the 
northeast through the woods of Montfaucon, Forges and 
d’Haumont, and. thence southeast past Maucourt, 
Fromezey, Warceq, Hennemont to Combres, measured 
along this perimeter about forty miles. It is now 
shortened to about thirty miles. At Avocourt the Ger- 
mans are within four miles of the Verdun-Paris com- 
munications. . Between Douaumont and Vaux they are 
four miles from Verdun. The ground gained in the long 
series of battles on the east side of the Meuse includes 
some twenty unimportant villages. The only part of 
the advanee on this side of the river which is of any 
value in connection with the attempt to capture Verdun 
is that along Cotes de Poivre, Douaumont and Caillettes 
Wood. The frontal attack here has been very costly and 
has made very little progress for many weeks. At the 
beginning of the siege we pointed out that tactics and 
strategy for the attack would best be served by an 
advance on the west side of the river, whose purpose 
should be the cutting of the railway line south of the 
Forest of Hesse. After a long period of hard fighting 
on the east side of the river the German higher com- 
mand finally undertook on the west the attack which 
should have been part of the initial effort. The advance 
through Bethincourt and the Avocourt Wood to Hill 
304 and Le Mort Homme has found opposition so stub- 
born and well organized that it is evident the French 
realized the vital issues involved in this sector earlier 
than the Germans. 

The whole French resistance has been characterized 
by military qualities of the highest order. Personal 
courage, soldierly efficiency and thorough organization 
have combined to make the Germans fight hard for every 
foot of ground and pay a heavy price for every gain 
made. Had England been able to strike a hard blow 
against the German right in the neighborhood of Lille 
or elsewhere the German attack upon Verdun could 
have been halted before it gained a footing on Hill 304. 
It has been heartbreaking for friends of the Allies to 
see the repeated official assertions that England has 
5,000,000 soldiers completely equipped and ready for 
service and to see meanwhile entirely neglected this 
golden opportunity to use a fraction of that number for 
a strong thrust against the German positions north of 
the Somme. Russia did make a great effort in the 
attacks about Postawy and Lake Naroczyn, but failed 
to bend von Hindenburg’s line, although it is quite 
probable that the threat delayed for several weeks the 
development of the German plans in the secondary stage 
at Verdun. 

In summarizing the operations to date it seems fair 
to remark that in both the attack and the defense mili- 
tary technique have shown the most complete develup- 
ment known to the science of war. The defense has 
been called upon to exert its strength to the utmost to 
retard the advance of the assailant and has succeeded 
remarkably well, but has been unequal to the task of 
dislodging him from the positions he has gained. Another 
powerful German assault is to be anticipated and the 
place to look for it is west of Hill 304. It is reasonable 
to expect that. the German commanders will less fre- 
quently repeat costly frontal attacks and will pay 
greater attention to the more subtle and effectual, 
although slower, encircling movements. 

In the Verdun region on the west of the Meuse there 
was an active artillery engagement in the Avocourt 
sector. French attacks near Le Mort Homme and Hill 
304 broke down in the face of heavy machine gun and 
artillery fire. In the fighting near Hill 304 the number 
of unwounded French prisoners captured between May 
4 and 10 is announced by the Germans to have reached 
fifty-three officers and 1,515 men. Most of these were 
undoubtedly captured when the Germans took Hill 287, 
the western shoulder of Hill 304. 

French reports say that some successful engagements 
have enabled them to enlarge their positions southeast 
of Haucourt, which should bring them closely in touch 
with the German positions at Hill 287 and Hill 304. 
German reports tell of the repulse of several French 
attacks in the woods of Avocourt and Malancourt. 

The reports tell almost daily of attacks and counter- 
attacks about Hill 304 and Le Mort Homme. A German 
report mentions the failure of a French attack against 
the southern slope of Hill 304 on May 16-17. If the 
location is correctly indicated it is the first intimation 
that the Germans had pushed around from the western 
ie the southern side of this hill—a very important step 
if true. 

East of the Meuse the reports a week ago indicated 
that the Germans had been held to the north of the lane 
Douaumont-Vaux through the woods. Since then the 
reports speak entirely of fighting in Caillettes Wood 
instead of Haudromont Wood, and as Caillettes is the 
name for the woods south of the lane it is apparent 
that the Germans. really made some progress in this 
sector a week ago. On the night of May 10 the Germans 
attacked with bayonets and hand grenades French posi- 
tions west of Vaux Pond, where they were repulsed. 
This pond is south of the lane through the woods, and 
280, to the west of the pond. From 
here the wooded slopes decline toward Fleury and Fort 
de Souville. 

A German attack upon French trenches southeast of 
Fort de Douaumont failed, as did an attempt north of 
Thiaumont Farm, which collapsed under the French 
curtain of fire. At the latter point a later attack with 
hand grenades was also repulsed. The fighting in this 
region is continuous. : 

In the Woevre artillery fighting has occurred at Kix 
and Moulainville. 

The Belgian reports repeat the usual account of artil- 
lery activity about Dixmude and mention an extension 
of the bombardments to the regions of Ramscapelle, St. 
Georges and Schoore. The Belgians repulsed a German 
attack upon some trenches along the bank of the Yser. 

A series of German attacks along the entire British 
front bears evidence of a careful exploration by the 
Germans searching for a vulnerable point. Heavy artil- 





lery actions continue about St. Eloi, south of Ypres. 
An attack at Ploegstreet Wood pierced the first line, 
but failed to hold it in face of a strong counter-attack. 
The Germans, however, blew up a sap and took ten 
British prisoners. About Angres and southeast of Ypres 
the artillery on both sides has been active. At the Hohen- 
zollern Redoubt, a mile and a half northwest of Hulluch, 
a severe mutual bombardment developed, and later Ge1- 
man battalions stormed several lines of British trenches, 
127 unwounded prisoners and several machine guns were 
taken. The British report says they lost 500 yards cf 
trenches, but recaptured a portion of the ground in a 
counter-attack at night. The German report mention» 
~ counter-attack, but says it was defeated with heavy 
osses. 

A British patrol entered German first line trenches 
south of La Bassée Canal. Near Loos a German patrol 
entered temporarily a British trench, and near La Bassée 
Canal the Germans occupied the crater of one of their 
mine explosions. After a sharp bombardment with 
trench mortars the British won a place on the lip of 
the crater. 

In the neighborhood of Hebuterne three German detach- 
ments attacked the British trenches, which were entered 
by one of the attacking parties for a brief period. 

On Vimy Ridge, five miles south of Lens, after ex- 
ploding mines, the Lancashire Fusiliers occupied German 
first line trenches on a front of 250 yards. This fight 
is close to La Folie Farm and Hill 140, about which 
the fighting raged before the Verdun battle began. 
Opposite Archy a British patrol raided affid damaged 
a German trench. Artillery and trench mortar actions 
are reported daily along the whole British front, 
especially between Ypres and Arras. A+ party of Sea- 
forth Highlanders made a successful night raid on 
German trenches north of Roclincourt. 

South of the Somme, near Maucourt, British trenches 
were penetrated by a German force, which, however, was 
immediately expelled. South of Roye the French repulsed 
an attack upon their trenches in the wood of Loges, and 
near Vermandovillers they drove the Germans from a 
first line trench. 

In Champagne the French guns demolished a German 
trench 100 meters long to the southeast of Tahure. The 
artillery of both sides has been very active in the region 
of Prosnes and St. Hilaire le Grand. The French 
repulsed several attacks in the region of Butte du Mesnil 
and Maisons de Champagne. A German work near Mt. 
Tetu was entered and fifteen prisoners captured. 

In the Argonne a French attack with flame projectors 
against La Fille Morte failed, but mine explosions 
destroyed a hostile trench at this place. 

A French aeroplane squadron on the night of May 
10-11 dropped twenty-six shells on the railroad stations 
of Damvillers and Etain, important points on the lines 
of German communications north and east of Verdun. 
The night of May 12-13 a squadron of ten French aero- 
planes dropped forty-three shells on the railway stations 
at Nantillois and Brieulles. The same night a French 
flyer dropped eleven shells on the dirigible hangar at 
Metz-Frascati. May 16-17 thirteen French aeroplanes 
dropped a large number of shells on hostile bivouacs near 
Damvillers and Chaumont, cantonments at Nantillois 
and Romagne, the railway stations at Brieulles, Clery, 
Apremont and Grand Pré. In an air duel a German 
machine was defeated north of Vic-sur-Aisne. Both 
wings came off as it fell. On the night of May 15-16 
another French air squadron dropped twenty bombs on 
the railway at Ars and Metz, forty at Arnaville, and 
thirty along the railway between Metz and Thionville, 
On May 16 thirty-three air combats occurred over the 
Verdun sector, and there were twenty-seven on the 
British front. The British report wrecking several 
German machines and the loss of two of their own. 

German aeroplanes bombarded Dunkirk and the rail- 
roads near Adinkerke. A British aeroplane was shot 
down by anti-aircraft guns near Armentieres, and a 
German battle aeroplane shot down an Allied aeroplane 
southwest of Laon. Another English aeroplane was 
defeated in a fight near Fournes and the two British 
officers were captured unwounded. Lieutenant Immelmann 
brought down his fifteenth air antagonist west of Douai. 

A French dirigible balloon caught fire and was lost 
with its crew of six in the Mediterranean. The remains 
_ — envelope and four bodies were recovered near 

oulon. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


In the northern sector the Germans made a determined 
effort to take several Russian defensive positions in the 
Jacobstadt sector. Severe fighting occurred about the 
village of Jepukor, which has been destroyed by the 
German artillery. At Selburg a Russian counter-attack 
upon trenches recently taken by the Germans was defeated 
and over a hundred Russians captured. There were 
several German gas attacks in this sector. 

Near Dvinsk there has again been hard fighting 
around Lake Sventen, where the Russians drove back 
an advance guard and followed up the success by pushing 
through the entanglements and penetrating in a bayonet 
attack hostile first line trenches. 

South of Krewo, near the Beresina, the Russians ex- 
ploded a mine, seized the crater and held it against 
counter-attacks. West of Olyka the Russian infantry 
is active and a hostile searchlight was destroyed. : 

In the region of the Pripet Marshes German activities 
have led to several bayonet encounters between combat 
patrols. On the Oginski Canal, north of Pinsk, German 
artillery has heavily bombarded the Russian positions. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


After a long period confined to the rdle of the defénse 
the Austrians have changed to the offense and have 
scored important successes at several places, especially 
on the Trentino front. May 15, with the aid of an 
overwhelming artillery fire, they captured first line 
trenches on Armentara Ridge, in the southern Sugana 
valley; on Folgaria Plateau and south of Rovereto. 
Sixty-five officers and over 2,500 men were captured, 
with eleven machine guns and seven cannon. One Italian 
aeroplane was shot down. Armentara Ridge is south 
of Roncegno, and the Austria success there would 
entirely offset the various small Italian successes re- 
corded some months ago along the Larganza torrent, 
which flows from the north into the valley at a point 
between Roncegno and Armentara Ridge. Folgaria is 
seven miles northwest of Rovereto. In the region south 
of Rovereto the Italians reported some time ago a series 
of small successes on Zugna Torta, only about three 
miles south of Rovereto. 

May 16 the Austrians made further important gains, 


* especially in the sector east of Rovereto, where they 


penetrated the Terragnola region via Piazza and pushed 
the attack through several’ positions to Maronie, less 
than a mile and a half from the frontier. Referring to 
an attack on the night of the 15th the Austrians say 
they stormed Zugna Torta. The Italian report says 
five violent assaultS at this place were repulsed with 
severe losses. 

Including the successes of the 16th, the Austrians have 
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captured 141 officers, 6,200 men, thirteen cannun and 
seventeen machine guns. 

Students of the war following this fighting will find 
the scene of the main Austrian attack on a front of 
about twenty-three miles running to the northeast from 
Zugna Torto, which is ten miles east of the head of 
Lake Garda and three miles south of Rovereto. 

An Italian report covering the 16th tells of repulsing 
vigorous attacks in the sector about Monte Collo, which 
is directly north of the Armentara Ridge across the Val 
Sugana. Three hundred Austrian prisoners were taken 
in strong counter-attacks. There were a large number 
of smaller actions all along the Isonzo front from Tol- 
mino to Selz and Monfalcone. In local successes along 
this front the Italians captured 100 prisoners. 

Earlier in the week in the Plezzo Basin two Austrian 
attacks against the new Italian positions on Mount 
Cukla were repulsed by heavy defensive fire. In the 
Adamello zone Alpine troops took by assault Crozzon 
del Diavolo, 3,015 meters high, with twenty prisoners. 
In Ledro Valley the Italian troops have made some 
further gains on Monte Sperone. 

Along the Isonzo there has been intense artillery fire 
from Monte Nero to the sea. In the Tolmino sector 
there were several infantry engagements following a 
heavy shelling by Austrian batteries. One Italian officer 
and 116 soldiers were captured. 

On the Carso Plateau an Italian night attack west 
of San Martino was repulsed after a severe struggle 
with hand grenades. East of Monfalcone the Austrians 
entered Italian trenches and captured five officers and 
150 men with one machine gun. They also won an 
engagement west of San Martino, captured three officers, 
140 men with one machine gun, and held the position 
against strong counter-attacks. During the fighting near 
Monfaleone the Italians captured 254 Austrians with 
two machine guns. 

Italian airmen dropped bombs on the market and cathe- 
dral square of Gorizia, where two civilians were killed 
and thirty-three wounded. The Austrians retaliated by 
a raid upon Venice and Mestre on the night of May 
15-16. The shells from Italian batteries compelled 
them to keep at a great height, with the result that 
there were no casualties in Venice and only a few in 
Mestre. 

An Italian squadron of Caproni aircraft dropped fifty 
bombs on Austrian positions on Carso Plateau. Although 
vigorously attacked all these machines returned un- 
damaged. 

In Mesopotamia there has been little fighting along 
the Tigris. At Felahieh an artillery battle is mentioned 
by the Turks, who say there was also intermittent rifle 
fire. As Felahieh is about seventeen miles down river 
from Kut-el-Amara it appears that General Lake has 
not retreated from the positions reached in his effort 
to save General Townshend’s army. The Russian army 
which took Kermanshah, in Persia, has for some weeks 
been forcing its way through the mountains toward the 
west, has taken Khanikin, which the Turks abandoned. 
By following the valley of the Diala River by way of 
Kizil Robat the Russians will cross the Hamrin Moun- 
tains and thus emerge upon the plains of Mesopotamia 
at a point about seventy miles northeast of Bagdad. A 
Russian report mentioned the taking of Kasr-i-Shirin, 
twenty miles back of Khanikin in the mountains. Eng- 
lish military writers, apparently unfamiliar with the 
terrain involved, have been laying much stress on the 
less important event. 

On the Caucasus front the Turks won a victory on 
May 8 in the region of Mount Kope, seventy miles 
southeast of Trebizond, where a bayonet charge dis- 
lodged the Russians from a position on a front of fifteen 
kilometers. Six officers, 300 men and four machine guns 
were captured. A force of 500 Russians was nearly 
destroyed in a night attack made upon their camp near 
Baschkjoej, fifty kilometers southeast of Mamahatun. 
The latter place is fifty miles east of Erzingan, the 
important town on the Euphrates, 100 miles due south 
of Trebizond. In this sector the Russians report heavy 
engagements, in which they captured thirty officers and 
365 soldiers of the Turkish infantry, although they admit 
their advance guard was compelled to fall back. 

It is apparent that the Turks are prepared to defend 
Erzingan. with a large and well organized army. Much 
further to the south a Russian column operating south 
of Lake Urumiah has appeared in the region of Rowandez, 
a town on the Zab Ala, which unites with the Tigris 
some miles below the city of Mosul. There is a stretch 
of about 160 miles of difficult country between Mosul 
and Bagdad, both cities being on the Tigris. Turkish 
detachments defeated at Rowandiz retreated hurriedly 
and lost three cannon. 

Russian reports from the headquarters of the Grand 
Duke in Armenia say that the Turks have received 
German-Austrian reinforcements of infantry, cavalry, 
artillery, motor cars and aeroplanes, and tvai a new 
Turkish base has been established at Kharput, 100 miles 
south of Erzingan, on the upper Euphrates. 

In Africa the Germans have assumed the offensive, 
and after accomplishing a concentration of their forces 
attacked the British under Gen. Jan Smuts near Arangi, 
in the heart of German East Africa. Several determined 
assaults were repulsed with severe losses. 

In northeastern German East Africa the Belgian 
expedition under Colonel Molitor has occupied Kigali, 
the capital of Ruanda. They have also captured the 
island of Kiviuivi, in Lake Kivu. 

The German naval report for April says ninety-six 
Allied merchantmen of 225.000 tonnage were sunk. The 
Dutch report that in April ninety mines drifted up on 
their coast. Fifty were British, three French, thirteen 
German and twenty-four unidentified. Since the be- 
ginning of the war 1,014 mines have landed on the Dutch 
coast.

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The British steamship Appam, taken by a German 
prize crew from the raider Moewe into Norfolk, must 
be turned over to her British owners or else turned out 
to sea, according to the text of a note made public May 
16, 1916, by Mr. Lansing, Secretary of State, to the 
German Ambassador, Count von Bernstorff. The note 
was dated March 2, 1916, and in effect informed Count 
von Bernstorff that American neutral waters could not 
be made a place for “the deposit of the spoils of war.” 
The Appam is now before the United States courts in a 
suit brought by her British owners to establish that the 
vessel is not to be regarded as the property of the Ger- 
man government, but should be turned over to the original 
owners. As it is the duty of a neutral government to 
conceal a decision which turns a_ belligerent vessel out 
of its harbors in order to give to the vessel a fair chance 
to elude enemy warships, the State Department had sup- 
pressed publication of this note of March 2, pending 
the court’s disposal of the suit brought by the British 
When, however, this note was produced in court

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it was useless longer to hide its contents and so it was 
made public May 12.

NAVAL NOTES OF THE EUROPEAN WAR. 


An interesting example of the valuable work accom- 
plished by British light cruisers during the present war 
and their great steaming ability is contained in the log 
of the Bristol. The Bristol was commissioned on May 
13, 1914, and the “Log” deals with eighteen months of 
varied and exciting service to Dec. 17, 1915. The Bristol 
was attached to the Fourth Cruiser Squadron, and from 
the outbreak of hostilities saw continuous and frequently 
stirring service. Between the dates given the ship 
covered a sea journey of 58,361 miles and consumed 
27,839 tons of coal. She_chased the Karlsruhe, saw 
something of the Falklands fight, destroyed von Spee’s 
transports and was long engaged in the search for the 
Dresden. Returning to European waters, she did valuable 
services of various kinds in the Mediterranean and 
Adriatic. 

An official German announcement issued May 14 says 
during April ninety-six hostile merchantmen of 225, 
tons have been sunk by German and Austro-Hungarian 
submarines or mines. 

The destruction of another Zeppelin is reported in an 
Exchange Telegraph despatch from Copenhagen of May 
14. It is said the Zeppelin was brought down off the west 
coast of Norway and that three British destroyers went 
in pursuit of it. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German Ambassador at 
Washington, delivered to Secretary Lansing on May 12, 
1916, a note verbale from the Imperial German Govern- 
ment suggesting that a neutral vessel may be attacked 
by a German submarine if, when challenged to stop, the 
vessel fails to obey and turns her bow toward the sub- 
marine. It is understood that Germany’s diplomatic 
representatives in other neutral capitals have delivered 
copies of an identical note of warning to other neutral 
governments. 

A short encounter took place May 16 off the Belgian 
coast between a force composed of British destroyers 
and monitors and some German destroyers. The British 
report no casualties. The Germans claim to have dropped 
one bomb on a cruiser from an aeroplane. 

A British official communication issued May 17, 1916, 
admits the loss of a small monitor, the M-30, as a result 
of the fire of Turkish batteries at the Dardanelles May 
13-14. Two men were killed and two wounded. 

The Overseas News Agency at Berlin on May 17 states 
that according to the Austro-Hungarian note sent to 
neutral Powers regarding the sinking of the Austrian 
steamship Dubrovnik and other Austrian vessels, includ- 
ing the hospital ship Electra, by hostile submarines, the 
Dubrovnik had nineteen passengers on board, including 
several women and children, when she was torpedoed 
without warning. Three bodies of women were recovered 
and four members of the crew and four passengers are 
missing. ‘The News Agency report also says: “The 
Steffani Agency on May 10 stated that a French sub- 
marine torpedoed the Dubrovnik, which was a transport 
and carried ammunition. This statement is a flat inven- 
tion. The capacity of the Dubrovnik was 480 tons and 
she therefore was not able to carry troops or ammunition. 
Besides this, the distance of the submerged submarine 
from her was so great that it was impossible for it to 
discern the class of persons carried by the steamship. 
The Austro-Hungarian government states that the firing 
of the second torpedo against the sinking steamship and 
the lifeboats which were afloat must be qualified as 
‘intentional murder.’ The Austro-Hungarian government 
holds the Italian government equally responsible with 
the French government, since the French submarine was 
operating with the Italian forces.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Maine has been assigned to duty with the Atlantic 
Reserve Fleet. 

The Prometheus has been assigned to duty with the 
Auxiliary Division, Atlantic Fleet. 

The Jouett, at the Philadelphia Yard, has been ordered 
to New York to resume neutrality duty. 

The Arethusa, at Norfolk, has been ordered to proceed 
about June 1 to Port Arthur, Texas, and thence to 
Eastport, Me. 

The Tacoma, at the Portsmouth (N.H.) Yard, has 
been ordered to proceed to the Boston Yard for duty as 
receiving ship. 

Upon being relieved of neutrality duty at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, by the Preston, the Jarvis will proceed to 
the Boston Yard for repairs. 

The Wainwright, at the Philadelphia Yard, has been 
ordered to Newport, R.I., upon the completion of certain 
authorized work at the yard. ;

The Hannibal will discontinue survey work off the 
Atlantic coast of Central America about June 15 and 
proceed to the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., stopping en 
route at New York for about ten days to grant liberty. 

The St. Louis, at the Puget Sound Yard, will leave 
about the middle of July for Honolulu for duty as tender 
to the Third Submarine Division, Torpedo Flotilla, 
Pacific Fleet, and additional duty as station ship at Pearl 
Harbor. 

Upon the completion of the season’s survey work off 
the coast of Haiti the Eagle will proceed to the navy 
yard, Portsmouth, N.H., via Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 
The vessel will stop at New York for about ten days 
en route to give liberty. 

Lieut. W. F. Newton, U.S.N., who was recently de- 
tached from command of the Second Submarine Division, 
Pacific Fleet, is now on duty as aid on the staff of the 
flotilla commander, aboard the U.S.S. Milwaukee. The 
post office address is San Diego, Cal.

A torpedo net of steel, similar to that used for many 
years in the British and other navies, is to be placed 
about the top sides of the U.S. battleship Oklahoma. 
The net will be rolled up on the sides, and when in use 
will be extended out by booms in the usual manner. 

The Paducah will discontinue survey work off the 
south coast of Cuba about June 15 and proceed to the 
navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., via Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. The vessel will stop at New York for about ten 
days en route to Portsmouth, N.H., to grant liberty. 


The Navy Department has announced that a division 
of cruisers of the Tennessee class will shortly be added 
to the Atlantic Fleet to be fitted with aircraft and act 
as scouts for the battleships. Each of the cruisers will 
carry at least four aircraft and each ship will be fitted 
with a special catapult device for launching aircraft 
at sea. 

The U.S. submarine L-11, the last of seven vessels 
of this class built by the Fore River Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration, of Quincy, Mass., was launched May 16, 1916. 
She was christened by Miss Mary R. Latimer, daughter 
of Capt. Julian L. Latimer, U.S.N. The submersible, 
which is 170 feet long, is one of the largest underwater 
boats in the U.S. Navy. She will have a cruising radius 
of 5,500 miles. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Wilkes was launched 
at Philadelphia, Pa., May 18, 1916. The destroyer is 
310 feet long and of 1,100 tons displacement. She is 
propelled by twin screws driven by turbine engines. The 
contract speed is 29% knots. There is a battery of four 
4-inch guns, four torpedo tubes and two 1-pounder auto- 
matic anti-balloon guns. 

A fire of unknown origin destroyed the Norfolk Navy 
Yard’s shipftters’ shop on May 18 with its machinery 
and equipment, and slightly damaged the adjoining boiler- 
makers’ and plumbers’ shops. The entire plant was 
threatened, the flames soon getting beyond the control 
of the yard’s fire fighting force and raging until the 
Portsmouth department joined in the fight. 

_ Admiral Cameron McR. Winslow, U.S.N., command- 
ing the Pacific Fleet, reported to the Navy Department 
May 15 that on demand of the commander of the U.S. 
cruiser Denver the Mexican authorities at Acapulco, on 
the west coast, have released three Americans and one 
Chilean, members of the crew of an American schooner 
which was burned off the Mexican port. The men were 
being held on the pretext that they set fire to the vessel. 


Rear Admiral De Witt Coffman, U.S.N., commander 
of the Third Division of the Atlantic Fleet, hauled down 
his flag from the battleship New Jersey at Boston May 
15 preparatory to transferring it to the superdreadnought 
New York as commander of the First Squadron of the 
Sixth Division of the North Atlantic Fleet, now at New 
York. Capt. William R. Rush, commandant of the 
Charlestown Navy Yard, had a salute of thirteen guns 
fired as the Rear Admiral’s flag came down. Other 
observances of the occasion followed the naval code. 

Rear Admiral Caperton, U.S.N., on May 17 asked 
that the 500 American marines in Santo Domingo City 
be reinforced at once. The Navy Department authorized 
the despatch of additional marines from Haiti. The 
Panther, flagship and tender to the First and Second 
Destroyer Divisions and in command of Comdr. Harris 
Lansing, arrived at Santo Domingo May 17. Admiral 
Caperton is aboard his flagship, the Dolphin, now at 
Santo Domingo City. Besides the Panther, the transport 
Prairie, Comdr. Walter S. Crosley, is also there. The 
destroyer Flusser, Lieut. Ralph Walling, is at 
Macoris, together with the Sterett, Lieut. George W. 
Simpson. The Lamson, Lieut. Henry R. Keller, and 
the Reid, Lieut. Charles C. Slayton, are at Puerto 
Plata. The Walke, Lieut. Robert A. Theobald, and the 
Terry, Lieut. William S. Nicholas, are at Sanchez. 

The U.S.S. Tennessee, Capt. Edward L. Beach, arrived 
at New York May 17 from her long voyage to South 
America and return, during which she covered 14,227 
nautical miles without accident. The Tennessee went to 
South America with the American section of the Inter- 
national High Commission, of which Mr. William G. 
McAdoo, Secretary of the Treasury, was the head. Stops 
were made at Trinidad and Calloa, Rio de Janeiro and 
Valparaiso. Since March 8 the officers and men have 
had only two short shore leaves—one at Rio de Janeiro 
and one at Valparaiso. During the voyage the usual 
drills were omitted on only two days—when the vessel 
passed through the Straits of Magellan and when she 
passed through the Panama Canal, both of which days 
were declared holidays. Mr. McAdoo and his party, when 
they left the vessel at Hampton Roads, presented a 
motion picture camera to the men. The Tennessee is 
now anchored in the Hudson River off Ninety-sixth 
street, and officers and men will be granted shore leave.

* GROUNDING OF THE SAN FRANCISCO. 


While the U.S.S. San Francisco, used as a mine depot 
ship, Comdr. Arthur MacArthur, was en route to Newport, 
R.I., May 17, she went on a shoal at the entrance to 
Nantucket Sound just before daylight. A nasty south- 
east gale was blowing, with rain, which made the weather 
very thick. Commander MacArthur and his officers and 
men acted very promptly and efficiently when the vessel 
grounded. Wireless calls for help were sent out and a 
boat was lowered and sent off to windward and a kedge 
anchor dropped. 

It was a very skilful piece of work in the high seas. 
After accomplishing this work it was impossible for the 
boat to make her way back to the San Francisco, and 
she was driven before the gale to the Round Shoal 
Lightship, where the men were taken aboard. Mean- 
while, with the aid of her engines and hauling on the 
kedge anchor, the San Francisco was backed off the shoal 
and apparently without any serious damage. pe 

The San Francisco was floated before any of the vessels 
answering her call for help reached her. About half- 
past ten o’clock a.m. Commander MacArthur sent a 
wireless message to Boston that the vessel was floating 
and had dropped anchor because of the thick fog that 
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had followed the rain and wind. He said the vessel was 
not severely damaged, but that a diver would have to 
determine the exact injury. He was ordered to wait 
for the New Hampshire and then proceed under convoy 
back to the Portsmouth Navy Yard, where the San 
Francisco will go into dry dock. 

The wireless calls for aid were picked .up by many 
stations and vessels along the coast. The Coast Guard 
cutter Acushnet put out from Woods Hole and the Coast 
Guard cutter Gresham from Boston, and battleship New 
Hampshire at sea.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


On May 6 a fishing launch owned by Mr. John Peconi came 
in from Mile Rock and made fast in his berth in Fisherman’s 
Cove. He had on board a Japanese whom he had rescued 
from the waters in Golden Gate Strait. The Japanese had 
divested himself of all clothing and jumped overboard from 
the outward bound Japanese steamer Asia Maru and was evi- 
dently endeavoring to effect an illegal landing in this country. 
The immigration inspector, who took possession of the nude 
Japanese, found him suffering from exposure, and, at the 
request of the inspector, the cutter Hartley delivered the 
foreigner to an ambulance for transportation to the San Fran- 
cisco detention hospital. 

The Manning left Puget Sound Navy Yard on May 12 with 
fleet officers aboard for Behring Sea patrol. The repairs to 
the overboard discharge pipe of her condenser will disable 
the machinery of the Comanche for a few days. 

The Onondaga left Norfolk on May 11 to investigate the 
report of a barge adrift and damaged in Newport News Chan- 
nel; also steamer Berkshire on Hampton Bar. 

On May 11, while at the wharf in Portland, Me., the 
Ossipee received a call for assistance in fighting the forest fire 
on Peak’s Island, Me. The efforts of the cutter in fighting 
the flames saved a number of cottages. 

The Coast Guard cutter Thetis, built in Dundee in 1883, 
now obsolete in type and useless for Coast Guard purposes, 
has been sold to a New York firm for $25,100. In normal 
times the Thetis would have fetched, officials say, less than 
$4,000. The scarcity of ships caused many firms to bid for 
her,

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., May 18, 1916. 

The Naval Academy has adopted one war measure. After 
six p.m. no visitors are allowed to enter the grounds except 
under the rules of war. If a stranger presents himself at the 
gate for entrance to visit an officer, he is escorted to the offi- 
cer’s quarters ard virtually delivered to his care. The recep- 
tion room at Bancroft hall, the living quarters of the mid- 
shipmen, is locked up at six p.m., and no one is allowed to 
remain there or enter it. 

Annapolis city votes in November next on the question of 
prohibiting the sale of liquor within its corporate limits. In 
a prohibition meeting here on Sunday one of the speakers said 
that the midshipmen at the Naval Academy were 900 arguments 
in favor of the success of the cause, meaning as a protection 
to them. 

Mrs. Charles A. Zimmerman, widow of Prof. Charles A. 
Zimmerman, bandmaster of the Naval Academy, has presented 
to the Naval Academy authorities a gold and ebony baton, 
given to her husband by the Class of 1889, and a large num- 


ber of medals presented by successive classes to the late leader 
of the band. These will be suitably framed and placed in 
Recreation hall, Naval Academy, for preservation. 

Every student in the Naval Red Cross class in first aid 
passed her examination, which was held here last week. Surg.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


1ST FIELD ART., N.Y.—COL, H. H. ROGERS. 


In the presence of one of the largest audiences, if not the 
largest ever in the armory, Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, com- 
manding the N.G.N.Y., reviewed Batteries B, D, E and F on 
the night of May 18, under Lieut. Col. Merritt H. Smith, and 
witnessed a number of exhibitions. The command made a fine 
showing and General O’Ryan was highly pleased with the 
work, 

The command, in full dress uniform, was promptly formed 
by Capt. Dawson Olmstead for the dismounted review, the 
four large batteries, composed of husky looking men, making 
an impressive appearance. 

The five exhibitions which followed were run off promptly 
and were concluded by a few minutes after ten o’clock. 

The events were as follows: Communication by semaphore 
flag signalling and telephones, Headquarters Detachment, Lieut. 
Mathew S. Weir, commanding. ‘The wires were quickly laid 
from the reel cart, and General O’Ryan, writing a message, it 
was sent by telephone to one end of the drill ring, from there 
repeated by semaphore flag signals to the other end, and 
thence by messenger to the reviewing stand. The message 
was correctly transmitted. 

A battery drill, mounted, given by Battery FE, Capt. John T. 
Delaney, was splendidly executed, and brought forth the usual 
applause. In sub-caliber practice, by Battery D, Capt. Syl- 
vester Simpson, fired from .22-caliber sub-caliber tubes in the 
3-inch guns at targets on the panoramic painting at the east 
end of the drill ring, the shooting was very accurate, and a 
miniature airship was destroyed after it had moved only a few 
feet. The simulated firing by Battery B, Capt. Walter C. 
McClure, with Lieutenant Toy as executive officer, while well 
executed, might be shortened some, as it does not hold the 
interest of the audience as does this actual firing in the sub- 
caliber practice. The rough riding by Battery F, Capt. Ray- 
mond M. Reid, was particularly well done, especially the Ro- 
man riding, and drew much applause. 

General O’Ryan was accompanied by Lieutenant Colonels 
Olmstead, Vanderbilt, Sternberger, McCann and Major Reagan, 
of his staff, and occupying the reviewing stand with General 
O’Ryan’s party were Brig. Gen. McCoskry, Buti, Brevet Brig. 
Gen. O. B. Bridgman, N.G.N.Y. Mrs. O’Ryan and Mrs. Smith 
and a number of other ladies were also on the reviewing stand. 
Lieutenant Colenel Smith and his officers entertained the re- 
viewing party and other special guests after the military exer- 
cises, and there was dancing. 





Troop D, 1st Squadron Cav., N.G.N.J., of Plainfield, N.J., is 
taking full advantage of the opportunity to obtain Regular 
Army instruction by sending more than a third of its members 
to Fort Myer, Va., to attend the week’s instruction course there, 
beginning May 21. Practically all of the officers and non- 
commissioned officers of this troop will attend, and enough of 
the regular troopers who have attained sufficient proficiency to 
be eligible, to bring the number up to twenty. 

Company F, of the 2d Connecticut Infantry—the New 
Haven Grays—have carried off first honors in the indoor 
gallery match of the Connecticut National Guard organizations 
armed with the rifle. The New Haven company made a total 
of 988 points out of a possible 1,000 points—very nearly all 
bull’s-eyes. The second high company is Company D, =f the 
2d, with a score of 980, and the third is Company F, of the 
1st Infantry, with a score of 977. The match was shot with 
the gallery rifles, on a regulation indoor tar-et at a distance 
of fifty feet. On each company and troops team were ten prin- 
cipals and two alternates, and the matches were shot on the 


- indoor ranges of the state armories. Each man shot five 


times sitting. five times kneeling and ten prone, a total pos- 
sible score of 100 points. 

Major James L, Kincaid, 1st Cay., N.G.N.Y., who has been 
appointed by Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan a lieutenant colonel 
and inspector general on the division staff to fill an original 
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vacancy, is known as a bright young officer, and was very 
active in the State Legislature in pushing bills of importance. 

Governor Whitman reviewed the 9th Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., 
at the armory on the night of May 12, under command of 
Lieut. Col. John J. Byrne, and the event was a very suc- 
cessful one. After the review the Governor presented long 
service medals to a number of officers and men, whose names 
were given in our issue of May 6, page 1169. Governor Whit- 
man addressed the offieers privately in the colonels’ room, 
There was dancing after the military ceremonies. 

Lieut. Col. Augustus Drum Porter, of the 12th Infantry, 
N.G.N.Y., known as a highly efficient officer, has resigned from 
the regiment to go on the reserve list on account of the 
increasing demands of business. Colonel Porter is an officer 
of long experience and first joined the National Guard as a 
private in the 5th Infantry of Pennsylvania in January, 1885. 
He subsequently served as private, corporal, sergeant and sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 1st Infantry, and was battalion adjutant 
and acting regimental commissary in the 1st Pennsylvania 
Volunteers during the war with Spain. He was appointed 
captain aid on the 1st Brigade Staff of Pennsylvania in May, 
1899, and resigning in June, 1905, he subsequently served as 
a private, captain and commissary in the 3d Infantry of Penn- 
_sylvania. He became a first lieutenant in the 12th Infantry, 
N.G.N.Y., in April, 1908, and was promoted to captain in 
December of the same year. He became lieutenant colonel of 
the 12th in November, 1912, and by his resignation the com- 
mand loses a valuable officer. Colonel Porter comes of a 
military family on both sdes of his house, his maternal uncle 
being the late Gen. Richard C. Drum, Adjutant General, U.S. 
Army. Gen. William Reed, his paternal great-grandfather, 
was Adjutant General of Pennsylvania during the War of 
1812, and was also a major in the Revolutionary War. The 
late Admiral D. D. Porter, U.S.N., of Civil War fame, was a 
kin of Colonel Porter’s grandfather. Major R. L. Foster, 
senior in his grade, will, it is understood, be appointed lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

Battery C, Field Artillery, of New Jersey, which was author- 
ized several weeks ago, was officially mustered in at the armory 
in North Parkway, East Orange, May 11. Fifty enlisted men 
from. Battery A and twenty-four recruits were sworn into the 
Service by Capt. Claude E. Lanterman, of Battery A. Senior 
Lieut. Edward C. James was temporarily placed in command 
of the new battery of Artillerymen. First Lieut. E. Harry 
Bennett and 2d Lieut. Clarence A. Nordine were temporarily 
transferred to the new organization. Twelve new recruits 
were added to the roster of Battery A. 


Lieut. Thaddeus Higgins, Co. E, 69th Inf., N.G.N.Y., was 
tried by G.C.M. May 12 in the armory of the 2d Field Ar- 
tillery on charges of failing to prepare his company’s muster 
roll and of bringing false charges against a superior officer. 
Col. Louis D. Conley, commanding the 69th, made the charges 
and was the principal witness. Col. George A. Wingate, 2d 
Field Art., presided at the court. Major Almet R. Latson, 
Judge Advocate of the 2d Brigade, presented the charges, and 
Lieutenant Higgins was defended by ex-Capt. Anthony J. 
Griffin, of the 69th. Colonel Conley testified that Lieutenant 
Higgins had failed to prepare the muster roll of his company 
when ordered to do so and that another officer had to perform 
the work. The false charges against a superior officer dealt 
with allegations attributed to Lieutenant Higgins by the Cojo- 
nel. Lieutenant Higgins said he went to the armory to prepare 
the muster roll and was informed that the roll already had 
been prepared. The court found a verdict within twenty 
minutes, but it will not be announced until passed upon by 
the proper authorities. 


Major Francis G. Landon, senior major of the 7th N.Y., has 
tendered his resignation from the regiment, to go on the re- 
serve list, after a faithful and efficient service which first 
began as a private in Co. I, Jan. 5, 1882. He was appointed 
by President Roosevelt third secretary of the American Em- 
bassy in Berlin in 1905, and in May of that year as the second 
secretary of the American Embassy in Vienna. Major Landon, 
after serving as private, corporal, sergeant and first sergeant 
in Co. I, was appointed regimental adjutant in 1891, and was 
elected captain of Co. I in 1895. He resigned in 1902, and 
returned to Co. I as a private in 1904. He was elected major 
in 1908, and his work as a field officer was progressive and 
highly successful. Capt. J. Augustus Barnard, Co. K, is the 
senior line captain in the regiment and will probably be chosen 
major. He first joined the regiment as a private in Co. I, 
Oct. 5, 1892. 


Adjutant General McCain, of the Army, has sent notice to 
the adjutants general of different states that all camps of 
instruction and joint camps for Field Artillery and sanitary 
troops for the year 1916 will be omitted. 


Lieut. Col. E. W. Van C. Lucas, commander of the 22d 
Corps of Engineers, N.G.N.Y., has appointed Capt. H. C. Wood- 
ward, who has been serving as a staff officer, to command 
Co. B, and the Captain has already secured a number of good 
recruits to swell the ranks of the company. Capt. P. J. Walsh, 
who was acting temporarily as commander of Co. B, has been 
appointed post adjutant, succeeding Capt. J. J. Daly, who has 
been appointed to command Co. E. The entire command will 
encamp at Van Cortlandt Park on June 17, remaining over 
night for practical field instruction. 


MILITARY TOURNAMENT AT SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 


A military event which promises to be of exceptional in- 
terest will be the military tournament and camp to be held at 
Sheepshead Bay, Brooklyn, -N.Y., from May 20 to 27, inclusive. 

Mobilization of the 1st and 2d reinforced brigades will 
take place at the camp on Sunday, May 21, and as far as 
possible troops will be transported to this place by automobile. 
To effect this-requests have been made to public-spirited citi- 
zens to set aside this particular day to aid in the transporting 
of the troops, and Major General O’Ryan has received many 
promises from automobile and motor truck owners of aid. 

The reinforced brigades will be on duty only on one day 
and will give some instructive battle exercises, and will 
also be reviewed at the close of the day. Detachments from 
the National Guard, however, will be on duty the entire week 
and will take part in a military tournament and will give 
various exhibitions. There will be a battalion of Infantry, a 
battery of Field Artillery, a troop of Cavalry, and the Ist 
Field Hospital will give instructive exhibitions as to the care 
of the wounded and other details which the sanitary troops 
have to combat with. ; 

There will also be detachments from the Engineers and 
Signal Corps, who will be seen in interesting and instructive 
exhibitions. Various styles of trenches and field fortifications 
will be shown, and there will be exhibits of various military 
equipment which will interest the public, This equipment will 
include an exhibit from the Navy. It is also expected there 
will be some aeroplane exhibitions. 


PRAISE FOR EFFICIENT WORK. 

The following is an extract from a letter recently received 
by Major Gen. John F, O’Ryan, commanding the N.G.N.Y., 
from Ulrich Wiesendenger, sheriff of Westchester county, 
covering the services at Hastings, N.Y., in the maintenance 
ef law and order of the 1st Battalion of the 10th Infantry of 
the National Guard of New York: 

**As to the officers and men, I can say that they were ever 
on the alert to carry out the orders issued, and their disci- 
pline was of the highest order. I shall never forget the 
courtesy shown to me, and I feel that my calling out of the 
Militia was the real solution of my difficult situation. We 
all have just right to feel proud of the work at Hastings as 
performed by the National Guard.’’ : 

The 1st Battalion of the 10th Infantry is composed of Com- 
panies G, H, and L, stationed at the following places: 
Yonkers, Mount Vernon, Flushing and White Plains. Within 
three hours after the order was feceived from the sheriff 
calling out these troops they were assembled at their armories 
and begun the movement to Hastings. 

Since this service was performed the Military law of the 
state in respect to the powers of civil authorities to call upon 
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the National Guard has been radically changed. Under the 
new law no Official except the Governor of the state has the 
power to order out the whole or any part of the National 
Guard in aid of the civil authorities. Under the law as it 
existed prior to the recent change there were approximately 
300 officials who could call out the National Guard. These 
included all the justices of. the Supreme Court, all county 
judges or recorders or city judges, sheriffs of counties, the 
mayors of cities, and all other officials provided for by special 
acts, 


NEW MILITARY LAWS OF NEW YORK. 


Governor Whitman, of New York, on May 15 signed the 
following important military bills: 

The Slater bill, for compulsory military training for all 
boys between sixteen and nineteen years, except those regu- 
larlv employed. The boys will drill three hours a week, in 
addition to the prescribed periods of other instruction. 

The Stivers bill, empowering the Governor to order, at any 
time, a draft of the reserve Militia, consisting of all able- 
bodied men between eighteen and forty-five, to bring the 
National Guard up to full military strength. 

The Stivers bill, making the Naval Militia and National 
Guard conform with the most up-to-date military systems. 

That part of the law relating to drafting all the serviceable 
men in the state reads in part: 

‘‘The Governor of the state may at any time in his discre- 
tion draft into the National Guard or Naval Militia every male 
citizen of the state between the ages of eighteen and forty-five, 
so far as is necessary to make up the complement of either or 
both of these organizations. 

‘‘For the purpose of maintaining the National Guard and 
the Naval Militia at ¢he standard of efficiency required for 
public safety, or of conforming to any organization now or 
hereafter adopted for the Army of the United States, the 
organization of the National Guard or Naval Militia, the Gov- 
ernor may also at any time call for volunteers or order that 
an enrollment be made of that part of the reserve Militia 
residing in any city or town, and that a draft be made or 
volunteers secured therefrom of such number as may be re- 
quired to make up or complete the complement of organiza- 
tions of the National Guard or Naval Militia or any part of it.’’ 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


‘‘During the past week,’’ says the Boston Globe of May 14, 
‘‘there has been quite a change in the roster of the Mass. 
V.M., two general officers having been reduced in rank to 
conform to the Militia law. They are Brig. Gen. William B. 
Emery, the Quartermaster General, and Brig. Gen. William C. 
Rogers, Judge Advocate General. Their term of service ex- 
pired May 13, but both were reappointed and hereafter they 
will have the rank of lieutenant colonels. Another change 
came in the Ordnance Department, Col. Joshua D. Upton, Chief 
Ordnance Officer, having retired and the vacancy filled by the 
appointment of Major Kinsley A. Burnham, with his present 
rank. The retirement of Col. Frank F. Cutting as head of the 
5th Infantry, has resulted in the election of Lieut. Col. Willis 
W. Stover to the colonelcy. Major William ©, Butler was 
promoted at the same time to the lieutenant colonelcy, and 
Capt. Walter L. Bouve, Co. K, to be major. All three officers 
served in the Spanish War and have had long service in the 
Militia.’’ 


COAST ART. CORPS, MASS.—COL, E. D. FULLERTON. 


The regular monthly school of the non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the corps took place on May 14, under the direction 
of Capt. William H. Wilson, U.S.A., the inspector-instructor, 
and Lieutenants Stowell, Stebbins, and Hurney, of the Corps. 
One company of 115 men proceeded by train to Forest Hills, 
about five miles out of Boston. From there to the Weld 
Farm, about two and one-half miles further out, problems in 
advance guard work, patrolling, and map sketching were 
worked out; the opportunities for infantry work are not fre- 
quent, due to the large amount of strictly coast artillery 
instruction, and the afternoon was very profitably spent. 

The board of officers appointed to conduct examinations for 
rated positions has just completed six sessions for this pur- 
pose; the board sat on each day from 1 p.m, until 11:30 or 
midnight, with an hour for meals. The number of rated men 
passed by the board, it is confidently believed, will compare 
very favorably with that in any other state having Coast Ar- 
tillery Militia. 

The program for officers’ school to be held at one of the 
posts in the Coast Defenses of Boston in June includes a march 
from Hull to Hingham, with a camp over njght at the grounds 
of the 1st Corps of Cadets. 

Capt. ui. Sumner Holbrook, 1st Co., has put into operation 
an admirable plan to secure a reserve to be used in increasing 
the company to war strength should it become necessary. 
Former honorably discharged members of the command are 
carried on a roster and will be given an opportunity to rejoin 
the Service, first choice falling to those honorably discharged 
for expiration of service. Many of the former men of this 
company have applied for this enrollment. 

The following appointments to the staff have been made by 
Colonel Fullerton: First Lieut. George B. Stebbins, to be 
captain and adjutant, vice Alexander, discharged; 2d Lieut. 
Charles Keveney, jr., to be first lieutenant and battalion adju- 
tant; George B. Sawyer and Harry M. Rugg, both former 


officers of the corps, to be second lieutenants and battalion 
Q.M. and commissary. 
2D FIELD ARTILLERY, N.Y.—COL. GEORGE A. WINGATE. 


The 2d Field Artillery, N.G.N.Y., under command of Col. 
George A. Wingate, gave a very fine display in a dismounted 
review and various other exhibitions in the armory of the 


"2d Battalion, in the Bronx, New York city, before Governor 


Charles S. Whitman on the night of May 13. The three bat- 
teries, A, B and C, of the 1st Battalion, under Major Mattlock, 
journeyed over from Brooklyn to take part, and the Governor 
witnessed for the first time evolutions in an armory by a 
complete regiment of six batteries. The Governor was accom- 
panied by Adjutant General Stotesbury and a number of de- 
tailed aids, and from 8:30 until about 10:30 o'clock he was 
deeply interested in exhibitions of skillful driving and other 
practical work of the Field Artillerymen. 

In a dismounted review, under Colonel Wingate, the com- 
mand was handsomely formed by Adjutant Weld, and comprised 
a husky looking body of men, very steady in the ranks, 
The various batteries went by the reviewing officer with ex- 
cellent fronts. 

The other exhibitions, which were all of very high merit, 
were as follows: 

A flying platoon drill by Battery A, under Capt. W. P. Fox, 
showed this command to great advantage, and the movements 
at a trot and a gallop were executed with great skill. 

Battery B, under Capt. Lester C. Fox, gave an exhibition 
of pitching a shelter tent camp, and guard mount, The tents 
were pitched with great precision and it was a model camp in 
every respect. ; 

The mounted battery drill by Battery F, under Capt. W. O. 
Richardson, was one of the thrillers of the evening and was a 
splendid piece of work. The sub-caliber firing by Battery D, 
under Capt. Howard O. Sullivan, demonstrated the accuracy 
in hitting the objects aimed at in shooting at various points 
on a landscape target, and also in smashing an airship. 

An excellent exhibition of rough riding was given by Bat- 
tery C, under Capt. A. S. Hamilton. The men showed com- 
mendable skill in performing difficult stunts and afforded plenty 
of amusement to the audience in their efforts to jump over 
horses which were placed two, three, four, five and six abreast 
in turn, Very few of the men managed to vault over the six 
horses, and quite a number met defeat half way, much to the 
amusement of the audience. 

The mounted basketball game between Brooklyn and the 
Bronx members of the regiment resulted in a draw. There 
was considerable rough play in this game. The special guests 
were enjoyably entertained by the officers of the regiment in 
the library following the military exercises, but Governor Whit- 
man was unable to remain on account of having to take the 
midnight train to Albany. He expressed his very high appre- 
ciation of the splendid exhibitions he had witnessed. 


71ST N.Y. DEFEATS MARYLANDERS. 


In addition to its remarkable shoot with a team of midship- 
men at Annapolis, Md., May 13, to which we refer elsewhere 
in this issue, the rifle team of the 71st N.Y. also shot a match 
with a team of the Maryland National Guard, at Baltimore. 
This match was shot with 8 men on a side, 10 shots per man, 
at 200 and 300 yards, rapid fire, and 10 shots per man at 300, 
600 and 1,000 yards, slow fire. The team from the 71st won 
by the large lead of 78 points, scoring in the aggregate 1,671 
points, against 1,593 by the Marylanders. The scorés follow:

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of the Speakers’ Committee of the National Security League, 
and Congressman Thomas S. Crago, a former lieutenant colonel, 
will also address the meeting. 

In order that officers of Infantry may be prepared in knowl- 
edge and execution of drills and exercises upon which they 
may obtain a commendable rating in camp this summer, when 
officers of the Army report on this matter, Adjt. Gen. Thomas 
J. Stewart has advised each to study the following subjects: 
Remedying the defects in company close order, company ex- 
tended order, battalion close order and observation of military 
courtesy. The degree of preparedness for encampment in re- 
spect to and progress made during camp will determine the 
rating in these subjects. 

Ratings also will be given for the degree of proficiency shown 
at the end of the-encampment in patrolling, signalling (two- 
arm semaphore and wig-wag), bayonet work (exercise and 
combat), fire direction and control, field firing, company com- 
bat, battalion combat, advance guards and outposts, tactical 
walks for officers in conduct of company and battalion, march 
discipline, maneuvers and similar exercises, camping and de- 
gree of attention to instruction. 

Having noted the errors in the 1st Infantry last year, Colo- 
nel Allen, who was then an inspector-instructor, has ordered 
every company officer to get to work and correct the defects. 


TEXAS. 

The El Paso Chamber of Commerce at a meeting May 9 
decided to buy four machine guns and present them to the 
National Guard of Texas. The directors also passed a resolu- 
tion asking all business men of El Paso to continue all 
employees on full pay, whether they are members of the Militia 
or where they should later join. 

The organizations of the Texas National Guard have been 
enlisting recruits to fill up the different units to the required 
strength for service in the Army of the United States. From 
all accounts there was no scarcity of recruits, but the neces- 
sary enlistment of new men and the issue of clothing and 
equipment to them necessarily delayed the concentration at 
Fort Sam Houston. It will require considerable training to 
have all the units fit for any serious service. 

The sounding of fire bells and long continued blasts of the 
fire whistle was the signal for calling out the Texas National 
Guard organizations in Austin. Within a half hour after the 
signal was given the two local Infantry companies had assem- 
bied at their respective armories, ready for orders to move to 
the border, but without their full complement of men.

On last Friday night the test of the transcontinental tele- 
phone line direct from Mare Island to Washington was made 
when Capt. F. M. Bennett, commandant, called up Rear Ad- 
miral Benson, Chief of Naval Operations, at the Bureau, asked 
for some information, received it and hung up the receiver, all 
inside of two minutes. The official tests were opened at one 
o’clock the following day and from then until five o’clock 
Monday morning all official business was carried on either by 
the direct phone or the direct telegraph to Washington. The 
following officers took their turn in the room where the instru- 
ments are installed: Lieut. Comdrs. George C. Sweet and R. 
E. Pope, Lieuts. Leo Sahm, R. W. Wuest, Herbert Jones and 
R. G. Coman. At one time during the tests Mare Island was 
in direct communication with the battleship New Hampshire, 
eighty miles off the Atlantic coast, the messages from that 
ship, sent by wireless phones, being picked up at Washington, 
the central station for the entire system, with Mare Island on 
the wire. On Monday night a social chat was arranged by 
the telephone company, Capt. and Mrs. F. M. Bennett here 
conversing with Capt. E. W. Eberle, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, and Mrs. Eberle, and with Capt. L. M. Nulton, 
superintendent of midshipmen, and Mrs. Nulton, also at An- 
napolis. 

The San Diego was completed eight days ahead of schedule 
on a fifteen days’ job and left Mare Island last Friday for 
San Francisco, where she coaled before making a full speed 
run down the coast to San Diego. This was the first run of 
the kind made by the ship since January, 1915, when a boiler 
explosion resulted in nine lives being lost. On the present 
trial she made twenty-two knots an hour as easily as when 
she had her builders’ trials in Santa Barbara Channel a few 
years ago. The dates of completion for several vessels now 
at the yard have been announced as follows: Glacier, June 1; 
Whipple, June 10; Paul Jones, June 24; Stewart, June 27; 
Preble, June 30; and Perry, Aug. 5. 
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GREAT LAKES TRAINING STATION, | 


Great Lakes, Ill., May 9, 1916. 

On the evening of May 5 two hundred members of the High- 
land Park club and their families accepted the kind invitation 
of Comdr. W. A. Moffet, commandant, to visit the station. 
Upon their arrival at eight p.m. they were taken to the drill 
hall, where they were received by the Commandant and the 
officers under his command. A special infantry drill was held 
in their honor. The visitors took a keen interest in all the 
evolutions and showed sincere enthusiasm as the companies 
passed by in review. After the drills were finished everybody 
was told to make himself at home. The band played music 
for skating and dancing. The gymnasium was filled with the 
guests who were anxious to see how this station trains the 
men in boxing. Five spirited bouts took place, much to the 
delight of all those present. The natatorium was opened to 
those who cared to swim, and the new shooting gallery was 
crowded with those desirous of popping the resin balls and 
clay pipes.

From three p.m., May 6, to seven a.m., May 8, a series of 
experiments on telephone, telegraph and radiophone communica- 
tion was successfully carried out at this station. Telegraph 
messages were sent to all the naval stations in double-time 
order, and telephone communication was obtained in a very 
few seconds with all the southern and eastern naval stations. 
One of the most remarkable achievements was the radiophone 
communication at 2:15 p.m., May 7, with the U.S.S. New 
Hampshire in Chesapeake Bay. The following message was re- 
ceived from Captain Chandler, of that ship: “It is a remarkable 
achievement to be able to talk from Great Lakes to a vessel at 
sea by wireless telephone connected through Washington.” Com- 
mander Moffett and ‘the officers of the station showed a keen 
interest in all the experiments and were on the station during 
the whole time, so as to be present to answer any call. 

Upon the invitation of Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Chalmers, of 
Chicago, the Commandant sent a company of apprentice sea- 
men, the bugle corps and band to Chicago on May 9 to take 
part in a performance at the Auditorium Opera House for the 
benefit of the Convalescent Home for Crippled Children of 
Chicago. The recruits were put through the physical and sema- 
phore drill in rapid-fire order. Their appearance and their 
drills were excellent. The spontaneity of the audience’s en- 
thusiasm was sufficient testimony to the high standard of train- 
ing achieved at this station. Some one in the audience said: 
“It is a miracle to train men in two months to drill like that.’

GERMAN WAR CASUALTIES. 


The number of German casualties in the war is placed 
t 2,822,079 by an official British estimate issued on 
May 10. The casualties in April alone amounted to 
91,162. So far 664,552 German soldiers have been killed 
in the war, according to the statement, which reads: 

“German casualties, exclusive of corrections, were re- 
ported during the month of April, 1916, as follows: 
Killed or died of wounds, 17,455; died of sickness, 2,395 ; 
prisoners, 1,921; missing, 6,217; severely wounded, 
14,557; wounded, 4,001; slightly wounded, 38,979 ; 
wounded remaining with units, 5,367. Total, 91,162. 
These, added to those reported in previous months, in- 
cluding corrections reported in April, 1916, bring the 
totals reported in German official lists since the beginning 
of the war to: Killed or died of wounds, 664,552; died 
of sickness, 41,325; prisoners, 137,798 ; missing, 197,094 ; 
severely wounded, 385,515 ; wounded, 254,627 ; slightly 
wounded, 1,023, 212; wounded remaining with units. 
117,956. Total, 2,822, 079. These figures include all 
German nationalities—Prussians, Bavarians, Saxons and 
W urttembergers. They do not include naval or colonial 
troops.” 

The figures given in the official estimate tend to con- 
firm the French estimate that more than 200,000 Germans 
have been killed, wounded or are missing in the battle 
of Verdun. There was little or no fighting of any impor- 
tance from Jan. 19 last, when Harold J. Tennant, Under 
Secretary of War, announced that the German losses 
amounted to 2,535,788, until Feb. 21, when the Verdun 
struggle began, so it is probable that the 286,291 German 
casualties occurred for the most part in the Verdun 
battle.

The plan for saving daylight by putting clocks ahead 
one hour was adopted by the House of Commons by a 
vote of 170 to 2, a London despatch of May 8 reports. 
Clocks will be put forward one hour on the night of May 
20-21 and will be changed back again on Sept. 30. Sir 
Henry Norman, who presented the resolution in Parlia- 


ment, estimated that the economy in lighting alone will 
be $12,500,000 a year. This plan, now adopted in Ger 
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many, France, England and Holland, appears to be 
meeting with general approval abroad. Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden are stated to be on the point of adopting 
it, and it is considered probable that it will also be 
adopted by Austria, Turkey, Switzerland, Italy and 
Spain. The idea is said to have been originated by an 
Englishman, William Willett, and a daylight saving 
bill was first introduced in the House of Commons in 
1908, but failed to pass. Mr. Willett’s proposals were 
to move all the clocks forward an hour at 2 a.m. on the 
third Sunday in April and backward an hour on the third 
Sunday in September, giving a gain of 154 hours of 
useful daylight yearly. This would come about through 
carrying one of the hours of wasted morning sunlight 
to the end of the day. 





The London Times prints the following extract from 
a letter from a British officer at Saloniki: “The soldier 
servants here have a tame pig named ‘Jimmy.’ He is 
a great character. He was a tiny fellow when they got 
him, and was left behind in an empty barrel by some 
men of another unit. His piteous cries attracted the 
attention of our men, who promptly adopted him. He 
is now quite big and somewhat of a nuisance. He gets 
into one’s tent and makes hay of one’s washing things. 
He loves.soap, and after he had chewed up (and dis- 


gorged again) both my shaving and ordinary soap I 


had to give them to him. The other night an 
archeologist (?) was passing through and we put him 
up for the night. Everyone out here wears uniform of 
a sort, and he was in Naval Reserve dress. During 
dinner ‘Jimmy’ got into his tent and pulled his things 
about, and my servant came to me very solemnly—he 
always talks like a very pompous father—and said: “The 
pig, sir, has effected an entry into the naval officer’s tent 
and up-ended most of his kit.’”

Howard E. Coffin, chairman of the Committee on 
Industrial Preparedness of the Naval Consulting Board, 
has announced the names of the chairmen of the state 
committees of the 30,000 engineers who are furnishing 
the Government with figures on the industries of the 
nation. The aim of the grouping of all the engineers 
is to make arrangements to assemble all the industrial 
strength of the nation in the event of war. The work 
is divided by states, and in each state it is subdivided 
according to the class of industry. Each state has a 
board comprising engineers of different professions. 
James G. White is chairman of the New York board; 
Morris R. Sherrerd, Newark, chairman of the New 
Jersey board; Samuel Ferguson, Hartford, chairman of
